GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

General Copper Plates. 

1 . C.P. 76 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Telugu.) In the Collector’s 
office. Records a grant of land to a Brahman in S. 1606 (A.D. 1684), 
Raktflkshi, by a chief styling himself “ Maharaja SrT RfljaGanapati 
Raja Jagannfltha Raja.” 

2 . C.P. 77 of Mr. Sewell's List. — In the same place. Records a 
grant bya descendant of the Eastern Chalukya kings. {An examin- 
ation of the contents of this inscription shows that it was issued by 
a chief of the Beta Vijayflditya line, referred to in the third Pifha- 
puram inscription. The donor was &rlsena Sarathi, between whom 
and Mallappa III there were four chiefs named . . . BhQpa, 
Prutflpa BhGdara, Vishnuvardhana (IV) and Mahfldeva. The 
inscription thus carries the genealogy five generations further. 
Mr. Sewell confounds this line with the E, Chfllukyan line proper, 
considering it to be subsequent to Vikrama Chela. He is of course 
wrong.] 

3 . C.P. 78 of Mr. Sewell's List. — In the Collector’s office. Records 
that in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, a chief named Sri PrithivT- 
muln Raja, son of PrabhSkara Vi&ruta Maharaja, granted the village 
of Chuyipaka to his household priest and the members of the latter's 
gfitra as an agraharam, after having assembled the RflshtrakOta 
and other families of the. district of Tarupaka. The order is issued 
from the city of Kandaji. No date of any kind is given. The 
characters of the plates are similar to those of the E. Chalukya 
plates. 

4 . C.P. IQT of Mr. Sewell's List: — Records grant of lands to a 
Brahman in S. 1500 (A.D. 1578I by “Raja Srf Vitarapa Raya." It 
is very badly executed, much damaged, ami dated in Durmati, which 
is inconsistent. 

4 -A. The Korumilli Plates of Rfljaraja I, the Eastern Chajukyan 
sovereign (1022—63), the son of Vimaladitya and Kundava Devi, the 
daughter of the Chola Rfljaraja the Great (985—1013). The record 
is important for the fact that it mentions the date of the king’s 
coronation as Thursday, August 16, A.D. 1022. See hul. Antq ., Vol. 
XIV, p. 56 ; Ibid., Vol. XXIII, p. 131, No. no and Kielhorn’s Southern 
List, No. 569. 

5 . Nadupflru grant of Anna VCmfl Rcddi (which is included 
here as the exact topography of NadupQru is not known). A record 
of Anna VCma of the Kondavidu Redd is, dated in a day of lunar 
eclipse, Karttika, 1296 (A.D. 1374). It records the grant to 20

Palivcla. 

Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this place, but he is not 
sure as to their accuracy. His suspicion seems to be well grounded 
as 12 of the 13 cannot be identified with any in the following list. 
No. 10 of his list is the same as the first of this. For an account 
of the place see Local Records* Vol. II, p. 204 f., and Godavari Gazr., 
pp. 203-4. 

9 . 498 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab lying in the KoppcSvara 
temple. Records in S. 1094 the ’grant of land by a minister of 
Velananti-Choda. 

10 . 499^/1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthanamaqtapa 
of the same temple, A record in Aiigirasa refers to a certain 
Vamanalaka-Odcya, who conquered the fort of Rajamahfindravara, 
and to two Mussulman officers. 

11 . 500 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1345, Subhakrit, a gift by a queen 
of Vlrabhadra to the KoppC&vara temple at Palivela. 

13 . 501 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to the 
reign of the Kakatiya king, Pratapa-RudradCva. Records in S. 
1239, Pirigaja, a gift. Mentions the minister Annaya-Preggada. 

13 . 502 of 1893. — (Telugu.) In the Kalyflna-Mantapa of the 
same temple, A record of Vishnuvardhana-Ballahadeva. Mentions 
the king’s son, Bhtmadeva. {Do these refer to Ammaraja I and his 
son Bhlma II ?I 

14 . 503 of 1893.— ‘(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar of the 
same mapfapa. The Reddi king, Allada, son of Doddaya-Reddi 
(servant and successor of Kafaya Vsma of Rajahmundry), records 
in 1338, Durmukhi, the building of the mantapa. 

15 . 504 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the “ Kanakadurga stone,” A 
record dated in S. 1345, ^Obhakrit. Mentions Vema-Reddi, son of 
Katama-Rcddi, and AIlada-Reddi (the son of Dodclaya). See the 
above No. 

16 . 505 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the wall of the garden of the 
temple. Dated in the time of the Kondavrdu Redd* king Ana- 
Vemaya-Reddi. Records in 6. 1299, a gift of land for a garden. 
See No. 18. 

Tottaramudi. 

17 . A C.P. grant of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry dated in 
6. 1333 * Khara, Karttika Paurpami. It records a grant by Kajaya 
V€ma»the minister of Kumaragiri of Konduvldu, who received from

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nis master the eastern country of Rajahmundry for his distinguished 
services. The genealogies of both Kumaragiri and Kataya Verna 
are given and the inscription is thus of great value in connecting 
the two Reddi lines. The object of the grant was the village of 
Mallavaram (namecLafter his wife Mallambika, who was sister of 
Kumaragiri) on the Vriddha-gautami, in the vicinity of Muktl^vara 
in KonadeSa, to Narisimha, son of Ahobala and grandson of 
Appayarya, of the Ka&yapa gotra and Kanva Sakha. [The genea- 
logies are the same as in Gd. 5 and 18 and in Kataya Verna's com- 
mentary on Kalidasa’s Sakuntala called KumSra-giririijijayam . Sec 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 318-27, where Mr. Ramayya Pantulu edits the 
inscription See also Gd. 50, 60 and 66 and Kielhorn’s Southern List , 
No. 596 .] 

Vdnapalli. 

18 . A C.P. grant (now in the Madras Museum) of Anna- 
Vema of the Kondavldu Reddi dynasty, dated 14th tithi of the 
dark fortnight of magha, in year Siddharthin, S. 1300, corre- 
sponding, according to Mr. Dlkshit, to Monday, the 6th February 
A.D. 1380. The king granted the village of Anna-Vemapura 
or Immadi-Lanka as an agrahara to a certain Immadi of the 
Lohita gotra, the son of the minister Mallaya, and apparently the 
spiritual preceptor of the king. See Ep. Ind., Vol.- Ill, pp. 59 — 66, 
where Dr. Hultzsch edits it. The inscription quotes from Hema- 
dri’s D&nakhanda. It is No. 594 in Kielhorn’s Southern List.

Bhimavaram. 

Mr. Sewell mentions three epigraphs in this place. Two of 
them are the same as 20 and 22 below. The other is stated to be a 
private record in &. 1336. For an account of the place see Godavari 
Gazetteer, pp. 207-8. 

19 . 460 of 1893— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the BhTmeSvara temple. Records in £. 
1348, Parabhava, consecration of an image of Parvati by the 
minister Stlrya or Surana. [The temple is famous for its architec- 
tural beauty, its sanctity and its huge lingam.] 

20 . 461 of 1893. ■’■—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 1 of Mr. Sewell’s 
three local inscriptions.) On another pillar in the same man- 
tapa. Records in S. 1356, Ananda, a gift of land by the queen 
of Verna Reddi, son of Allada of Rajahmundry. [Bhimavaram is 
called Skandarama and its temple Chalukya Bhlmeivara, which

third Pithapuram pillar inscription, by the E. Chalukyan Chalukya-

21 . 462 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
lower verandah of the same temple. Records in S. 1344, 
Subhakrit, the construction of a mantapa by the minister SQrya 
or SQrana. 

22 . 463 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s 
local list) On a pillar near the same verandah. Records in 
S. 1416, Ananda, the digging of a channel from the river Yela 
by Yerama-Nayaka. 

23 . 464 of 1893. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On a pillar in 
the upper verandah of the same temple. Records in S. 1346, KrO- 
dhin, the construction of a manfapa by the minister SOrajna or 
Sarya. 

24 . 4650/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar of the VTrabhadra 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1366, Raktakshi, the 
consecration of an image of Siva by the minister Pegada. 

25 . 466 of 1893. — (Tamil language and in Telugu charac- 
ters.) On the south wall of the same temple. A record of the Chola 
king, Rajendra-ChcladSva (I). An incomplete, usual historical 
introduction. 

26 . 467 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record mentioning AllZlda, son of Doddaya. See 
No. 14 above. 

27 . 468 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the Bhairava shrine in the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (VII or 
Kulottunga I?) in his forty-second year. 

28 . 469 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a mantapa in the 
garden of the same temple, A record of the Western Chajukya 
king Tribhuvanamallndeva (VikramSditya VI). (Date doubtful.) 

29 . 470 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the same mantapa. 
A* record in 1009. referring to a Mah 5 mandalS&vara of the 
NagavamSa. (An incomplete record.) 

30 . 471 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a buried stone near the 
same temple. A record in very archaic characters. Mentions a 
certain Kedarara&i Pandita. [Evidently different from Kedara- 
bhatta, the author of the VrittaratnSkara. See Hultzsch’s Rep., 
Sans. MSS., Ill, No. 1775 and II, No. 847.] 

31 . 472 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in 
front of the Narayanasvamin temple. Mentions Vishnuvardhana 
Maharaja and the RajanarSyapa-Virjpagara temple, founded 
by a certain Mandaya in the time of Rajanarayana KulOttuhga I. 
[See S.I.I., Vol. I, p. 59, verse 12.] 
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33 . 473 of 1893— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar 
iii the same mantapa. Records in the reign of the Chalukya- 
Choia king Vishnuvardhana Maharaja (KulOttunga I) in his forty- 
fifth year and L 10 37, the gift of a lamp by Madhava, minister of 
Parantaka, to the temple of Narayana, founded by the Vai&ya 
Mandaya. See Ep. hid., Vol. VI, pp. 2I9"20. 

33.474 of 1893 —(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Narendra, son of Vijayaditya of Vengi, son of Malla, in S, 1098, 
describing the gift of two lamps to RajanSrayapa. [Dr. Hultzsch 
believes that Narendra was the son of Vijayaditya III and brother 
of Mallappa IIL See the genealogy of the Beta Vijayaditya branch.] 

34 . 475 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records 
in ChElukya-Vikrama year 46, Plava, a gift of land to the Raja- 
narayana-Vinnagara temple. 

35 . 476 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (KulOttunga I) 
in his thirty-seventh year and S. 1019, regarding the gift of two 
lamps by a minister of Tribhuvanamalladeva. See No. 32 above. 

36 . 477 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
containing a prasasti of a certain Mallachari. 

37 . 478 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his thirtieth 
year. 

38 . 479 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records in the tenth year Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja 
and S. IT03, a gift by the daughter of a Nayaka. [This Vishpu- 
vardhajia came to the throne in A.D. 1 173. It is difficult to say 
who he was.] 

39 . 480 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
the Western Chalukya king Bhulokamalladeva (i.e., Someivara 
HI) in Chalukya-Vikrama year 9 (for 59?), Rakshasa, concerning 
a gift by the Dandanayaka Lakshmarasa. 

40.481 0/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Vira-Choda. (Date doubtful.) See No. 48-A below. 

41 . 482 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. Records a 
number of different dates without the corresponding £aka years. 

42 . 483 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. [A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in £. 1145 (A.D. 
1223). The chief has not been identified.] See No. I03. 

43 . 484 of 1893. (Sanskrit.) On another pillar in the same 
mapfapa. A record giving a genealogy of the Chalukya from 
Taila to Tribhuvanamalla (Vikramaditya VI). (An ‘incomplete 
record.) 
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44,4850/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
the ninth year of Vishpuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a lamp by 
the granddaughter of a Nayaka. 

45 . 486 of l893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
manfapa. A record of Vi s h n u v a r d h a n a - M a h a ra j a alias Mallapa- 
d5va in his third year and S. IO99, [See No. 38 where the same 
chief is referred to. Was he a prince of the Beta Vijayaditya line l] 

46 . 487 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the south enclosure of the 
same temple. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana- 
Maharaja, S. 1098, the gift of a lamp by Mallapadeva. [See Nos. 
38 and 48.] 

47 . 4880/ 1893. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in the 
thirteenth year of Rajaraja, the gift of a lamp. 

48 . 489 of 1893 . — (Sanskrit.) In the same place. An incom- 
plete record mentioning Mallapadeva, son of Vijayaditya. [Was 
he Mallappa 111 of the Beta Vijayaditya line? 1 124.} 

Chrtlur . 

48 -A. AC.P. grant of Vishnuvardhana Vrrachoda (now in the 
Madras Museum), An abstract of this has been published by Sir 
W. Elliot in his Coins of S. Ind,, pp. 88 and 150, and in Ep. Rep., July 
1888, p. 2. It is a very important inscription as it throws light on 
the connexion between the E. Cha{ukyas and the Chd[as. 
Records that VTrachOda, the son of Kulottunga I (1070 “1118) and 
Viceroy of Vehgi, issued an order to the inhabitants of the Gud- 
divadu vishaya that he gave a village (name indistinct) to the 
Vishnu temple at ChellQr, founded by his Brahman Sgnapati 
Medamarya, or Gunda ratnabhQshapa in his twenty-first year. 
Among the executors were the five pradhanis (Ptwcftfl pradfulnis). 
The plates have been edited in S.U., I, No. 39, pp. 49 — 62, and in 
Ind. Antq., Vol. XIX, pp. 423-36, by Dr. Fleet, The latter fixes from 
the details of the date given that Thursday, 23rd August A.D. 
1078, was intended. See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573-1 

48 -B. The ChellQr plates of the E. Cha[ukya Kuiottunga II (now 
in the British Museum). Records a grant by his Dandadhinatha 
Ka$a or Kolani Katama Nayaka (i.e., Kafuma Nayaka of Kolanu) In 
S. 1056 (1065 ?) ardra, pflrvapaksha, etc. See Ind. Antq., XIV, p. 56, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 574, where it is shown that the 
date regularly corresponds to 24th March A.D. II43. See also Ep. 
Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 9 — 107. See No. 109 below. 

Sarpd taram. 

This place was in Proiunandu, a subdivision of Gangaikog- 
dacholavajanadu. In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives twenty- 
five inscriptions in this place. Of these Nos. 3 and 17 seem to be 
the same as Nos. 50 and 49 below. The others are not either 
identifiable or copied. The other inscriptions of Mr, Sewell are 
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not included in this list because it is impossible to say how many 
< 5 f the “ undated ” and “ private ” grants of his are the same as 
those of the following list. For an account of the place see 
Godavari Gazetteer , pp. 214-5 and Mack. MSS., No. 686 (No. 8, C.M. 
690), section L 

49 . 452 0/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone behind the Bhavana- 
rayana temple. A record of GoggayadSva in S. 1321. [The temple 
is called Vlrachefda-vinnahar and was evidently founded by him.] 

50 . 453 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) At the entrance to 
the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Verna Reddi, son of 
Kafama Reddi, in £. 1336, Jaya. [This chief was the founder of 
the Rajahmundry Reddi line. He was the author of a learned 
commentary on the dramas of Kalidasa. See Gd. 17.] 

51 . 454 of 1893. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the mantfapa in front 
of the same temple. A Tamil record of Kulottunga-Choladeva (I) 
in his forty-sixth year. 

52 . 455 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
Vishnuvardhana Maharaja in his ninth year and £. 1123. [Was 
he identical with Vishnuvardhana IV of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

53 . 456 of 1893. — On another pillar in the same manfapa. 
Records in the twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, 
the gift of a lamp by Minavanmahadevi. See No. 52. 

5 4 . 457 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by ChOdamahadSvi. See No. 52. 

55 . 458(9/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen of Vlra-ChodadSva. See No. 52. 

56 . 4590/ 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen. See No. 52. 

57 . A C.P. mentioned by Mr. Sewell. It is^said to be in the 
temple and record a grant of lands to if by a private person in

Mr. Sewell gives twenty inscriptions in this place of which 
Nos. 7, 15 and 17 are evidently the same as 60, 59 and 58 of the list 
below. The remaining inscriptions are yet to be copied and have 
been however included here under Nos. 62-A — Q. 

58 . 494 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance of th< 
Jaringararaya temple. A record of KapilS^vara in Bahudhany; 
showing that that a minister of his was governing RajamahSndra 
vara (Rajahmundf/).

59 . 495 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Mukha-Mantapa 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of Pratapa-Vatsaraya- 
Ayyapadeva-Maharaja. Records in S. 1364, Dundubhi, a gift of 
land. 

60 . 496 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthana- 
Mantapa of the same temple. Records in S. 1330, Sarvadharin, a 
§ift by a relation of Verna Reddi, son of Kafama Reddi, to the 
Sringararaya temple at Komaragiripura (i.e., Tirupati). See Nos. 50 
and 1 7 above. 

61 . 497 of 1893.— (Sobhakrit in Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same maptapa.

Pithapuram Division. 

Pithapuram. 

That Pithapuram is a very ancient place is proved by the fact 
that it is mentioned in Samudragupta's inscription at Allahabad 
and that it was captured by the W. Chalukyan SatyaSraya, the 
elder brother of Kubja Vishnuvardhana in A.D. 584. Ind. Antq., 
Vol. V, p. 67. Mr. Sewell refers to three inscriptions and these are 
identical with 63, 64 and 65. See also Local Records, Vol. II and 
Vol. XIX and Godtlvari Gazetteer , pp. 233—9. 

63 . 490 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
Kuntimidhava temple. Records in the reign of Velanandu 
Prithivl&vara grant of a village in the district of Prolunandu In 
§>. 1108 by his mother Jayambika. The inscription traces the 
genealogy from the mythical Indrasena and the first historic figure 
Malla I to PrithivT&vara, the twelfth of the line and the present 
donor. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 32 — 54 and Kielhom’s Southern 
List , No. 582. 

64 . 491 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Kopa (Haihaya) kings MallidCva and Manma 
Satya II in §. 1117 describing the grant of Odiyfiru (near Draksha- 
rama) to the Pithapuram temple. {Gives a genealogy of the 
Eastern Chalukyas and of the Kona chiefs who profess to be the 
descendants of Kartavlrya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 83—97 and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 583.] 

65 . 492 of 3893. — (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Eastern Chalukya feudatory king Mallappa IH in 
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S. 1124. [Gives the genealogy of the Eastern Chalukyas down to 
VikramachOda TySgasamudra and then the genealogy of the Beta- 
Vijayaditya branch descended from the seventeenth of the line (i.e., 
Vijayagaditya V) up to Mallappa III, the son of Vijayaditya HI, 
whose coronation was on January 11, A.D. 1158. The object of the 
record is the grant of the village of Guc.livada in the district of 
Prolunadu to the temple. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 226—42, and 
Southern List, Nos. 575-6. Kielhorn fixes the date on Sunday, the 
1 6th June, A.D. 1202.] 

66. 493 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Reddi king, VOma-Reddi, son of Katama Reddi in 
S. 1313, Prajapati, regarding the building of an enclosure of the 
temple. The record gives the genealogy of the Rajahmundry 
Reddis as in Gd. 17. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription 
(S. 1313, Prajapati, Makar asahkr anti) to be Thursday, the 2Qth 
December, A.D. 1391. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 328 29 and 
Kielhorn’s -Southern List, No. 595. Also Nos. 50 and 17 above. 

67 . The Donepundi grant of Pithapuri Namaya Nayaka. 
(Sanskrit and Telugu.) Records a grant on Sunday, full moon, of 
Bhadrapada in S. 1259, by Samanta Namaya Nayaka of Pithapuri 
(Pithapuram). The object of the grant was DOneptlijdi, called 
after his father Prolora, as an agrahara, with the eight enjoyments 
and powers, to one Ganapati of the Bharadvaja Gotra. [The date 
is irregular. Sunday, the 30th August, A.D. 1338, is the probable 
date but, says Kielhorn, the Saka date should be 1260. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IV, pp. 356—360, and Ibid., Vol. V, pp. 265 — 66, for Kielhorn's 
note on the alphabet of the grant. See also Southern List, No. 60I.J 

68. The Pithapuram plates of Vlrachoda (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of Vlrachoda, the son of KulOttunga Chola I, 
who ruled at Jananathanagari (which has been identified with 
Rajahmundry) and who was, for some time, recalled by his 
father after his rule of five years (1078 — 83). The object of the 
grant was the village of Virachodachaturvedimangalam, in the 
twenty-third year of the king’s reign. [Mr. H. Krishna Sastri who 
edits the inscription in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 70--96, compares 
this with Gd. 48-B of the same ruler. See also Ep. Rep., 1890, 
October, p. 2 ; Burnell’s S. Ind. Palce., second edition, Plate XXIX 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573. VTrachoda’s vassal Vedura 
His referred to in the Velanandu and Kona genealogies.]

Mri Sewell mentions two inscriptions in this place, which are 
identical with 70 and 69. In the latter, however, he gives the wrong 
date of S. I 37 I- The local temple is said to have been built by a

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231 and XIX, 75 f. and Gdddvari Gazetteer, pp. 242-3, where the 
inscriptions given by Mackenzie are summarized. 

69 . 43 of 1912. — (6rTmukha in Telugu./ On a pillar set up in 
front of the Rarigarajasvamin temple. Records in &. 1375, the 
gift of lands at KodukulGru and other villages, to the temple of 
Srtrangaraja, by two merchants who had constructed (or repaired) 
certain portions of it. 

70 . 44 of 1912. — (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On a pillar set up in 
the courtyard of the Lakshmi-Narasimhasvamin temple on the hill, 
in the same village. Records in S. 1275, a genealogical account of 
a certain Mummadi-Nsyaka, ruler of Kbrukonda, subduer of the 
kingdoms of Panara, Kona, etc., and refers to the foundation of the 
temple of Nrisimha by a courtesan (da si). [Tradition is that his 
teacher Parfl&ara Bhaffa incarnated as the God at his death. See 
Ep. Rep., 1912, p. 87, for [details. This is confirmed by CP. 21 of 
1906 at Srlrahgam. The inscription is thus of great interest in the 
history of SrTvaishnavism. See No. 71-A below.) 

71 . 45 of 1912. — (Prabhnva in Telugu.) On a slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1370, a gift by a certain LakkhnsSni 
of Rajamahendravaram, to the temple of Narasimha on the 
Para&ara-giri. (A damaged record.) 

71 -A. CP. 2 of 1912-13 or AkkalapQijdi grant of Singaya 
Nayaka, dated in S. 1290, Srilvapa, solar eclipse. It is a grant 
which belongs to the time of Mummudi Nayaka (referred to in 70 
above).

Records a gift to a liriga 
called MahadevS&vara (after the king’s father). 

73 . 5070/1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) ; At the cast entrance 
of the Gopalasvamin temple. Records in S. 1742, that a certain 
VerikatarSya performed the tularohana ceremony at RajamahOn- 
drapattana and constructed three shrines of Vepugopala, Nrisimha, 
and Verikate6vara. 

74 . 36 of 1912. — (Telugu.) On a pillar lying near the godown 
in the Municipal Museum. Records in the time of the VelanSdu 
king, Gokaraja of Verigi, lord of the Shadsahasra country (Gu^fQr 
district) in S. 1102, a gift of 30 buffalo cows for a lamp to the temple 
of Vrrabhadre&vara-Mahsdsva. [This Gokaraja, says Mr. Krishna 
Sastri, was either identical with PrithviSvara of the Pith&puram in- 
scription or a feudatory of his ruling the 16,000 country of GuntGr.J 

75 . 37 of 1912. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
£. 1117, a gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by a certain 
Teliki merchant of Penugonda- 

76.380/1912. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. Records in 
£. 1065, a gift by a certain RSyanripa, to the temple of Vlrabha- 
dre&vara at Pattlsa. 

77 . 39 of 1912.—' (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
Records in S. 1065, a gift of lamp to the same temple. 

78 . 40 of 1912. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
&. 1071, the gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by 
Dattanapeggada-SOmana, minister of Nftrayanadgva, who was 
the son of the Mahamandallka Boddana. The inscription also re- 
gisters gifts of lamps made by the same chief to different temples 
in the Telugu country, comprising the Godavari, Kistna and 
GuntGr districts. See Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, pp. 48 and 56. 
Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Boddana was probably a Mandalika 
subordinate to Kulotturigachoda Gorika III who, in his turn, was a 
subordinate of Kulotturigachoda II. 

79 . 41 of 1912— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (This is No. 8 in 
Mr. Sewell's local list.) On the same pillar. A record of the 
Eastern Chalukya king Sarvaloks&raya Vishnuvardhana-MahSraja 
in o. 1067 and twenty-fiist year, relating to a gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp by a certain Proli-ietti, son of Madi-ietti of Penurigonda, to the 
temple of Vxrabhadrg&vara-Mahadeva of Pattisapu-nSndu. {The 
king should have succeeded in A,D- 1123-4. Mr. Krishna Sastri 
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thinks that,, as his name is not found in the usual lists, he was pro- 
bably an ancestor of Mallappa III of the Pithapuram epigraph. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 229.] 

80 . 42 of 1912. — (Telugu.) On a granite stone in the house 
of the pQjarin of the Markandesvara temple, in the same village. 
A record in S. 1098, mentioning a Mahamandale&vara who was 
“ the elevator of the Chalukya-Rajya ” and recording a gift of 
land to the potter Kamana by the trustees (Sthanadhipathi) and the 
worshippers in the temple of Vlrabhadre&vara Mahadeva- [The 
chief seems to be Velananti PrithvTsvara, one of whose ancestors, 
Gohka II, boasted of being the supporter of the Chalukyan dynasty. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 38.] 

81 . C.P. 8 0/1912-13. — A record of a local chief ChOda Anna- 
deva, recording the gift of the village of UttamaganduchOdanna- 
dSvavaram in Vi&arinandu on the banks of the Ganga river at a 
spot called Pinnanisahga to Brahmans. [The plates disclose a line 
of local chiefs about whom no other records are available and who, 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, evidently flourished after the Reddi kings 
of Rajahmundry. See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1912, p. 86, for details.] 

82 . On the door of the local mosque. (Persian.) Records that 
it was erected by Sharif Salar Ulvi in the reign of Emperor Maho- 
med Toglak and in the time of Huinayun Gajjar on the 20th day 
of Ramzan, H. 724, i.e., A.D. 1324 {Antiquities, I, p. 22). [Sec also 
Goddvari Gazr., p. 244.] 

83 . In the MarkandCya temple. Records that the wife of 
Kafaya VSma^Reddi, minister of Kurmlragiri, son of Anaptfta 
Reddi, made a grant to the temple. [Ibid., p. 22.] Kumaragiri 
Verna ruled from 1381 to 1395. Sec Gd. 1 7 above. 

84 . An inscribed slab unearthed at the District Jail. A grant by 
a private person in S. 1350 and erection of a Kalyana-mantnpam. 

84 - A. In a slab in the Judge’s residence. A grant by Gana- 
patidSva to a temple in S. 1170 (A.D. 1248). [The donor evidently 
was the Kakatlya king of that name.} 

85 - A — G. On stone fixed in front of the District Jail. Eight 

inscrptions, dated S. 1115, 1100, 1100 (one undated), IC60, 1050, 

1112 and 1067, ail recording private grants. [Ibid., p. 22. The 
last of these belonged to the twenty-first year of a Vishpuvar- 
dhana,]

The place has been so called because it was, according to the 
local tradition, the Dakshatapovana or Dakshavatika. It was in 
the Gutidivadinapdu, a subdivision of Gangaikondacholava|anadu, 
of which Prolunanidu was a subdivision. The Pithapuram inscrip- 
tions refer to the local temple. Mr. Sewell gives 216 inscriptions 
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based on Elliott's collection in this place but he himself acknowl* 
fedges that they are inaccurate. The department has copied 271 
inscriptions. Mackenzie’s collections are reproduced in Local 
Records , Vol. II, 27 f. See also Godavari Gazr., pp. 250 — 2. 

86. 181 of 1893* — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On one of eight 
slabs lying in the storehouse of the Bhlme&vara temple.

Records 
the gift of a lamp to BhlmSsvara by Padm2.vati, wife of RajOndra, 
minister of Rajarajadeva (II, son of KulOttunga I) and Viceroy of 
Verigi from 1077 to 1078.

1352, Sadharapa, which, according to 
Prof. Kielhom, corresponded to Sunday, 14th January A.D. 1431. 
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The object of the grant was the village of Gumpini or Allada 
Reddi Doddavaram (near Devarapalli, Pali vela, etc.). Mr. G. V. 
RamamQrti edits the plates in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 53 — 70. He 
compares the genealogy of the Rajahmundry Reddis as given here 
with those of the Kasikhandam and Bhimakhandam of Poet Silnatha 
who was the contemporary of the last three Reddis. He also 
compares it with that of the Tottaramudi plates. The epigraph is 
thus of interest in throwing light on the history of an interesting 
line of chiefs whose services to literature were very great.

The details of the 
date (Thursday, the fullmoon tithi of JyCshta, in the nakshatra 
JySshfa, simhalagna), says Dr. Hultzsch, correspond to 22nd May, 
A.D. 1084. The grant confirms certain honorary privileges to the 
descendants of the Teliki family, who were divided into 1,000 
families (10 of which are mentioned by name) and who were the 
hereditary servants of the Eastern Chalukyan family. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VI, p. 334 ff. Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to the fact that the 
composer of the Teki plates was the same as Vidyabhafta, the 
composer of the ChellQr and Pifhapuram plates of Vlrachoda, 
the predecessor of Vikrama Chola as the Vengi Viceroy. The 
epigraph is of value for the light it throws on the different prince- 
viceroys of Vengi in the time of Kulotturiga I. See Madr.

Kondavidu. 

The celebrated capital of the Reddis who ruled from 1328 to 
1427 (when they were overthrown by the Muhammadans. For the 
Mackenzie collections of the local inscriptions see Loc. Rec., 
Vol. 23, pp. 281—441. See also Vols. 18, 49 and 57. I have not 
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had time to examine these in detail and compare them with the 
departmental list. 

208 . 242 of 1892. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar. A 
record of Nadindla Gopa, the governor of Klondavldu, in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king KrishnarSya in S. 1442, expired, Vikrama. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, pp. 230—39, where Dr. Luders edits it. The 
inscription has much in common with Nos. 144 and 148 above 
and grants, for the benefit of Sajuva Timma, ornaments, etc., to 
the Rama temple at Koajdavldu. The inscription is of fiscal interest 
as it enumerates- the taxes which were assigned to the temple for 
its expenses. These are said to be the mulavisas in all parts of 
Kondavldu country, where tolls were paid, viz., at vasanta garuvas, 
water-sheds, salt-beds, market-towns, roads to towns of pilgrimage, 
at the rate of half padikamu on every bag of certain articles, one 
padikamu on every bag of certain other articles, one damma on every 
bag of some goods, two dammas, three, four, six, etc., on still others. 
A double-bullock-load of women’s garments had to pay a chdvelcu 
Prof. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription to be Wednes- 
day, the 2nd May, A.D. 1 520. Gopa was the brother of Nadendla 
Appa and author of the Chandrika, a commentary on the Prabddha- 
chandrodayci. 

209 — 212 . 243 to 246 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On four pillars in 
the mosque. A record in S. 1337, expired, Manmatha. Records 
private grants to the temple of MailaradSva. [Mr. Sewell says 
that these were made in the reign of Komati Venka Reddi (1395 — 

1423).]

Dr. Hultzsch believes that on account of the close verbal resem- 
blance between this grant and the Pikira, Mangalore and Druvapalli 
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grants and its archaic character when compared with the later 
KQram and KaSakudi plates, the four kings mentioned here must 
have ruled in the interval between Simhavarman (II) and Simha- 
vishnu line.

The origin of this strange cult 
is obscure, but there are a number of epigraphs which show that it 
came to be in vogue in the time of the later Kakatlyas. See 
Karempudi, MachSrla and Gurizala inscriptions. None of these, 
however, show “ when and on what particular occasion these heroes 
of Palnad so gloriously distinguished themselves as to justify the 
existence even today of a number of &Gdras of their following who 
almost deify them.” 

Adigoppula. 

477 . 5870/ 1909. — On a slab fixed into the wall of the Anja- 
neya temple. (Telugu.) Records in S. 1532, Saumya, the building 
of the temple by a private person and a gift of land to it. 

478 . 588 0/1909. — On an image of Ganapati in the same temple- 
(Telugu.) A record in £. 1033, Khara. The image was caused 
to be made by Komara-Dochaya, son of Divakara Peggada, while 
he was ruling Adigoppula. 

479 . 5890/1909. — On a slab built into the wall of the Tripu- 
rantake£vara temple in the same village. (Telugu.) Mentions in 
£. 1607, Raktakshi, that the temple was built by Aiahkana-VLtanxia. 

Cherlag u di pddu . 

480 . 591 0 /J 9 O 9 - — (Telugu.) On a pillar by the road-side. 
Records in S. 1403, Plava, that a certain Minugu Malla-Nayinigaru 
/with a long list of titles) ratified grants to gods and Brahmans in 
Cherlagudipadu in Gurindala-sima. 

481 . 592 0/1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab built into the platform 
of the flagsta*ff, in the Vsnugqpalasvamin temple in the same 
village. A damaged record in S. 1526. Records the building of 
the platform and the setting up of the flagstaff. Mentions a certain 
China- Yallamaraju of the Atreya-gotra. 

482 . 593 0/1909. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Mentions in S. 1216, Jaya, the “ learned 
men ” of Gudipadu and two other individuals. 

483 . 594 0/1909.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a wall 
outside the same village. Records in £. 1457, Parthiva (wrong), 
the digging of the well in front of the temple of Kale&vara. 

Chintapalli. 

484 . 559 0/1909— (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Anjansya temple. A record in £. 1674, Prajotpatti. Refers to the 
building of the temple and to a gift of land. [Antiquities, p. 56.) 

485 . 560 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in front of 
the Dodda MallS&vara temple in the same village. Records in 
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§. 1224, 6obhakrit, that a certain Paindi Mararcddi erected the 
shrine of Mukte&vara in the temple of Doddamallinathadeva at 
Chintapalli, for the merit of his father Blra Muttireddi. [See 
Antiquities , p. 5 ^-] 

. 486 . 561 of 1909— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
the Kakatlya king Mahamandaie&vara Prataparudradeva Maha- 
raja (II) in S. 1226, Krodhi. Records gift of land to the same 
shrine by Machayanayaningaru for the merit of the king. [See 
Antiquities, p. 56 and No. 519 below for reference to Machayanaya- 
ningaru.] 

487 . 5620/1909. — (Tamil.) On a slab forming the wall of a 
small shrine in the courtyard of the same temple. A damaged 
record in S. 1163, Plava. Records gift of land to the MQlasthana 
Mallinathadeva temple at Chintapalli. 

488 . 563 of 1909.— (Telugu.) On a stone built into the trough 
which receives the sacred tlrtha of the same temple. Records in 
Angirasa that a certain Mantraya built (i.e., renovated ?) the temple 
of Dodda-Mallikarjuna. 

D&chepalle. 

Mr. Sewell gives a short though vague account of the local 
temples and antiquities of the place. He gives the following 
epigraphs. 

489 . (Place not given.) A record dated in §. 1117. 

490 . On a stone close to the Kalyana-maijtapam of “one of 
the temples.’’

492 . On another stone in the same temple. A record of S.

493 . Near the Vishnu temple in the hamlet of Gamalapatlu, 
on a stone bearing Naga figures. Records a private grant in S-

494 . Near a ruined temple. A record of S. 1241 in the reign 
of Prataparudra II. [Antiquities, I, p. 57.] 

Durgi.* 

495 . 568 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying in the Vank 5 &- 
varasvamin temple. Records in Plava gift of a watep-shed for the 
merit of Durga-Vlre&vara and Raja&ri Jagapatirayaningaru. 


* In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives eight definite inscriptions in this place. Of 
tfiese five are noted in the departmental list. The other three I have given under 
Nos. 502—4, 
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496 . 569 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a platform 
in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishna- 
rayadSva Ivfaharaya in S. 1440, Bahudhanya. Records gift of the 
village of Gundala in Duggi-palamu, in Nagarjunikonda-&Tma, by 
Pedaiingama-Nayaningaru, to the temples of Vlrs&vara and Van- 
keivara at Durgi. [This epigraph is also given in Antiquities, I, 
p. 57, No. 6.] 

497 . 570 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On another slab set up in the 
courtyard in the same temple. Records in S. 1219, Hgvilambi, 
gift of land to the temple of Vahke&vara at Dugya by Gongflla 
Pochi-Nayundu, while RudradSva, General of Prataparudra (II), 
was ruling the country. [See Antiquities , I, p. 57, No. 7.] See No. 
514 - 

498 . 5710/1909. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar set up 
in the same place. A record of the KakatTya king MahamapdaleS- 
vara Ganapa tide va-Mahara j a (1213 — 58), ruling from his capital 
Orumgallu in S. H73, VirCdhikrit. Records the building of the 
temple of Vanke£vara by Namadsva-Pandita and the gift to it, of 
the village of Neyyflru, by the king. [NamadSva was the minister 
of the celebrated Gandapendera Gahgaya Sahini, the Kayastha 
general of Ganapati, who was in charge of the country from 
Panungallu to Marajavadi. See also Antiquities, I, No. 8.] 

499 . 5720/1909. — (Telugu.) On slab set up in the Gflpala- 
svamin temple in the same village. Records in §. 1219, Hevi- 
lambi, gift of land by Gongflla Pflchi-Naindu to the temple of 
GflpinathadSva at Duggya, while RudradSva, Minister of Pratapa- 
rudra II (1295 — 1323) was ruling the country. [See Antiquities, I, 
p. 57 and No. 424 above.] 

500 . 573 0/1909.— (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
place. A record of the Kakatlya queen Rudra-Mahadevi, ruling 
from her capital Orumgallu in &. mi, §ukla. Records the con- 
secration of the temple of GflpinathadSva at the town of Dugya 
in Palli-nandu, by Karanamu Namaya and a gift of land to it. 
Rudramma has been called Ganapati Dsva's Pattoddhati , i.e., 
"one who was elevated to the crown.” The inscription also 
mentions Gandaperanda JannigadSva, the minister of Rudramma, 
who, like his predecessor Gahgaya Sahini, ruled the region from 
Panungal to Marajavadi. Antiquities, I, 57. See No. 520. 

501 . 574 0 /I 9 O 9 - — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in front of the 
OtiguIJu near Bugga, I Yz miles north of the same village. A 
record of theKakatrya king MahamandalS^vara PrataparudradSva- 
Maharaja II (T295 — 1323), ruling from his capital Orumgallu in 
6. 1241, Siddharthin. Records gift of lands to the temples of 
Rudrsivara and CholS^vara at DaravSmtfla by Devara-Nayinin- 
garu. 

502 . On a pillar in the temple of Vahke&varasvami.- Records 
in 1180, grant in the reign of Kakatlya Ganapati and the 
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governorship of Jannigadeva. Antiquities, p. 57 * No. 5. See Nos. 
500 and 520. 

503 . On another pillar of the same temple. Records in §. 
1177, in the reign of PratSparudra II, that his minister MachirSja 
granted for temple purposes the taxes of a village. Bid., No. 5. 
See No. 486 above. 

504 . On a stone outside the mukhamaptapam of the 
same temple. “ A long and valuable inscription giving a genea- 
logy of the Ganapatis from Prolaraja, father of Prataparudra I, 
and apparently evidencing the building of the temple by the 
governor Gangayya. But my copy is defective.” Bid., No. 9. See 
No. 498 above. 

Goli. 

505 . On a pillar near the HanQman temple. A record dated 
in S. 1547- Antiquities, p. 57. 

506 . Near the above. A record dated in S. 1577* Bid. 

Gundlapndu. 

507 . On a stone west of the village neaT the temple of loiva- 
Ke&ava. Said to date from A.D. 1175 or 1115. Ibid., p. 58. 

508 . On a slab east of the Siva and Vishnu temples. A private 
grant to the temple in 6. 1243, Durmati. Ibid. 

GurisSla. 

This place was the capital of the king who figures in the story 
of the Palnad heroes (see Antiquities, Appendix A). Mr. Sewell 
mentions the existence of an epigraph of Rajarflja Narfindra 
in Vlrabhadra temple, but as he himself says, it is doubtful. 

509 . 596 of 1909. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Nfigapillar 
(which invokes the presence of the 8 Nagas). In the Vlra- 
bhadre&vara temple. A record of the Western Chajukya king 
Bhalbkamalla (SOms£vara III, 1126—38) in &. 1051, Saumya. 
Mentions Madhavi-pattana and records a gift of land by'a Haihaya 
feudatory chief named Beta Birudankarudra to a temple of the 
Hindu trinity, founded at Madhavlpaftana ( Gurindastkala or 
Gurizala) by a Brahman of KamanQru who had studied the pada- 
patha of the Rig Veda. For similar Ndga pillar see MachSria. 
[Soms&vara known, on account of his erudition, as Sarvagria was 
the suzerain of Hoysala Vishnuvardhana.] 

510 . 597 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the plat- 
form of the flagstaff, in the courtyard of the same temple. A 
record in S. 1430, Vibhava. Srlnatharaju Ramayadeva-Maharaja 
ratified grants to gods and Brahman as in the Gurindala-ilma, 
[Referred to in Antiquities, I, 58.] 
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511 . 598 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On three virakals in front of the 
Gurizalamma temple, Yz mile 'south of the same village. A 
damaged record.

512 ^ 546 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front 
of the Anjangya temple. Records in S>. 1699, Hevilambi, the 
reconsecration of the Anjaneya temple at Juwulakallu in Bellam- 
konda-ilma during the rule of Mallaraju Gundarayaningaru and a 
gift of land to it for offerings. Another slab in the same place 
records that twelve years later the temples of Gopalasvamin and 
BhlmS^vara at Juwulakallu were repaired and reconsecrated. 

513 . 547 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
BhlmalingS&varasvamin temple in the same village^ Records in 
S. 1635, Nandana, gift of land by a certain AmbarSju to the temple 
of Malasthanam Bhimanatha&vamin at Julakallu. 

514 . 548 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Kakatlya king Mahamandale6vara 
Kumara-Rudradeva Maharaja (Prataparudra IT, 1291 — 1323) in 
S. 1213, Khara. Records gift of land by the general Somayalula 
RudradSva to the temple of Mulasthanam-Bhimanathadeva at 
Juwulakallu. For reference to General Rudra Deva see Nos. 497, 
499 and 424 above.

515 . North of the path leading to Macharla. A gift of lands 
by a private person in S. 1549. A?itiquities, p. 58.

Karempudi. 


This place figures largely in the chronicle of the Palnad heroes. 
Even now it is the seat of a Brahman Guru y?ho presides over the 
Siidra community which professes the hero-cult and the epigraphs 
which follow, though not informing as to the origin of the cult, 
yet concern it. The place is also architecturally very interesting. 
See Fergusson’s Ind. and E. Arch., p. 274. Mr. Sewell mentions 
fourteen inscriptions here. Of these twelve alone are definite. Of 
these twelve, six are noted by the department also. The other six 
I have given under Nos. 529 to 534, 
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519. 549 of 1909.— (Telugu.) On a pillar of the ma$tapa in 
front of the Sdre^vara temple. A record of the KakatTya king 
Mahamandale&vara Prataparudradeva Maharaja (ID in S. 1225, 
Sobhakrit.’ Records that a servant of Maiichaya-Nayaningaru (a 
prominent officer of Prataparudra II) repaired the temples of 
£ure&varadeva and Ke&ava-Perumal at KarempQpdi for the merit 
of his master who bore the title Immadi-Nis&ankavlra, Machaya 
was evidently connected with Guncla Nflyaka referred to in 
Vappicherla inscriptions, and ruled till S. 1233 (A.D. 1311). See 
also No. 48b. 

520. 5500/1909. — (Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A / record of JannigadCva-Muharaja (Rudramma’s 
minister) in S. 1186, Raktakshi. Records gift of land to the 
temple of £ore£varadeva by the king’s subordinate G apt la pen da ra 
Meidgvarsja. Also records the building of the gopura and the 
prakara wall by a private individual. See No. 5 00 above. [The 
KakatTya feudatories Gahgaya and Janniga had a territory which 
extended from Parigal (Nalgondo district, Hyderabad) to Marjavnda 
or Kaivara in the Chintamapi taluk of Kolar district, and which 
thus comprised the large area covered by Cuddapah, Kurnool, 
Bellary, Anantapur, Nellore and GuntQr districts. See also Anti- 
quities, I, 59, No. II.] See No. 500 above. 

521. 551 of 1909.— (Telugu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A record of the KakatTya king Mahamandale&vara 
Prataparudradeva-MaharSja (II) in_ S. 1239, Anala. Records gift 
of land to the same temple by Alavaftam Peddaya. [See also 
Antiquities , I, p. 59, No. 12.] 

522. 552 of 1909— (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the court* 
yard of the Arikalamma temple in the same village. A record of 
the Vslanapdu king Mahamandale&vara Kulflttunga-Choda- 
Gorikaraja (II, 1133 — 57) in T076, Bhava. Records the building 
of the temple of SGre&vara by I6ana-Peggada, a minister (pradhani) 
of the king, at KarempQndi and a grant to it of 50 goats for a lamp, 
i^anaiakti and Kalyapa&akti are mentioned as the sthdnapntis of 
the temple. [See Antiquities, I, p. 57, No. 9.] See No. 564 below. 

523. 553 of 1909— (Telugu.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A mutilated record of the Haihaya king in 

1086, Tarana, the king’s name in which is last. Mentions the 
goddess Vindhyavasi and the sthanapati Kalyapa&akti, referred to 
in No. 552. 

524. 554 of 1909.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the court- 
yard of the Chennakeiavasvamin temple in the same village. 
Records in S. I547> Raktakshin, that the temple of Chcnnake&tva- 
svamin which was formerly built by the heroes fvirulavtlru ) in 
the town'of Karempttndi alias Uddandavlra-Tirupati in VilSyati- 
kaspba ? had become dilapidated and the image of the god 
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mutilated. A servant of Adsumballi Ramanayaningarurenovated 
the temple and the imagesj together with those of the Alvars and 
made grants of land for offerings. [The inscription is given 
in Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities , I, p. 59, local list No. 8, but the date 
as 1549 -] 

5 2 5 . 555 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a beam of the tower called 
Nayudu-manfapa in the middle of the same village. Records 
in S. 1367, Raktakshi, the erection of the tower (meda) by Jlva- 
raksha Timana, son of Macherla Chennudu at the spot where 
Chllama Nayudu, planted his spear. PinamallidSvaraju, Chilama 
Nayudu, Jlvaraksha Timana, PedamallidSvaraju, Vobineni and his 
wife, his brother MachSrla Timaija and the latter’s son, are all 
figured on the beam, some holding spears and others standing 
in a worshipping posture. [“ These chiefs may have been later 
members of the family to which Brahma Nayudu and his colleagues 
mentioned in Mr. Sewell’s Chronicle of the heroes belonged.” See 
also Antiquities , , local list, No. 7-1 

526 . 556 of 1909. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up in 
the courtyard of the “ temple of Heroes ” ( virulagudi) t in the same 
village. Records in 1318, Yuva, a decision of the Sri-Vaishnava 
teacher Nallan GOvindachakravarti Ayyangaru, regarding certain 
sectarian rights and privileges bestowed on Badagulavaru of Pali- 
nadu. [The Badagulavaru represented themselves as natives of 
Pali-nadu and secured from the Acharya the right to observe the 
kuhkuma-vasanta like other classes, and on the protest of the 
natives of Pali-nadu, the teacher inquired into the dispute, withdrew 
the privileges granted on the ground that it was an innovation, and 
communicated the fact to the Srt-Vaishnavas of the eighteen 
countries. The Government Epigraphist suggests that the 
Badagalavd.ru were probably northerners, who immigrated in the 
time of the Kakatlya Viceroys, to the dislike of the orthodox 
Vaishnavas of Palnad.] 

527 . 557 ofigoq. — (Telugu.) On a pillar of the same temple. 
Mentions in S. 1346, Krodhin, Anungumaijdals&vara, the lord of 
Ayodhya, and appears to record that a merchant built the temple 
for Virakoti and set up the garudastambha. 

528 . 558 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the field 
adjoining the same temple. Records in §. 1237, Ananda, that the 
slab was set up by a merchant for the merit of his teacher who 
was an Aradhya: 

529 . On a stone fixed south of the mantapam of the temple of 
the Heroes. Records the erection of a pillar in 6. 1536 (A.D. 1614) 
by a private person. Antiquities, p. 59. 

530 . On a stone east of a small mantapam behind the 
dvajastambha of the temple. A record in £. 1246 (A.D. 1324).

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531 . On a pillar of the mukhamantapam of the same temple. 
Records the erection of the said mantapam in S. 1255 (A.D. 1333 )-

and others. Ibid. 

533 . On a pillar of the north gate. Records a visit to the 
temple by the son of some Raja whose name is not decipherable, 
dated in Paridhavi. Ibid. 

534 . On a pillar of the mukhamantapam in SQre&varasvami 
temple. A record of Prataparudra II in S. 1227. Ibid.

535 . Near a local well. Records a grant in £. 1564. Ibid. 

Macke ela. 

This is the capital city of the Palnad heroes. Besides the 
departmental list of epigraphs in this, I have given two more stone 
inscriptions and one C.P. which have been taken from Mr. Sewell's 
Antiquities. 

536 . 575 0/1909. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Naga-pillar 
in the courtyard of the Chennakesavasvamin temple. A record 
of the chief Beta, son of Vlrakama, the second of the four sons of 
ChSgi Beta of the lunar race of Kartavlryarjuna, in S. 1033, Khara. 
Records a gift of land to the temple of AdityCSvara built at the 
capital town Mahadevi-tataka, by a certain Aditya. {These were 
probably feudatories of the Western Chalukyas. From the fact 
that the engravers of the record are Kanarese and the record of their 
names in the inscription in Kanarese, the Government Epigraphist 
surmises that they show the Western Chajukya influence in this 
part of the country. The inscription is very interesting for the 
architectural technique it gives. See Ep. Rep., 1910, pp. 117-8, for 
details.] 

537 . 576 of 1909.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A damaged record in S. 1035, Vijaya. Records the setting up of 
the Naga-pillar by Aditya. 

538 . 577 of 1909.— (Telugu.) On a pillar of the mai?t»pa in 
front of the same temple. Records in §. 1443, Vrisha, gift of the 
pillar by a certain GOvindaraju Mahapatra. 

539 . 5780/1909- (Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. Records in S. 1351, Saumya, repairs made to the 
manfapa in front of the Chennaks&ava-Peruma| temple at Maha- 
devichSrla. 

540 . 579 0/I9O9-— (Telugu.) On the third pillar of the same 
maptapa. Records in S. 1541, Siddharthin, gift of land for a lamp. 
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541 . _ 58 o of 1909. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. I 3 I 9 > I&vara, repairs made to the central shrine (garbhagriha) of 
the temple of ChennakS&avadSva at MahadevichSrla by a certain 
PsrQri Muktiraju. 

542 . 581 0/1909. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
manfapa. Records in S. 1450, Sarvadhari, gift of land. 

543 . 582 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records in &. 133 6, Jaya, repairs made to the mantapa. 

544 . 583 0/1909. — (Telugu.) On the east face of the Garuda- 
stambha in front of the same temple. Records in §. 1566, Tarana, 
the setting up of the garudastambha by a certain Palutla Voban- 
namgaru. 

545 . 5840/1909. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up 
in the courtyard of the VlrabhadrS&vara temple in the same village. 
A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada- 
iivadevaraya-Maharaya in S. 1476, Ananda. Records gift of the 
village Lingapura to the temples of Vlre£vara and Ishtakame&vara 
at Macherla, by the queen of Komara Timma-Nayanirigaru of the 
RecharlagOtra and Velugoti family, represented today by the 
Zamindars of Venkatagiri. See Podili 27 of Nellore inscriptions 
which shows that this chief was the feudatory of &rlrangadeva 
(1578 — 86) in §. 1497. He is not mentioned in the genealogy 
published in Antiquities, II, pp. 240 — 3. 

546 . 585 0/1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Poleramma temple in the same village. A damaged record of the 
Kakatlya king Mahamandale^vara Pratkparudradeva-Maharaja (II) 
in S. 1235, Pramadi. Provides for offerings to the temple of Ga'ngJSl- 
Parame&vari. [Mr. Sewell notes this epigraph, but gives the wrong 
date of S. 1215.] 

547 . 586 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
ruined “ temple of heroes ” on the bank of the Chandravanka 
stream in the same village. A* record of the Kakatlya king Maha- 
mandalg&vara Prataparudradeva Maharaja (II) in §. 1237, Ananda. 
Records gift of land for the benefit of the heroes (Virapurshulu), 
while Devari-Nayinihgaru was ruling MahadSvichgrla. [This man 
was the feudatory of Prataparudra (IL) in the last years of his rule 
and the title “ Rescuer of the Kakatlya family ” he had shows that 
he perhaps took a prominent part in the repulsion of Mussalman 
invasions.) 

548 . On a stone near a stream called the “ Chandravanka.” 
Records the erection of a temple in S. 1710. Antiquities, p. 60, 
No. 6. 

549 . In a palmyra tope between Macherla and Mutukflru. A 
grant dated in £. 1171. Ibid . 

550 . In the possession of “ Vattem ” Sltaramayya. A C.P. 
dated &. 1549, apparently of local interest. Ibid.

On a- slab near the platform of 
the flagstaff, in front of the Channarayasvamin temple. Records 
in £. 1530, Plavariga, the building of the platform and the setting 
up of the pillar on it by a certain PotinSpdu, while he was ruling 
Miriyala. [In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell notes a pillar inscription 
dated in 6. 1570. Is this a mistake for the above ?] 

Morasampadu.

Ferguson’s Hist, Ind., E. Arch., pp. 270—8, and Buchanan, Vol. D, 
p. 254. The members of the local Jain dynasty called the 
Chautars even now receive pension, and have got a ruined palace.

On stones built into 
Jaina tombs at the same village. No details given. 

122. 5® of I9bl. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the court- 
yard of the Gauri temple at Prantya, a quarter of the same place. 
A damaged record in S. 1318, mentioning VTra-PaptjyadevaraSa. 

123. 51 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A damaged record of the Alupa king KulaiCkhara- 
Alupendra in Yuva. See the next epigraph. 

' 124. 52 of 1901 —(Kanarese.) On the third slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king KuIa&Ckhara 
AJupSndra in S. 1127, Krodhana, a gift of land. 

125. 53 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kula&ekhara 
Alupendra in Raktakshin a gift of land. 
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126 . 55 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In a field one. mile south-east 
from the travellers’ bungalow. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlra-Hariharaya (II) in S. 1312, &ukla, a gift of land 
to the Gurugalabasti at Bidire. Mentions Mangarasa-Odeya as 
governor of Mangalura-rajya.

1 27 . 54 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front 6f 
the SOmanatha temple._ A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnaraya in S. 1434, Angirasa, mentioning the minister Salva- 
Timmayya, Ratnappa-Odeya and the Chauta chief Tirumalaraya.

128 . 72 of 1901. — (Sanskrit.) On the right side of the colossal 
statue of Gummata on the hill. Records in S. 1525, Sobhakrit, the 
setting up of the image of Bhujabalin (i.e., GommateSvara) by 
Timmaraja of the family of Chamunda, at the instance of the 
family teacher Charuklrti of Belgola. [The inscription has been 
published by Rice in his Sravana Belgola inscriptions and by 
Dr. Hultzsch in Bp. Ind., Vol. VH, pp. 112-13. According to 
Prof. Kielhorn the date corresponds to Thursday, 1st March, 
A.D. 1604. Dr. Hultzsch points out that this inscription mentions 
Timma Raja’s mother (Queen Pandyaka) and uncle Rayakuvara 
(i.e., Rayakumara) and not his father, and that it can be inferred 
from this that the family practised the aliyasantana system. 
Charuklrti was, like Lalitaklrti, the Pontiff of Belgola and Muda- 
bidri, just as DgvSndraklrti was the Pontiff of Humcha. From a 
list in the Jaina Siddhanta bMskara I find no Charuklrti under this 
date, but one in A.D. 1207. See Nahar and Ghosh’s Epitome of 
Jainism , p. LXXII, in the appendix and lnd. Antq.,Yo\s. XX and XXL 
Chamundaraja was probably the great minister Chamundaraja 
who set up the colossal statue at Belgola.] 

129 . 73 of 1901. — (Kanarese verse.) On the left side of the 
same statue. Records in &. 1526, Sobhakrit, the same act. 
[See Ep. Ind., VII, pp. 112-13. The date is the same as in the 
previous inscription, but the current and not the expired year is 
given. See S. Kanara Manual, Vol. II, p. 259, for an account of the 
statue. 

130 . 74 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Akkanga[abasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Pandyakadevi alias VardhamSnakkagalu and 
MallidOvi, two queens of Vlra-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a Chaitya- 
laya of Chandranatha and granted land to it. See No. 128. - 

131 . 75 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Binnanabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Binnani, a queen of Vlra-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a 
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Chaityalaya of £antl£vara and granted land to it. fAn inaccurate 
translation of this is given in Ind. Antq., Vol. V, p. 38. ] 

132 , 76 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the floor of 
the Mahalihgeivara temple at the same village. A record in 
S. 8(90], Prabhava, in archaic characters. 

133 . 77 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the Nandi-pillar in front of 
the same temple. Records that a merchant set up the miinastambha , 
a big monolithic column set up in front of the bastis. From the 
fact that almost all of them are known as Scttdrabastis it is inferred 
that the Jain merchants constructed them. See Ind Antq Vol. V, 

pp. 38-9. 

134 , 78 oj 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to the 
east wall of the Tlrthankarabasti within the SantT&varabasti at 
the same village. Records in S. 1544, Durmati, the gift of land to 
the basti by Ramanatha ara&a, while MadhurakadQvi was ruling 
over the Punjalikgyarajya. [This is also mentioned in 2 and 9 in 
the list.] 

135 . 79 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the south- 
east corner of the mantapa in front of the SantT&vnrabasti. 
Records in S. 1459, Hfimalambin, the consecration of the 24 
Tlrthamkaras in the basti. See 5 . Kanara Manual Vol. II, p. 260. 

136 , 80 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the same mantapa. A record dated in X4XZ, 
Saumya, mentioning a chief of Puftjajiyarajya. [This is the 
earliest inscription in the Santi&varabasti.J 

Udipi Taluk. 

Barkur ( nine miles north of Udipi). 

This is the traditional capital of Tuluva, known fornterly as 
Barahakanyapura. Formerly a seaport, now an inland town, 
tradition represents it as one of the seats of Brahman governors, 
when Brahmans were introduced into Malabar, and later on as 
scene of a mosque erected by the royal convert CheramSn Pcruma], 
Epigraphy furnishes us with a list of the early Aitipa kings, the 
Hoysalas and then of the Vijayanagar rulers who had it as their 
provincial capital. Amongst the Aluva kings may be mentioned 
Kavi about A.D. 1150 (Nos. 189 and 194); Soyideva about 1315 
(No. 175)* For the Hoysala inscription see No. 4. The rest are 
Vijayanagara ones. 

137 . 119 <?/ 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the first slab setup close 
to the west wall of the SomS^vara temple at Modakfiri near the 
same place.. The Vijayanagara king Virapratapa-DevarSya ( 1 !) 
records in S. 1353, Sadharana, the settlement of dispute among 
certain merchants of BarakQru, while ChandarSsa-Odeya was 
ruling the Barakflra-Talu-r 5 jya. For a previous Vijayanagar 
feudatory in the time of Dsvaraya I see next epigraph ; for another 
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in the reign of Harihara II see No. 144 ; and for still another in the 
time of Bukka I, No. 148. 

138 . 120 c/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab setup in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king VTra-Devar3 ya- 
Odeya (i), dated in S. 1335, Nandana. Mentions SamkharadSva 
Odeya as governing the Barakura-rajya and a gift of paddy. See 
No. 161. 

139 . 121 c/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated in S. 1353, VirOdhikrit, making gift of 
paddy. Mentions Chandra-Odeya as governor of the BarakQra- 
Talu-rajya. See No. 137. 

140 . 122 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the seventh slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of Hoysala king Vira-Ballala 
(III) in S. 1258, Dhatri, gift of paddy. Mentions Vayichappa 
Dannayaka and the pradhani Ajjana-Sahani. [The record shows 
that the Alupas were overthrown by the Hoysalas in the Govern- 
ment of the district.] 

141 . 123 c/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eighth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Gajabetegara-Devaraya (II) in S>. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of paddy. 
(A damaged record.) 

142 . 124 c/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the ninth slab set up in 
the same place. A damaged record mentioning Gagana-6iva- 
charya who belonged to the spiritual lineage of Durvasas and an 
Alva king. [Durvasa is generally supposed to be the founder of 
the earliest of the Saivite mathas, called the Amartaka.] 

143 . 125 c/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the tenth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Mallikarjuna (1449 — 65), in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift 
of money. Mentions Sidappa-Dannayaka. The record shows 
that the Vijayanagar hold over the west was strong even in the 
weak reigns following DSva-Raya II. See also Nos. 148 and 
162. 

144 . 126 c/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eleventh slab set up in 
the same place. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara king Vira- 
Hariyappa-Odeya (II) recording in £. 1301, Kalayukta, gift of 
paddy. Mentions Bommarasa-Odeya as the governor of the 
BarakQrarajya. See No. 153 * 

145 . 127 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the twelfth slab set up in 
the same place. Records a gift in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in £. 1308, Kshaya. (Damaged.) 
See No. 151. 

146 . 128 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the thirteenth slab set up 
in the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Gaja- 
befekara-Devaraya II recording in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of gold 
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to a Brahxnaria. Mentions Lakhanna-DannSyaka. (Was this the 
same as the chief governor of the south, the Lord of the southern 
ocean and the brother of Madanna Nay aka ?) See No. 181. 

147 . 129 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the fourteenth slab set up 
in the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Bukapna-Odeya (I) in S. 1293, VirOdhikrit, gift of land. 
Mentions Goparasa-Odeya who was governing the BarakQra-rajya. 
See No. 150. 

148 . 130 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fifteenth slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-VirapSksha-Maharaya-Odeya (II, 1465 — 86), in S. 
1387, Vyaya, a gift of paddy. See No. 143. 

149 . 1310/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the outside 
close to the west wall of the same temple. Recortis in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Sadfl&ivaraya in S. 1507, 
Parthiva, gift of land. Mentions RamarSjanSyaka, grandson of 
Sadasivaraya Nayaka of Keladi. 

150 . 132/7/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the tank 
atMadakeri near the same temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanna-Otleya (I) in S, 1282, Sarvarin, 
the gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dajinflyaka who was govern- 
ing the Baraktira-rajya. Malleya was evidently a predecessor of 
Goparasa mentioned in No. 147. The inscription shows that the 
Vijaj'anagar arms reached South Kanara as early as A.D. 1360. 
See No. 157 below. 

151 . 133 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the house 
of Subbanna adigal in the same village. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlrapratapa-Harihara-MaharSya (II), dated in S. 1324, 
Chitrabhanu, mentioning Basavanna-Odeya who was governing 
the B 5 rakflra-rajya. (Damaged.) See No. 145 for another feu- 
datory of Harihara II. 

152 . 1340/1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab lying the same 
house. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vfrapratapa- 
Harihara-MaharSya (II) in §. 1324, Chitrabhanu, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Basavanpa-Odeya who was governing the BarakOra- 
rajya. See the previous epigraph.

On a viragal set up to the left 
of the same entrance. A fragment of record of the Alupa king 
Bankiy-Alupendra. See No. 83 above. 

156 . 138 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Param5&- 
varabhafta’s house in the same village. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya (I), in S. 1282, 
Jsarvarin, gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was 
governing the Baraktira-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

157 ’. 139 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of Padmanabhabhatta’s house in the same village. The Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya ( 1 ) records in £. 1281, Vikarin, 
gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing 
the Baraktira-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

158 . 140 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in SrTdhara- 
&astri’s house in the same village. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Sada^ivaraya in S. 1508, Sarvajit, 
gift of paddy. 

159 . 141 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Soma- 4 astri’s 
house in the same village. The Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanna- 
Odeya (I) records in S. 1287, Vtevavasu, gift of paddy. Mentions 
Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing the Baraktira-rajya. See 
No. 150 above. 

160 . 1420/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to Siva- 
rama-Karanika’s house in the same village. Records in S. 1470, 
Kllaka, a gift of land. 

. 161 . 143 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Gana- 
pati temple at ChaulikSre near the place. Dated in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king VTrapratapa-Devaraya (I). Records in S. 
1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy for feeding Brahmapas on the 
occasion of the anniversary ( samarddhana ) of Ananda-Sarasvati. 
Mentions Samkaradeva Odeya who was governing the Baraktira- 
rajya. Mentions also Amritendratirtha, - pupil of Ananda-Saras- 
vati, Amritaprajfia and Narayanagiri. See No. 138 for the same 
feudatory and No. 165 for the same teachers.

163 . 145 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same temple. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Immadi-Devaraya. Records in S. 1372, Sukla, gift of money, and 
mentions Rayarasa-Odeya, as the governor of Baraktira-rajya. 
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164 . 146 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Mallikarjuna in S. 1383, Vishu, a gift of land. 

165 . 147 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fifth slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (II) in S. 1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Ananda-Sarasvati and his pupils Amritaprajha and 
Narayanagiri. See No. 161. 

166 . 148 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the same, 
temple. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Vrrapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated S. 1353, Sadharana. Mentions Chapdarasa- 
Odeya as the governor of BarakQra-Tulu-rajya. See No. 137 ’ 

167 . 149 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the same 
temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Hari- 
hararaya (II) in S. 1 318, Yuva, gift of a coconut garden. 

168 . 150 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Krishijaraya. Records in S. I447, Tarana, a gift of 
land. Mentions Vithara&a-Odeya, son of Lnkshminarayana- 
Karhnlka, as governor of BSrakOrarajya. 

169 . 151 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Harihara-Maharaya (II). Records in 6. 1314, Arigirasa, the 
building of a feeding-house. Dhorasamudra is mentioned as the 
capital (nelebidu) of the king. Singanna-Odeya was ruling Tulu 
and Malaha-rajya from the capital (rajadhani) of BarakQru. The 
record shows that Slnganna Udaiyar should have ruled between 
Bommarasa and Basavanna, the two other feudatories of Harihara

17 0 . 152 of 1901.— -(Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Vlra-Nara&ingaraya in S. 1424, Durmati, the building 
of a feeding house. Mentions Basavarasa-Odeya as the governor 
of Barakara-rajya.

Records a gift 
of land to a feeding house by Achchappa-Odeya, the governor of 
Baraktira-rajya, and mentions Sahkana-nayaka. See No. 62 above.

Records the building of a temple at Bezwada 
for the God Kuinarusvami by a certain Nripadhamundu while king 
Kajasatki Kftja&raya Satyatrinetra Yuddhamalla was ruling. 
Another part records the king’s building, for the merit of his 
grandfather Malinppa Raju, a mansion for the God. A third part 
says that, at the king's coronation, a certain Mailandu, son of Tri- 
nayana, came to Bezwada, saw a manifestation of Kartikeya and 
raised a temple for Him. I Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the 
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Kflrtikoyn temple here referred to was the same a* the &iva temple 
that the transformation of it into the latter was perhaps the work 
of the PanditarAdhya mentioned in 79 above, if so. the real 
builder of the MallOAvara temple was Mailandu. The epigraph 
has been attributed t*t the ninth eentury. anil it is of great literary 
interest as it shows that Telugu literature nourished even before 
the time of RAjarAju I, the patron of Naitnaya Bhattu, at sueh a 
high stage of culture as to cause public records to be written in 
poetry.!

92 -D. On a pillar in a neighbouring maptapa. (Telugu.) Re- 
cords that iihOgam NambQri AnnasamPs daughter-in-law built the 
east gApura of the MallikArjuna temple in 1313, Prajfttpatti, 
Sravana Suddha 13, Tuesday. Ibid., pp. If 12 .

Registers in S, 1648, 
ParAbhava, MArgaiira, 4 u.di. 15, Sunday, corresponding to Novem- 
ber 27, A.D. 1726, that this is one of the Akkudevadulu pillars fixed 
by a certain Se&h&dri Ramanappa and his elder brother, in the 
tank constructed by them near KavulQru. 
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94 . 155 of 1913 . (No. 4 of Mr. Sewell's ftsf.)— (Telugu.) On 
a stone lying in a palmyra tope, in the same village. Records in 

1305 (a mistake for 1310), Vibhava, Pushya, ba. di, 14, Sunday,

di. 2, Monday, corresponding to March 20, A.D. 1531. States that 
Masanada Eli Kutumana-Malka-Odaya, a friend of the Sultan, 
reduced by his prowess Kondapalli and other hill fortresses and 
established a feeding-house (htngara) at KedArabAda which he had 
founded near Poyyalagallu, south of Kondapalli, for the helpless, 
blind and cripple and for dervishes. For the maintenance of this 
Uungaraf he gave the two villages Kavurflru and KCtlArabfldn.

On another face of the same 
pillar. Records in 931 A.II. (= 1524 5 A.D.) that "Malik Qutb- 
ul-Mulk set aside the income derived from certain villages for the 
maintenance of a lmq,u\ in memory of Khwaju Khi/.r.”

On a slab bearing the figure of 
AftjnnCya, near a well. Refers to the god Anumanta UlanQ- 
manta) neurthe well VenkafAdri-kfinOru and to the gift of a lamp- 
stand by a certain SingadAsiri of Reddipalle. 

109 . 150 of 1913.- (Telugu.) On a slab near a tank in the same 
village. Records that this is the charity-well of the son of Garigi- 
pAti Verikanna.

The Gajapati prince Kumara 
HambiradCva-Mahapatra apparently ratified the grant and distri- 
buted Yenikepada among the servants of that temple. The latter 
included the worshippers, accountants, purohits, goldsmiths, dan- 
cing girls, painters, men who rang the bell, makers of garlands, 
watchmen, the blowers of the conch and torch-bearers. 

111 . 158 of l9l3.-“"(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
place, A record of the Velanandu king KulOtturiga-RajOndra- 
Chodayaraja, in 1093, UttarSyapa-Sankranti. Registers that the 
king granted lands in the neighbourhood of Yenikepadu to the 
temple of Ko&avadfiva at Bezwada. The grant was intended for 
providing oblations, offerings, perpetual lamps, dancing girls and 
other servants.

Ganapfsvaram (near TahtgodadPvi).

A 
record of the time of the Kakatlya king Ganapati in S. 1153, 
expired, Khara, tithi of Gauri, bright fortnight, Vai&akha, saying 
that his general Jaya built a Siva temple at Dirpa (Divi) dedicated 
to Gaijape^vara named after his patron. The date corresponded, 
according to Dfkshit, to Monday, the 7th April, A.D. 1231. The 
inscription gives the Kakatlya genealogy from Praia down to Gapa- 
pati and that of his general Jaya from his great-grandfather BhTma 
downward. In the Telugu portion it is recorded that every boat 
touching at NanCgadda should pay certain dues to the temple and 
that Jaya assigned the revenue of a number of villages to it.

Kistna Manual, p. 214 and Bp* Inti, Vol. HI, pp. 82—93, where Dr, 
Huttzsch edits it. It is an inscription of fiscal and economic interest 
and says that the inhabitants of the eighteen districts on both sides 
of the Kistna gave at Nanjegadda a revenue of a fanam ( chinna ) on 
every boat. 

137 . 132 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the east face of the same 
pillar. A record in S. 1693, expired, Khara. 

138 — 40 . 133 to 135 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the north face of 
the same pillar. Records dated in 6. 1235, 1268 ( Vyaya), and 
6. 1605. The first of these records the grant of a lamp to God 
GapapatT&vara in Peda-Divipura at the junction of the Kistna and 
the sea, and the third to the Lihga called after Ganapati and “ set 
up by Chtkja Raja at the junction of the Vend and the sea.** [Mr.

149. 129 0/ 1897.— (Telugu.) On another pillar at the same 
place. Records in Vrisha gift of a lamp by a merchant,

Srikdkulam. 

Traditionally this place is important as the Brahmans are said 
to have been first settled here by Trilochana Pallava, " perhaps as 
early as the third century A.D.,” but no inscription earlier than the 
eleventh century has been found. It may be noted that this was 
the native place of Anantamatya, the author of the Rasdbharana 
or Bhojardjiyam, who lived about S. 1356. See Vrr£&alingam 
Pantulu’s Lives of the Telugu poets, p. IgL In his Antiquities Mr. 
Sewell gives 29 inscriptions in this place, some of which are not 
evidently included in the list below. The survey of the place is yet 
to be completed.

Records in S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
RudradSva, son of Rudradeva-Maharflja of Nfltavadi and of the 
Kaketa princess Mailala-Mahadsvi (i.e„ Molambika, Ganapati's 
sister). See Nos. 297 and 329. 

319 . 226 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
1172, Sadharana, gift of cows for a lamp by the MahamandalC&vara 
Murari-Ganapadeva-Maharsja of the Kondapadumati (family). 

320 . 227 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by MahfldOva- 
raju, son of Rudradeva-Maharaju of Natavfldi and of the Kaketa 
princess Mailala-Mahadevi. See No. 318 above. 

321 . 228 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, a gift by Mummadi-Gapapadeva, another son of 
the same chief and queen. See No. 318 above. 

322 . 229 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the base of the north wall of 
the dark room {chikatimidde) in the TripurahtakC&vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, first tier. Records in 6. 1174, Paridhavin, gift of 
twenty -five cows for a lamp. 

323 . 230 of 1905. (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the east wall 
of the same room. An incomplete and damaged record, dated 
S. 1264, Chitrabhanu. Mentions some Telugu-Choda chiefs. The 
hill on which the temple is built is called KumSradri. Records the 
putting up of a golden flagstaff. 

324 . 231 0/1905. (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Kakattya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199-—1260), ruling at 
Orugallu (Warangal), dated in 1 1176, Ananda. Records a gift 
by Namadevapandita, the minister of the Mahamapdallka 
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Gangayya-Sahini, who had the title GandapendSra and who claims 
to have defeated Damodara of the west and Rakkasa-Gahgarasa. 
He was the first of the influential Kayastha dynasty. See No. 373.

£. 1170, Krlaka, gift of a lamp. 

326 . 233 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An epigraph 
of the Kakatlya / king PratSpa-Rudradeva-Maharaja, dated in 
Parldavin (i.e., S. 1235). Mentions the Saiva teacher Chandra- 
bhQshana&ivacharya. 

327 . 234 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
&. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahaman,dale6vara Chagi-Ganapayaraju, who bore the title 
Narasimhavardhana. 

328 . 235 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
£. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows , for a lamp by the 
Mahamandale&vara Chagi-Muppaladevi-Ammaiigaru, whose titles 
are the same as those of Ganapa in the above epigraph.

6. H64, Subhakrit, gift of cows for a lamp by the same queen whose 
titles, however, are not mentioned here. Below this is the beginning 
of an incomplete record, which mentions Vakkadimalla-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja of Natavadi and his queen Mailala-Mahadgvi. See No. 
318 above. 

330 . 237 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Vyaya gift of cows for a lamp. 

331 . 238 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by Annaladfiva, son of 
the Mahapradhanin Gannayapregada of ImdalQru. 

332 . 239 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Khara gift of one hundred and sixty-five cows for lamps by 
Manuma-Ganaya. 

333 . 240 of 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wail. 
Records in &. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Datjdenapeggada, a subordinate ? of PonuhgOti Ganapaya. The 
Sanskrit portion is left unfinished.

Ii68, Parabhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp. 

335 . 242 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamaijdale^vara Ganciapendara Ambadeva-Maharaja in 
S. 1210, Sarvadharin, relating gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
Ambaya-Reddi. 

336 . 243 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Kota king Kofa-Mummadi-Potaraja, dated in £. 1x68, Para- 
bhava. Records gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the king 
for the merit of his father ChOdaraju, his mother Vimjamadevi, and 
his younger brother Rajaya. He has almost ail the titles of the 
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Kota chiefs of Amaravati { Bp . Ind., Vol. VI, p. 152), who had inter- 
marriages with the KakatTya line. See No. 311 above. 

337 . 2440/' 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record in 
1168, Parabhava, of a subordinate of Chagi Dhorayaraju. 

338 . 245 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja, in S. 1167, 
Vi£vavasu. Records remissidn of tolls for the merit of the king, on 
the three hundred pack bullocks used for importing articles into 
the village of Tripurantakam, by Dachena-Preggada-Ganapaya. 

339 . 246 of 1905— (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Kakatlya sovereign MahamandalC^vara- 
Rudrayyadeva-Maharaja, dated S. 1192 (1270 A.D.), PramOda. 
Mentions Srikantha&iva. The sovereign is the celebrated queen 
Rudramma who was given a male name by her father. See 
No. 281 above. 

340 . 247 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall, left of 
entrance. Records in S. 1189, Prabhava, gift of cows fora lamp by 
Narapa, son of Siddhamaraju and pupil of Somflcharya. 

341 . 248 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the door-post of 
the same room. Records in the reign of Gandapemlara Triptmlri- 
deva-MahSraja (of the Gangaya Sahini family) in S. 1194, 
Angirasa, gift of gold ornaments and vessels to the temple of 
Tripurantaka by the king. Ambadeva was Tripura ri’s younger 
brother. 

342 . 249 0/1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar at the 
entrance into the same room, right side. Records in S. It/I, 
'Saumya, gift of fifty goats for a lamp by Jayasftni, the wife of 
Choda-Boya, who was a servant of the Velanaptlu chief Rajendra- 
Choda (Prithvl£vara ?) 

343 . 250 0/1905.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1269, Sarvajit, in the time of the Reddi king Annama-Retldi gift 
of one hundred cows for lamps in the temple of Tripurantakadfiva 
and fifty cows for lamps in the temple of Tripura-ParamOsvari. 
The king bore the titles Jaganobbagapda and Koladiraya. 

344.2510/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1173 . Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by a 
merchant- 

345 . 252 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, left side. Records in S. 1173 , Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five 
cows for a lamp by a merchant. 

346 . 253 of 1905— (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance into 
the dark room ( chikatimidde) in the TripurantakCivara temple near 
Tripurantakam, left side. Records in £. 1169, Plavanga, that 
- Dharma£i va chary a, pupil of BhimaladivachSrya of Golagiri in 

Navalaksha-Dahala-Tripuri, built a mafha for the temple treasury 
This is probably the chikatimidde, where the temple treasurv is 
said to have been located. * 
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347 . 254 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu,) On a slab set up to 
the east of the same dark room. Annadeva records in £■>. 1310, 
Vibhava, gift of the village of Kaftchanapalli. The King's father 
is called Bhakte&a, which seems to be a Sanskrit translation of 
some Telugu name like Annadeva or Annaraja. 

348 . 255 of I905-"“(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another slab set 
up in the same place. An epigraph of the time of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlra-Bukka (III). Records in S. 1345, Sobhakrit 
(A.D. 7423), gift of rice fields on the bank of the Gandhavati tank 
by Nagayamantrin, son of ChaundapamStya of the Harlta-gotra 
(who had been patronized by Vlra BhQpati, son of Bukka IE). 
Chaupdapa was apparently. 

On the third slab set up 
in the same place. Records in S., 1761, Vikarin, the setting up 
of a flagstaff by a chief named SCshanripa who belonged to the 
family of &ayapanCni.

Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Harihararaya in S. 1308, Kshaya, gift of land by the Mahapra- 
dhanin-BhavadQra-Odeya, who purchased it for 200 Siiigaya-Mdtld, 
at KCsaripadu from Bhikshavritti-Siddhayadeva. 

351 . 258 of 1905. — (Kanarcse, prose and verse.) On the fifth 
slab set up in the same place. Belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chalukya king TribhuvanamalladCva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha- 
lukya-Vikrama year 51 (A-D. 1126 27), Parabhava. Records that 
Govindara&a-Dandanayaka, who was ruling over the Kopdapalli 
three hundred district and who was the nephew of the famous chief 
Anantapala, was the donor. Mentions the village of Chapala- 
maduge. Govindara&a claims to have burnt Bengipura, defeated a 
prince at Jananathapura and conquered Genka (perhaps the 
Velanandu feudatory of the Eastern Chalukyas). For a reference to 
Gcvindara&a see Ep- huh, Vol. V, p. 215. [Evidently Govindara&a 
re-established the Western Chalukyan power in 1126 after the 
temporary mastery of Vikramachola between 1123 and 1126.} 

352 . 2590/ 1905. — (Kanarcse.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the same place. Dated irt the reign of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). Records in Cha- 
lukya Vikrama year 47 (A.D. 1122--23), Subhakrit, gift of 44 villages 
in the Mottavadinadu for the requirements of the temple of 
TripurSntakadeva, for feeding and clothing Vedic students, reli- 
gions teachers and ascetics, and 54 visitors; for repairs and for 
oblations to be offered during the day in the Svayambhu-temples 
of the sacred place ( tirtha ). 

353 . 260 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja, dated in S. 1230, Kllaka. Mentions VoIIaya-Reddi, 
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elder brother of the Sarvadhikarin Ellaya-Reddi, and refers to 
import of articles on pack bullocks. 

354 . 261 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a Nandi-piliar set up in front 
of the same room. Records in S. 1257, Yuvan, a gift by two 
Reddis for the merit of AmbadGvaraju and Lokanflyanihgaru, sons 
of Chelinayuni-Komma-Nayudu. The latter was the champion of 
Rudra, the right arm of Tenungu-bhGpala, lord of the town of 
RevanGru and worshipper of the feet of Ka|fi6vara. 

355 . 262 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On another Nandi-piliar set up in 
the same place, east face. Dated in the time of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-ChoIadCva (I), Records in 
S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year, gift of fifty Tmffalo-cows fora lamp 
by Bhlmaya, the Peggada of Pottapi-KanmchOda- Maharaja (of the 
konidena section?). The priest of the temple was a Nanni- 
Drkshita. 

356 . 263 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same face. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-ChCkladCva ( 1 ) 
dated in S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year. Records gift of fifty 
buffalo-cows by Ramana, the dandanayaka of KamadCva-Ohflda- 
Maharaja. Ramana was the son of the dandanayaka Gundaya. 

357 . 264 of 1905— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar, 
west face. The Velanandu king Rajendra-ChOda records in 6. 
1095, gift of cows for a lamp. Rajendra-Choda was the son of 
VelanSnti-Gonka and Sabbambika. 

357 -A. 265 of 1905— (Telugu.) On the same face. A record 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulmtunga-ChOdadOva 
(I). Mentions in thirty-seventh year, Vyaya, the MahamandulOsvara 
Karikala-ChOla-Maharaju and the Mot lava da district, 

358 . 266 of 190$-— (Tamil.) On the same pillar, north face. 
Mentions a certain Klrtinarayana-Ve{an. 

359 . 267 of 1905.-- (Telugu.) On the same face. Records in 
§. 1028, that the pillar was set up by Srldhara-Bhatta, the priest of 
Pottapi-Kamadeva-Choda-Maharaju (of konidfina ?). 

360 . 268 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the north of the same room. Records that Gaijtlapeipjara Amba- 
d5va-M|haraja, in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290), remitted all taxes 
in the villages owned by the tempie on a representation made by a 
certain Nanda&iva. For this service Nanda&iva, in return, got from 
Tryambaka&ivacharya and other temple servants the village of 
Gangavaramu, east of Penukonda. [Ambadfiva, the younger 
brother of Tripurari MahadSva, was the greatest of the Garigaya 
Sahini line. 

^ 61 . 2690/1905. (Sanskrit.) On another slab set up to the 
north of the dark room (chikatimidde) in the Tripurantake&vara 
temple near Tripurantakam. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Devar&ya (H). Records in S. 1363, Durmati, that MallapSrya, a 
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Brahmapa from Ucjayagiri, built a tank at the village of Mandana- 
pafi, and gave some land for a flower garden. 

362 . 270 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third slab 
set up in the same place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-HarihararSya (II), dated S. 1307, Krodhana. Mentions 
Bhikshavritti-Siddhaya, the tank Gandhavat! and the king’s son 
Vlra-Devarflya (I), for whose merit the gift was made. 

363 . 271 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On four_faces of a pillar set up 
in the same place. Records in S. 1134, Angirasa, gift of several 
villages by the Mahamandaleivara Manma-Ramachandra, son of 
Gonka and grandson of Rflmadevaraja. This chief calls himself 
“ Lord of OrayQru, the best of towns.” 

364 . 272 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the RamadSva shrine in the prakara of the same temple. 
A record . of Vijaya-GandagOpala in 6. 1185, RudhirOdgarin 
(A.D. 1263). Records gift of land below the tank called Ganapa- 
samtidram built at Abhinava-Ganapavaramu by Santaiiva, a 
disciple of the Rajaguru presiding over the famous Gol.aki-matha 
whose spiritual influence extended over three lakhs of villages. 
The donor was a chief named Karumanikka-Perumadi-Nayaka. 
See No. 262. 

365 . 273 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the roof of a 
small maptapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
KakatTya king Rudradeva-Maharaja (I), dated in &. 1107, Vi£vavasu, 
gift of a village on the bank of the river Krishpavfina in the 
district of Kondapalli-nandu for the temple of Tripura ntakadeva 
at Kumaragiri, which was the head jewel of SarTparvata. 

366 . 274 of 1905.-— (Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the &iva 
shrine north of the same shrine. Records in S. 1099, a gift by 
VyasarS&ipandita, the manager (sthSnddhipati) of the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

367 . 275 of 1905.-— (Telugu.) On a slab set up close to the 
prakara on the right side of the blocked up western entrance into 
the same temple. Records in S. 1309, Prabhava, gift of im- 
mtida and mula-visa by the guild of merchants, who followed the 
Vlra-Balaftjya doctrine and who claimed to have immigrated from 
Ahichchhatra. See No. 273 above. 

368 . 276 c/1905. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI 1 , dated in Chajukya 
Vikrama year 51 (A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava- Records gift of the 
village of Chapalamaduge in the Mottavadi-nadu by the Maha- 
pradhana Anantapala-Dandarasa. 

369 . 277 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the third slab set 119 in the 
same place. The Velanadu king Gonkaraja records in S. 1028, 
Sarvajit, gift of the village of Chefcalapadu in Kamma-napdu, on 
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the bank of the GundSru. Gonka is called the chief supporter of 
the Chalukya kingdom and was ruling over the thousand-three- 
hundred (district). 

370 . 278 of T905.— (Telugu.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1157. Manmatha, in the reign of 
Anungudgva-Maharaju (unidentified) that a cavalier gave twenty- 
five cows for a lamp on his success in a combat at Chintalupfipdi. 

371 . 279 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the fifth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1138, Dhatri, gift of twenty-five cows for 
a lamp. 

372 . 280 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar set up at the 
main entrance into the same temple from the south. Records in 
S. 1371, Sukla, the setting up of the pillar. 

37 3 . 281 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar 
set up by the side of the steps on the hill, leading to the same 
temple. A damaged record dated S. 1353, Virodhikrit. Records 
the building of the steps.

378 . Near the above. Records that in £. 1 525, Subhakrit, 
Vatapartikoiida , son of BasavanSyudu, restored certain land to the 
Brahmans in the pagoda.

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Venkatareddipslayam. 

379 . 285 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar 
lying at the entrance into the ChennakS&avasvSmin temple. 
Records in 1544, Dundubhi, gift of the two villages Sirigarikonda 
aad Battapafti, both in the district of Kochcharlaksta, to the Chenna- 
keSava temple at VerikatSdrinagara, by Malla, son of Vrrappa and 
grandson of Malla of the Ravela family, in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Ramadeva (1620 — 30). [See Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 87, 
and also Ins., Ced. Dts p. 227, No. 43.] 

380 . 2860/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar ly- 
ing at the entrance into the Chennake&avasvamin temple. Records

16x6), in S. 1536, Ananda, gift of four villages in the Dupati&Tma 
(district), east of &rT&aila, to the Chennake&ava temple by a certain 
Garigapa-Nflyaka, the governor of the &rTgiri-mapdala, the son of 
Verikafadri and grandson of Gahga. [Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 87, and 
also Ins. , Ced. Dts., p. 227, No. 42, which however gives S. 1537.I

Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata* 
parudradgva-Maharaja (1295 — 1323), in 1234, Paridhavin, Phal- 
guna, &u. di. 5, Thursday, corresponding to February I, A-D. 1313, 
a gift of land, in Kam-nadu for providing midday offerings to the 
same temple was made by the chief minister (mahapradhani) 
Vepeti Kommayya. 

464 . 28 0/l9l5.--(Telugu.) On a broken image lying in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhairava was set up 
on the Origin hill by the gavare (merchant) Muddama-Setfi Gariga- 
Malli-Sefti of RajamahSndravaramu. 

465 . 290/ i9l5.-“"(Te!ugu.) On the image of Bhringi in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhrihginatha was 
set up by the same merchant, here stated to be the son of Gavare- 
Muddama-Setti Malli-Setti. 

466 . 30 of 1915.-— (Telugu.) On a slab _set up in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1382, Vikrama, Ashadha, &u. di. 15, 
Thursday, lunar eclipse, corresponding to July 3, A.D. 1460, a 
long but incomplete eulogistic account evidently of certain kings. 
One-half of the slab from fop to bottom is occupied by a Uriya 
record. 

467 . 31 <7/1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the southern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records in Virodhin, Sravatja, ba. 
di. 30, that a certain MallasSni Annapa Ayapa provided for daily 
oblations in the shrines of Mallikarjuna and Bhramaramba, built 
the mukhamanfapa in front of Siddhe&vara, repaired the southern 
prakara wall, set up the iron pillars, and inscribed stones in their 
proper places and repaired the maptupa of the southern gdpura. 
The east face of the pillar contains the usual long prasasti of 
Kfishnaraya which breaks off with the verse Kirtyd yasya sdmantdh, 
etc. [/ws., Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 154 ?] 

468 . 320/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the iron lamp-pillar set up 
in the same courtyard. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Venkatapatiraya (1586—1616), in S. 1524. Subhakrit, Magha, 
ba di. 5 (?), SivaTatri, the setting up of this iron lamp-pillar (with 
chains) for the merit of Mudiyapa-Nayaka by a certain Chikaiya, 
son of Doda-Halagaiya, a carpenter of HenjSra in the Midugalla- 
iime where a golden shower is said to have fallen for the merit of 
the Chola king. “The date can be calculated but not verified.” 
See Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 461, No. 14I- 

469 . 33 of 1915— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same courtyard. Records that the Saluva king Mahanmn- 
dale^vara Saluva Parvatayyadeva Maharaja provided, in S. 1389, 
Sarvajit, Magha ba. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, corresponding to 
February 22, A.D. 1468, for daily offerings in the temple by grant- 
ing wet lands below the tank called Gahgasamudra which he had 
built at Siddhapura. ( He also gave a garden near theSiddhasamu- 
dram tank on the Sriparvata hill, milch-cows and two buildings 
for feeding 30 Brahman as and 30 Jangamayyas. See Ct, 12. 

470 . 340/1915. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S- 1426, Raktakshi, Magha, ba. di. 14, 
Monday, corresponding to 3rd February 1505, the gilding; with 
gold plate, of the southern entrance into the mukhn mantapa of 
the Mallikarjuna temple by a certain Vlrayya, son of Ndgisetti ami 
Lakkamma. 

471 . 35 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1452, Virodhin, &ravana, &u. di, 15, 
Monday (which is wrong for Wednesday), corresponding to 2fst 
July I 5 2 9 > that the sons of Yalikanti Kamaraju, the sthtiUikartVMHt 
of Sriparvata, set up an image of Annaparna-Bhavflni within the 
kitchen of the temple and a Nandi-pillar in the place intended for 
chandi. 

472 . 360/1915. — (Telugu.) On the sixth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king PratA- 
parudradSva-MaharSja (II) in £. 1235, Pramadlcha, Chaitra, &u. 
di. 1, Monday, corresponding to February 26, A.D. 1313, that 
I&vara&ivacharya of Arasa-matha and ArSdhya-Preggada gave a 
deed of declaration in the presence of all the great MahC&varas of 
SrT-Kailasa (i«e., Sri&aila) who had met together in the mukhn* 
mantapa of the Vlrabhadra temple attached to the Gana-mafha, 
for the purpose of managing the affairs in the temple of Mallikflr- 
junadeva. Mentions seventy villages granted to the temple by 
emperors, MahamandaleSvaras and others, in former times, for 
worship and for feeding lay devotees and ascetics. Noticed 
vaguely by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 91. See also Jits., 
Ced . Dts., p. 465, No. 157. 

473. 37 of ' 1915 — (Telugu.) On the bali-pita in the northern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that this baiipfta in the

garden of the same temple. Records in 1384, Svabhanu, Bhadra* 
pada, du. di. 15, Monday, gift of a flower garden to the temple by 
Vairagi Santayya for the merit of his wife Siddhama. An irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep., I 9 * 5 » p. 84. 

476 . 40 of 1915* — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the eastern 
gopura of the same temple. Records in S- 1370, Vibhava, Asha- 
dha,- &u. di. 15, Monday, gift of voluntary fees by the guild of 
merchants for conducting the Sivaratri festival in the temple of 
Mallikarjuna. [An irregular date as Monday is a mistake for 
Sunday. The date would then correspond to 16th June, A.D. 1448. 
See also Ins., Ced. Dts ., p. 466, No- 159.] 

477 . 41 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup in front of the 
Vlrabhadrasvamin temple on the same hill. Records in S. 1237 
Rakshasa, Sravana, ba. di. io, Tuesday (?), that the MaheSvaras 
residing on the &ri-Kailasa (i-e., SrT&aila) having met together in 
the mukha mantapa of the Virabhadra temple attached to Gana- 
matha, the presiding priests and the preggadas of Arasa-matha and 
Kaiu-matha made a declaration (before them) that they would 
conduct worship and festivals in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
regularly. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week day ought 
to be Sunday. 

478 . 42 of 1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On the lintel of the 
entrance into a small shrine in theVlrabhadrasvami-mafha on the 
same hill. Records that this shrine of Ghapta-Siddhe£vara (was 
constructed) by the pupil of Mallikarjunacharya. 

479 . 43 of 1915.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank 
west of the Mallikarjuna temple on the same hill. Records that 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Ramarajayya- 
deva-Maharaja, son of Vlra-TirumalayyadSva-Maharaya, in S. 
1499, Bhava, Vai&akha, ba. di. 30, Friday (an irregular date) 
that the bund across the stream Bhogavati on the west side of 
the temple, which was out of repair, was repaired by the king's 
agent Dantikapti Lingappana. He caused the bund to be re- 
constructed and made a gift of it together with the tank for raising 
a flower garden to the temple of Mallikarjuna. Ramaraja is 
generally known as Rama III. The repair is said to have been 
made at the instance of the Vlra&aiva teacher Santabhiksha vritti 
Ayyavaru. 

480 . 44 of 1915.““ (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in front of the 
Saranga-mafha on the same hill. Records in §. 1507, Parthiva, 
A&vija, ba. di. 2, Thursday, corresponding to September 30, A.D. 
1585, an agreement ( samdkhys ) made among themselves, by the 
presiding priests of the five mathas including Bala-Siddaya of the 
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Sarahga-matha, the five houses and temples (on the Srisailam hill), 
such as those of Nandinatha, Bhriiiginatha, Vlrabhadra and others. 
The agreement evidently consisted in not allowing the successive 
priests of the Sarahga-matha to have any attendants ( ancha-pancha - 
parivdra ?). 

481 . 45 0/1915.— (Telugu.) On a sandal-stone in the verandah 
of the same matha. Records in Ananda, As ha da, su. di. 2, Sunday, 
that this is the sandal-stone (sana) presented by Singayyu, son of 
Puli Annama-Nayudu, to the temple of Mallikarjuna. 

482 . 46 of 1915.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up on the way 
leading to Patala-Ganga from the Mallikarjuna temple. Records 
in S. 1567, Svabhanu, Phalguna, ba. di. 10, that the chief Venkata- 
pati-Nayanirigaru of the Madala-gotra remitted all taxes and tolls 
payable by metal-dealers ( kanchara ) who sold their wares in 
Srlgiri during festivals or other days. 

483 . 47 of 1915.-- (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On three sides of a pillar 
set up in front of a ruined shrine on the same way. Records in 
6. 1315, Srlmukha, the construction of steps to the PatfMa-Ciahga by 
theKadamba princess Vitthalamba, wife of Harihara (II?}, under 
orders given by god Mallikarjuna in a dream. (/«&, C*'d. Dts. t

484 . 48 of 1915.— (Telugu.) On two faces of another stone set 
up on the same way. Records in Sarvajit, Phalguna, 611. di. II, 
Thursday, that a certain Davala Darama Sahibu and Timflji-Pantulu 
remitted, for the merit of Hajarati-NavSbu, the fee ( gamletutra) on 
beggars who begged on the 5 ri£aila hill, as originally it had been 
remitted by Vehkatapati-Nayudu, son of Sayapa-Nflyudu. 

485.490/1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1318, Srlmukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

486 . 50 0/ 1915.— (Sanskrit, Grantha.) On four faces of another 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1315, Srlmukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

487 : 51 of 1915.— (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On a boulder by the side 
of the steps on the same way. Records in S, 1318 that Vitthalamba, 
the princess, consecrated an image of Vitthale&vara near the flight 
of steps. See No. 483 above. 

488 . 52 0/1915-* (Telugu.) On a pillar set up on the way to 
Peddacheruvu on the same hill. Records in S. 1344, Subhakrit 
Karttika, 6u. di. 5, Thursday, that a certain U<£ayagirt Appanayyaiii- 
garu, son of Devanayyarhgaru, built the steps from the Nandi* 
pillar at the southern main entrance (gavanO right up to the shrine 
of DurgidSvi. The week day should be Tuesday, and the date 
corresponds to October 20, A.D. 1422. 

489 . C.P. No. 96 of Mr. Sewell's list . — Records the settlement 
at a dispute between the Vai&yas and the two upper classes of the 
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Dvijas (i.e., the Brahmans and Kshattriyas) in the local temple, 
whereby the former were granted certain religious privileges. 
Dated in S. 1387 (A.D. 1465), Pdrthiva. 

489 -A. On the gilt wall of the inner pagoda. Records that 
Chandrasekhara, the minister of Krishnadevaraya, re-established 
the pagoda with the kalasams and set up the Garudastambham.

489 -B. North of the above. . A gift by the same chief. Ibid.,

489 -C. Near the “above. (Telugu.) Records that the same 
chief built the Vlrabhadra pagoda at NflgalQti.

489 -D. On the south gilt wall at the bottom of the Chatur- 
mukha Brahma in SriSailam. Records that Sihgayya, son of 
&sntalingayya, built the mantapam in 1435, Srlmukha, in the 
reign of Krishnadevaraya.

Records 
that MallanSyadu, son of Tippanayadu, had the gate and doors gilt 
and granted the village of PallivOli to God Mallikarjuna.

584 . 70 e/1915. — (Telugu.) On the south slab set in the same 
place. Records that in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vtra- 
pratapa Vlra-Rangarayadeva-MaharSya (1578™ -87) “ruling at 
Penugopda,” m S. 1506, Tarana, Vaisakha, hi. di. 14, Venkatraja- 
deva Choda-maharaja, son ofTimmana of the solar race and the 
Kjiyapagotra, came to receive certain privileges in the temple. The 
inscription says that, under orders of the king and at the request of 
Van. &atha gop a- Jly y am ga ru, his grandfather Kopdaraja-Vepkat- 
raja-Timmaraja had expelled the Muhammadan chief Vibhurftmu 
(Ibrahim II of Golconda), who had occupied the temple of Ah6- 
balam for seven years in alliance with the HandCvSru (chiefs). It 
was for thus restoring the temple to its original state that the 
family was granted the privileges mentioned above. Date “ can 
be calculated but not verified.” Ibid., No. 75 * [Venkatrflya has 
the titles murnrdyara Basava-Sahkara, Gutti-htmnihbara&imla and 
Oraiyuri-purivarddhisvara and these, together with the title Deva- 
choda Maharaja, have made the Government Epigraphist surmise 
that he belonged to the Mafia family. The Hande chiefs of 
Anantapar were ardent Saivites and so co-operated with Ibrahim 
Qutb Shah in the spoiling of Ahfibalam, and Venkalraja defeated

This mantapa was built and 
the provision made by the chief Gopinatharaju, son of Goparaju 
and grandson of the Mahamandals£vara BhatrSju of JutQru of the 
lunar race and the AtrOya-gOtra.

Seems to record a 
lease (?) granted to a chief of the solar race by Paranku&a Van- 
SathagOpa-Jlyyarhg 3 .ru, by the trustees of the temple, and the 
representative of the king. See No. 579 above. 

594 . 80 0/1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the Dtirudu- 
mantapa on the same way. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlrapratapa Vlra-Sada^ivadOva-MaharSya, in &. 1476, 
Pramadicha, Sravana, ba. di. 10, Thursday (August 26, AT). 1 553), 
a gift of money by Venkata drideva-Maharaja, son of Obalraja, 
and grandson of the Mahamandals^vara TimmarajadSva-Maharaja 
of Kurujsdu, who was of the solar race and the Kaiyapa-gotra, for 
providing offerings in the mantapa, to the god on the nidhi (i.e., 
Upper Ahobalam) on his way to and back from Diguva Tirupati 
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during festivals held on sixteen different days in the year. See

595 . 81 of 1915.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the courtyard 
of the NarasimhasvUmin temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Sada&ivadcva-MahUraya in S. 1470, 
Kllaka, Chaitra, &u. di. 10, Srl-Ramanavami, gift of the village 
Jambuladinnc in Koyilakunta-isTma, by China-Avubalayyadeva-

Records gift of land in the village China-Komerla in the Gharidi- 
kOfa-isTma, by Van-Sathagopa-jTyyamgaru, to Ahobale&vara for 
providing offerings of rice cakes on specified festivals in the 
manfapa in front of the matha which he had constructed on the 
nagari (i.e., Upper Ahobalam). The village China-Komerla was a 
gift made to the Jlyyamgaru by the chief Krishnamaraja, son of 
Nandela China-ObannamgSru. [This epigraph is in Mack. MSS.

597 . 83 a/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab built in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Records that the upper portion of the slab is 
missing. Gives a long list of the various things required for 
preparing dishes to be offered to £rT-Bhashyakara (i.e., Ramanuja) 
on the twelve days of his timnakshatram in each year. 

598 . 84 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up on way to the 
temple of Pamuleti-Narasimha on the same hill. Records in 

1332, Vikriti, Marga&ira, &u. di. 15, Thursday, gift of the village 
KaluvachCru surnamed Komaragiripuram by Katama-Reddi Vema- 
Reddi, to provide daily offerings in the temple of Ahdbaladeva for 
the merit of Komaragiri-Reddi. The record also gives a list of all 
the villages named Komaragiri-mandalam, granted to temples and 
Brahmans by the same chief for the merit of his master (and 
brother-in-law) Komaragiri-Reddi and his wife Ammangaru. Gifts 
made by Tallasanammangaru and Mallasanammangaru, wives of 
Katama-Reddi-Voma-Reddi are also registered. Katama Verna was 
the brother-in-law of Kumaragiri, the founder of the Rajahmundry 
Reddi line and the author of KumSragiri rdjiyamu . See Gd. 19. 
The present record says that Katama had also a son named 
Kumaragiri, who is called a re-incarnation of the earlier Kum&ra- 
giri.

The following plates have not been assigned to particular 
districts. They are therefore given here with summaries of their

176 . C.P. No. 31 of Mr. SevoeWs List . — This is “ an unimportant 
but rather curious document, drawn up by one of ‘three dismissed 
chieftains of Kanchlvaram Kamakshi Ammal, Rani of the Akhapda 
KavOri/ who had settled down in VadamattQr. Their names as 
given in the Tamil are * Vannikkan, Manitakkan, and Pulukkan 
The terminations appear to be the common Mussalman title Khan. 
The document states that one of the three chiefs (name not men- 
tioned) decided a dispute between some thieves and some people 
who had settled af the village, and received some land for his 
services,” in £• 1525 (A.D. 1603), in the year/ayn. The boundaries 
of the land were scrutinized by the Kavundars, Ambalakaras, 
Kallas and Servaikkaras of the surrounding villages, and the whole 
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was then engraved in a copper-plate. [The inscription is interesting 
for the insight it gives into the movements and organization of the 
Kallas and other criminal castes. See Tam. and. Sans. Ins., pp. 62 5 - 

Vadamattur is believed by some to be a village six miles north of 
the road leading to KumbakOnam, but it is evidently in South Arcot 
and the birth-place of Madai TiruvSrigada Aiya of Tamil literature.] 

177 . C.P. No. 174 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — A grant by a certain 
Srikantha who does not bear royal titles, but who claims descent 
from Brahma and Karikala. Resembles Eastern Chajukyan grants 
of the tenth or eleventh century and later. After Karikala the 
names mentioned are Sundarananda, Navarama, Ereyamma, Vijaya 
Kama, Vlrarjuna, Agagipidugu, Kokili Mahendravarma, Elajcja, 
Nripakama, Divakara and Srikantha. See Bp. Ind., Vol. V, p. 123 ; 
Ep. Rep., 1900, p. 21 and Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 888. 

178 . C.P. No. 175 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — A grant in Sanskrit 
and Tamil (Vatfeluttu of the eleventh century) of the Pandya king 
Jatilavarman, son of Maravarman, in his seventeenth year. No 
details of date. The record gives an account of the king Nedun- 
jadayan’s achievements. The agiiapti or Dfltaka of the grant was 
Mahasamanta Dhirataran Marti Eyinan of the Vaidya community, 
chief of Vlramarigalam. See Ind. Antq., Vol. XXII, p. 57 ff. and 
Kielhom’s Southern List , No. 937 - 

179 . C.P. No. 176 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — An Eastern Chajukyan 
grant in three plates. Records the grant of Kfltalaparpi in the 
Karmarashtra country by a donor whose name cannot be ascer- 
tained, but who appears to be §aktivarman Vijayaditya 
Bhaftaraka. S. Ind. Palce., p. 21. 

180 . C.P. No. 181 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — A grant of Bhaktiraja, 
a descendant of Karikala and son of Gariganrivara (Gangadhara ?), 
who bore the titles Gandabepdara and Rayave&ySbhujariga. Sent 
by the Nuzvid Zamindar. 

181 . C.P. No. 221 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Originally in the 
hands of the Collector and now in the museum. A Vijayanagar 
plate, modern'in character, but professing to date from A.D. 1410 
and recording grant of the town of Adavani (Adoni) as an agraha- 
ram to a number of priests of the VTrabhadra temple there by the 
Vijayanagar king Devaraya II. 

182 . C.P. No. Hi of June 1891, pp. 5-6. — Originally with the 
Sub-Collector of Cuddapah and now in the museum* It is in very 
faulty -Sanskrit and NandinSgari character. It gives a confused 
genealogy of the Vijayanagar dynasty and records a grant by 
Achyuta in $. 1203, which is absurd and which indicates the 
record to be a forged one. 

. 183 . C.P. No. I of 1905. — From the Collector of Nellore and now 
in the museum.. It is an ancient Pallava record, recording that 
Simhavarman (II), the son of YuvarSja VishnugOpa, gave from his 
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victorious camp at Menmatura, in the fifth year of his reign,* the 
village of Pikira in the MundarSshtra, to a Brahman named 
Vilasa&arman. See Ep. 2nd., Vol. VIII, pp. 1 59 — 63, and p. 989 below. 

184 . C.P. No. 10 0/ 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in 1459, Hemalamba. Records 
gift of a village in Kupdravardhanakotaka, a district of Tundira- 
majjdala, which was a subdivision of the Chandragirirajya, to the 
Vishnu temple at Venkata dripura, which was founded near Veda- 
rariyam on the bank of the Vedanadi river by a chief named Vara- 
nasi Varadappa. 

185 . C.P . No. II of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in £. 1456, Jaya. Records gift of 
the villages of TengQru and Vallagulam in the same district by the 
king at the request of his minister Pedda Timma of the Sajaka 
family. No* II of 1905-06. 

186 . C.P. No. 120/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Western Chaiukyan king Vinayaditya Satya&raya &. 520, Kala- 
yukti (wrong). 

187 . C.P. No. 13 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record 

of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in §. , Vikari. Records gift 

of a village in Chandragirirajya to a Vishnu temple. 

188 . C.P. No. 15 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit.) Records the grant 
of the village of Tamara cheru in Varahavartini by the Eastern 
Ganga king Anantavarma-Vajrahasta (III), in £. 984 (20th June, 
A.D. 1061) to 500 Brahmans. See Ibid., Vol. IX, p. 94 ff. Also 
Gj. I43-A. 

189 . C.P. No. 16 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Grantha.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in £.1346, KrOdhin, Utthana- 
dvada&i. Records gift of a village (called Ntpatataka) by the 
king’s brother Srlgiri, who was governing Maratakanagara 
(Virinchiparam), to a learned doctor named Sampatkumara Paijdita. 
The date corresponded to Friday Nov. 3, A.D. 1424. See Ibid., 
Vol. VIII, p. 306 ff. 

190 . In possession of M.R.Ry. Seshachari, Madras. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Verikatapatidevaraya in S. 1527, Vi 4 va- 
vasu. Records gift of the village of Vlangadu surnamed Kastttri- 
rangapuram. 

191 . C.P. No. 2 of 1907-08. — This is the same as No. 66 in Mr. 
Sewell’s List. It is a Telugu grant of the village of Tiruvldu in &. 
1357 by DSvaraya Vodeya of Ka£yapa Gotra to the local temple of 
Ahobale^vara, for the merit of his father Parvata Raya, his mother 
Parvati Devi, etc. It was received by the priest Purushottamayya 
of Para^ara gotra. The chief was an ardent devotee of Sri 
Ramanuja. 

192 . C.P. No. 5 of 1907-08.— A Sanskrit grant of Maliikarjuna 
Immadi PraudhabhQpa in S. 1383, Vrisha, 
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193 . C.P. No. 6 of 1907-08.— A grant of Sada6iva Raya in 
£. 1470, Plavanga. 

194 . C.P. No. 4 of 1908-09.— A Ganjam plate. No details 
given. 

195 . C.P. No. 5 of 1908-09.— A C.P. grant of Taja II in 
Sanskrit. This is very interesting as it refers to a king of the 
Eastern Chajukyan family who does not belong to the regular line 
of accession. It gives the usual genealogy from Kubja Vishjiu- 
vardhana to Arama I and then, after some unusual accessions, comes 
to Tala I, a younger brother of Chajukya Bhlma I. Tala’s son was 
Yuddhamalla II and his sons were Bfldaba and Vishruivardhana 
Tala II, the donor of the present grant. He made a grant of a 
village in Velanandu vishaya to a certain Kuppnnayya of the 
Pallavamalla family who was a grandson of Kalivarma. (Tala II 
was perhaps the Velanandu viceroy in Eastern Chajukyan times. 
For Kuppanayya see also Vandram plates of Amnia It <Kt. 1 27). 
Ep. Rep., 1908-09, pp. 109-IO. 

196 . C.P. No. 6 0/1908-09. — A grant of the village of A la pad i 
in Velanandu to a certain Vi 4 ve£vara by Pedda Kftmufi VOnut in 

1334, Nandana. The record is in Sanskrit. 

197 . C.P. No. 7 0/1908 -09.—An incomplete Vijayanagaru grant 
in Sanskrit, received from the Kistna Collector in 1902. No details 
given. 

198 . The Madras Museum Plates of Mahgi Yu va raja, the 
Eastern Chalukyan king, the son of Vishnu Vardhana II. Records 
a grant in his twentieth year. See lnd. Antq Vol. XX, p. 105, 
and Kielhorn's Southern List , No. 552. 

199 — 22 6 . There are about twenty-seven other copper-plates 
in the museum (of which five belong to 1917 *18). The summaries 
of these I have not been able to get. They are, however, 1 under- 
stand, about to be published by Mr. Srinivasaraghava Ayyangar of 
the Madras Museum, to whom I am indebted for the knowledge 
that there are 226 inscriptions on the whole in the museum. 

227 . 290 of 1895.— (Tamil.) On a stone in the Government 
Central Museum, Madras. A record in the ninetieth year of the 
ChOla king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Raja-Rajadeva (I). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

228 . 2910/1895. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A record in 
the nineteenth year of the Choja king Ko-Ra jaraja-RajakGsarivar- 
man alias Rajaraja (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

229 . 292 0/1895. — (Kanarese.) On another stone in the same 
place. A damaged record of the KalachQrya king Ahavamalla in 
Sarvarin (A.D. 1180-81). Vijaya Pan^ya is mentioned. Records a 
grant of land by a Nayaka on the day of a solar eclipse. 

230 .. 294 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place 
from Chingleput, A damaged record of the Vijaya nagara king 
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Vtra-Venkatapatiraya (I, 1586—1616), dated in S. 1530, expired, 
Saumya. 

231 . 295 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place. 
Records a grant of land to a Vaishiiava temple in the time of 
Nrlagarigaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

232 . 296 of 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone in the same place. 
A mutilated record. The king’s name is lost. 

233 . 297 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. Records in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vlrarajendra-CholadCva (i.e., KulOttunga HI), 
gift of land by Nlla-Gangaraiyan. See No. 3x2 below. 

234 . 298 of 1895. — (Persian.) On a stone in the same place. 
A record dated A.H. 1104. 

235 . 299 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
AchyutadevamaharSya. 

236 — 269 . 536 — 569 of 1907. — On slabs recently removed 
from Amaravati to the Madras Museum. These have been noticed 
already under Amaravati. 

270 . 35 of 1912. — On a slab lying near a godown in the Museum, 
A Greek and Latin inscription, dated in A.D. 1727, forming 
an epitaph on the tombstone of a certain John Constantine, a native 
of Greece, born in Transylvania, who died on May 17th, A.D. 1727. 
It was erected by his brother. According to Mr. Cotton “ it is the 
only Greek tombstone found in South India anil the most ancient 
Greek tombstone anywhere in India.” 

271 — 282 . 473 -483 of 1913. — (Pali.) On inscribed slabs from 
Amaravati preserved in an underground room of the Centra! 
Museum. One of these mentions the Andhra king Gotamiputa 
Araka Arhat Siri-yana-Satakani and another, the Upasaka Ura. 
For the last see Ep. Rep., July 1888, p. 3, 

283 . 484 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. A record of the Kota king Mahamancjale&vara Manma- 
Ketaraja in S. U57, Thursday. Records gift of a lamp to the 
temple of Buddha. The king was evidently a grandson of Keta II, 
for whose inscription see Gt. 635. 

284 . 485 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. Records the nisidhi (tomb) of ChOchi Sefti, son of Honni^efti, 
a merchant of Penugonda. 

285 — 302 . 486—503 of 1913. — (Pali.) On another slab in the 
same room. One of the slabs mentions a Vakfijaka gahapati and 
another a certain Maha-Chadamukha. A third registers the gift of 
a rail bar (suchi) by Tuka. 

303 . 504 of 1913. — (Telugu and Sanskrit). On another slab in 
the same room. Records that the temple Chalukya-Vishnugriha 
134 
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was built for a certain Nandaputra, native of BOrikapura, by the 
learned artisan Jayaklrti, son of AdGracharya. 

304 . 505 0/1913. — (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room- Records that the image of Klrtinaray apa was made 
for the same person, perhaps also by the same artisan, here men- 
tioned to be a brother-in-law ( sfiluka) of the former. 

305 . 506 of 1913.— (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room. Appears to record the visit of a pilgrim named 
Padmavarichandra Ku&alakarin. 

306 . 507 of 1913.— (Telugu.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A damaged record in Akshaya, Sivarfltri, 
Mentions the temple of Vi&ve&vara at Vi&vanathapura. 

307 . 508 of 1913. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A damaged record in . . . Sarvari, 

Ashadha, Amavasya, Monday, Solar eclipse. Seems to record 
grant of lands on this occasion to the temple of Gbpaladgva with 
the permission of the great men of Hosavadarigilu which was an 
ancient agrahara of the time of Janamgjaya. The temple is stated 
to have been founded by the Ekadandi-vrati Gftpftlapriy anvil mi. 
Refers at the beginning to Vijaya Pandyadgva who was ruling the 
Nonambavadi 32,000 country. Details of date “not enough for 
calculation.” 

308 . 509 e/1913. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A record of the Western Chajukyan 
king TribhuvanamaUadeva Vikramaditya VI, in Chajukyli Vikrama 
year 18, Srlmukha, Ashadha, Amavasya, Vaddavara, Wednesday 
(wrong for Sunday), Dakshinayana SaihkrSnti ( ~ June 26, A.D. 
1093). Records that 1,000 men of KukkanQr met together to make 
a grant of land to Vasudeva-Ghai&asa. 

309 . 510 of 1913— (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record in the twenty-third 
year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman Rajarajadgva I. Men- 
tions KovQr in Mangadu-nadu and seems to record gift of a 
lamp. 

310 . 511 <7/1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Kampana Udaiyar (II) in Kali 4472, S. 1 293, Virodhikrit, 
Mithuna, ba. di. 5, Wednesday, Dhanishfha, corresponding to 4th 
May, A.D. 1371. Seems to register the gift of the village Tijaik- 
karanaito Brahmapas, by a certain Timmaiya-Nayaka, 

311 . 512 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 

the Museum buildings. A record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakgsarivarman alias Rajarajadgva I. 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of . . . 

^Ma^lyalajtbr in SurattQr-nadu, a subdivision of PuliyQr- 

Jay . a. member of the Ganatt&r who were administering 
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that village. Another record in continuation, of the same king 
and of the same date, provides also for a lamp, and a garden. 

312. 513 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up at the entrance 
into the Museum. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin VlrarajSndracholadeva (i.e., Kulottun g a-C hola III) in his 
fifth year, Rishabha, su. di. 3, Sunday, Punarvasu. Records gift 
of the village of TanniyalattQr in &urattur-nadu, a district of* 
PuliyUr-kottam alias Kulottunga-^O.lavalanadu in Jayangonda&ola- 
mandalam, to the Ariyaviratam-hondan-matha of TiruvannSmalai. 
The order was issued by Panchanadivsnan Nllagangaraiyan. 
Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai says that Rishabha is a mistake 
for Mithuna and Sunday for Thursday, and then calculates the date 
to be 26th May, A.D. 1183. 

313. 514 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadeva-MaharSya in S. 1452, Virodhin, Vrischika (mistake 
for Kumbha), 6u. di. 13, Monday, Pushya. Refers to the village 
Polichchalur of TanniyalattUr-^Irmal in SurattQr-kottam, a district 
of PuliyQr in JayangondaioJa-mandalam. 

314. 515 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the second year, Margali. 
Mentions the temple of Nirvanna Perumal at Tirunlrmalai. 

315. 516 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Venkatapatiraya- 
deva Maharaya, in S. 1535, Saumya (wrong), Rishabha, Revati, 
II, Friday, presumably 19th May, A.D. 1609. Registers that a 
certain Ka|a Vaiyyappar having built a temple for Agare&vara- 
Udaiyar at PolichchalQr in SurattQr-nadu, a subdivision of 
PuliyQr-kojtam in Jayangoijda-Tondamandalam, Katti-Yellappa- 
Nayaka made a grant of land to the temple for the merit of king 
VenkatapatirSya (I, 1586 — 1616). 

316 — 323. 517 — 524 of 1913. — (Pali.) On slabs in the Arch- 
aeological show room of the Madras Museum. (Will be forwarded 
to Dr. Luders for publication in the Epigraphia Indica.) One of 
these mentions the thera Mahadhamakathaka. 

324. 525 of 1913. — (Kanarese.) On the base of a Jaina image 
in the same place. This is the image of £antinathadSva of the 
temple Yeraga Jinalaya, founded by the Mahapradhana Braha- 
devaija, a lay disciple of Sakal.abhadra Bhaftaraka entitled Maha- 
mandalacharya and belonging to Mala^angha, Kunidakundanvaya, 
KartQrgaija and Tintniji-gachcha. 

325. 526 of 1913. — (Kanarese and Sanskrit.) On the base of 
another Jaina image in the same place. Records that king Salva- 
deva, a great lover of Sahitya, got an image of &anti-Jina made 
according to rule and set it up. 
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An ancient temple. Its Cho]a and Pandya inscriptions were 
later on misplaced and scattered in the course of renovation in 
Vijayanagar times. There are fragments of tombstones in Roman 
characters near the garbhagriham , the presence of which is 
unaccountable. 


326 . 234 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor at 
the entrance into the garbhagriha of the ParthasHrathisvamin 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pallava king Danti- 
varma-Mah a.ra j a. Records that the temple priests mortgaged one 
of the fields of the temple, that the offerings to the God in conse- 
quence fell short and that a certain Pugulttupai-ViLniyaraiyan 
redeemed the field and arranged for the usual quantity of rice 
offerings every day. [The inscription corroborates the testimony 
of Tirumangai Alvar’s Pcriatirumoli which attributed the founda- 
tion of the temple to the Topda king (i.e., Pallava).] See Hp. hid , 
Yol. VIE, pp. 290—6, where Venkayya edits it. 

327 . 235 of 1903— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Venkatapatideva-Maharaja (Venkata I) in S. 1527, Vikarin. 
Refers to the king as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of 
Perungondai. 

328 . 236 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-VenkatapatidGva- 
Maharaya (1, 1586—1616), in S. 1525, £obhakrit. Refers to the king 
as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of Perungopdai and to 
the consecration of an image of Tirumalteai-Aivar and a gift of 
twenty varahas to this shrine. 

329 . 237 of 1903— (Telugu.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Rangarayadeva-MaharSya (I, 1578—86) in 
S. 1507, Tarana. Records the gift of the villages of &cmbiyam 
and Nidambaram (Nadumbarai), besides a garden by Tirumala- 
Nayaniiigaru, the general of Ramaraja Venkafapatiraju (Venkata 
I?). The revenue from these two villages was 180 rtkha chakra 
gady&na and from the garden 20 chakra gadydna- 

330 . 238 of 1903— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shnne. A mutilated record in the forty-ninth year of the 
Papaya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kuia- 
sekharadsva. Records a sale of land. Mentions God Tej|iya&inga

332 . 240o/i903.—(Tamil.) On the east and north bases of the 
maptapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlrapratapa Vlra-VenkatapatidSva-Maharaya (I, 1586 — 1616), 
in KrOdhin (i.e., £. 1527). Built in. 

333 . 241 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the same manfapa. A fragmentary record of the Chola king 
TribhuvanavTradeva (Kulottuhga III), the date of which is lost. 
Mentions Tiruvamiyflr (i-e., Tiruvamtir near Mylapore) in Kottur- 
naglu. 

334 . 242 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On another stone built into the 
same place. A fragmentary record in the twenty-third year of the 
Chola king Rajarajadeva. Four other similar fragments are built 
into this maptapa and a number of others in other portions of the 
temple. 

335 . 243 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south and east walls of the 
AlagiyaSinga-Perumal shrine in the same temple. Records certain 
arrangements referring to temple servants made while Etiraja- 
nayakar was the manager. 

Supplementary note to No. 183 above. 

The Uruvapalli and MahgajOr grants. 

It rnay be pointed out that Yuvaraja VishrmgOpa and his son 
Simhavarman II arc the respective sovereigns of the Uruvapalli 
and MahgalOr plates. The former says that Yuvaraja Vishnugepa 
was the son of Skandavarman II, grandson of Vlravarma and great- 
grandson of Skandavarman I. It records that Vishnugepa granted 
in the eleventh year of Simhavarman I (evidently his elder 
brother and the then actual ruler) 200 nivarttanas of land to the 
temple of Kandukflr founded by Sfinapati Vishnu6arma. It was 
issued from Palakkada. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No- 6 t 9 , and 
Ind. Antq Vol. V, pp. 50 — 3. The MahgalOr plates belong to the 
eighth year of Dharma Maharaja Simhavarman II, and record the 
grant of the village of MahgajOr in Vengirashfra to certain Brah- 
mans. The grant was issued from Da&anapura. See Southern 
List , No. 620, and Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 1 54 — 7- The exact places 
where these plates were discovered are not known.

2 . C.P. No. 160 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Records a grant by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakka, a chief of the Kannivtldi estate near Dindigul, 
of some lands to some priests of the temple at AnaipaUi, in A.D. 
1729. The grant was made to a Brahman for temple service. The 
genealogy of &inna Kadir for nine generations is given. [Compare 
No. 33, the genealogy of which _cor responds for five generations 
with that of the present one. Anaipa{|i is a village in Dindigul 
taluk.]

3 . Mr. Sewell gives a C.P. grant in the possession of one 6iva 
Rama Avadhani, recording gifts of lands to the Diijdigul 
choultry. 

Bhupdlasamudra near Dindigul. 

3 -A. C.P. A To. 33 of Mr. Sewell's List.— Records grant and sale, 
made in S. 1651 (A.D. 1729), Kaiiyuga 4830, Saitmya, by &inna 
Kadirappa Nayakkan, a chief residing near Diijdigui, of the 
village _to a number of paijdits in Saundararajapuram, otherwise 
called Anaipatfi. The grant was made during the reign of Vijaya 
Ranga Chokkanatha (1705— 31) at Madura, and it states that he 
was governing the country as viceroy for the Vijayanagar 
sovereign Sri Rahga Raya. The grant gives lists of the ancestors 
of Sri Rahga Raya, Vijaya Rahga Chokkanatha, and the grantor. 
Edited by Burgess and Natesa Sastri in Tam. and Sans. Ins., 
No. 27, pp. 117 — 121. The inscription enumerates the Vijayanagar 
kings and the Madura Naiks and the Polygars of Kappivftdi. 
The Polygar, in return for 300 Madura ktdjpanatns, gave the village 
in proprietorship. The purchasers and donees were to enjoy the 
wet fields and had to pay, in case of new fields, one-fourth of the 
proceeds, one-third of the proceeds in the next crop, two-fifths of 
the third crop and one-fourth of the proceeds of sesamum, pulses 
gad jUvaraia trees. On the dry lands they had to pay eight pons 
fbi^ Jands sowing one kalam of seeds. They were, however, to 
enjoy Jree the public paths and cowstalls. The palace had the 
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right to collect the tax with interest in case of failure. Otherwise 
they had all the eight characteristics of property,

4 . C.P. No. 19 of Mr. "Sewell's List. — (Telugu.) Records a grant 
of the village as an agraharam to certain Brahmans in &. 1622 
(A.D. 1700), in Vrisha, by “ £rl Mangamma, wife of Chokkanatha 
Nayudu, who was son of Muttu Vlrappa Nayudu, and grandson of 
Vi&vanatha Nayani Tirumala Nayudu of Madura.”

The departmental list gives one inscription in this place, and 
the Mack. MSS. ( Ins., S. Dts., p. 70 ) give four more. I have given 
the latter under Nos. 5- A to 5-D. 

5 . 3 1894* — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Garuda shrine 
in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. An incomplete record of 
Ramadeva-Maharaya, dated §. 3551, expired, Sukla. See Ins., 
S. Dts., p, 70, No. I. Rama IV ruled from 1620 to 1630. He came 
to the throne as a result of the victory over his opponents in the 
succession war which followed the death of Venkatapati 1 (1586 — 
1616). The full details of these struggles, as based upon all avail- 
able authorities, are given by me in Ind. Antq., 1916. 

5 - A. On a stone in the Sundara Pandya mantapam. Records 
the performance of the marriage festival of God Alagar by 
one Ramanujachariar and a worshipper. Ibid., No. 2. 

5 -B. On a stone in the west of the sixteen-pillared maptapam 
in the Mutyalamma temple. Records that Rayasam Kondamara- 
sayya granted twenty-four shares in a village and erected 
twenty-four houses in it and gave it to the people, in S. 1444, 
Chitrabhanu, in the reign of Krishnadevaraya. Ibid., No. 3. See 

Ap. 4 7 . 

5 -C. On the eastern wall of the inner temple of Sundara- 
raja Perumal. Records that one Sundare£vara appointed the 
priests and granted lands to them. Ibid., No. 4. 

5 -D. A C.P. in the hands of “ Paryan mteedauyangar. ” 
(Tamil.) Records that in S. 1502, Vikrama, in the reign of 
Praudhadeva-Maharaya, his prime minister Chakrarayan granted 
to a Brahman Timmaiyangar ? thirty-three mas of land in Pudup- 
puram village, two mas in Alagar-Samudram, and an allowance 
of a pagoda. Ibid., No- 5. [The record seems suspicious.] 

Dindigul. 

6. 1 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the wall of a shrine in the fort 
An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, dated 1460, expired. See Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 289. 
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7 . 20/1894.— -(Tamil.) On the wall of another shrine in the 
same place. A damaged record of Konerimaikoridan. 

7 -A.. In the possession of a resident GangSdham Ssstn. A 
C.P. grant relating to the hamlet of Rsmayyanpatti. 

7-B. A C.P. in the hands of GurumOrti GurukkaJ in the temple 
of Padmagiriivara. Records that Baruki Venkatarflya gave seven 
villages to the God and Goddess in S. 1665, Rudhirodgart. See 
Ins., S. Dts., p. 72, No. 8. 

7-C. A C.P. in the hands of Ramakpshiia GurukkaJ. Records 
that Dalavay NSrayanappayya re-established certain temple 
villages in S. 1672, in the reign of Vijaya Rangachokkanatha 
Nayakar. Ibid., p. 7 2, No. 9. (The date is inconsistent, as 
Vijayaranga was the Naik king of Madura from 1705 to 1731*1 

Ram andthapuram . 

8. 690 of 1905.— -(Tamil.) On a rock near Dindigul. Belongs 
to the reign of the Pandya king Maraftjadaiyan. Records the 
building of a tank by ParantakapaJli-VCJan alias NakkambuJJnn, 
who accompanied the Paridya king in his expedition against 
Idavai in the Choja country. [Venkayya identifies Idavai with 
the village of the same name in Marmi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajendra-Simhavalanaclu on the northern bank of the Kavfiri. 
See S.I.I., Vol. II, p. 53* Maraftjadaiyan was the Varaguija 
Maharaja who ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Sec Ep. Ind„ 
Vol. IX, p. 84; Ibid., Vol. XI, p. 253; also the inscriptions at 
Ambasamudram, Trichinopoly, TiruveJJarai and Tillaisthanam.)

9. 63 of 1905.— (Vattejuttu.) On a rock to the left of the 
entrance into the central shrine of the rock-cut temple of Nara- 
&ihga-PerumaJ. Records in the thirty-third year of the Choja king 
Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (i.e., Parflntaka I (906—47) the 
digging of a tank called Kaliyanfiri, the donor being Arupidi 
Kaliyan, an officer of the king. Refers to KJl-lraniyamuftam and 
the village of Nara6irigamangalam included in it ; also to the 
temple of Nara&inga-Permanadigal on the Tiruv&naimalai hill* 
[Iraniyamuttam* is known in Tamil literature and included 
PerungunrQr, the native place of Poet Perunkau&ikanSr, the 
author of the Malaipadukaddm.) 

10. 64 of 1905.— (Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
twenty-first year of the Choja-Pa^dya king JatSvarman alias 
Udaiyar Sundara-Pandya-^ojadSva, Viceroy of Madura under 
Rajendra Chola I, gift of sheep for a lamp. Mentions Kll- 
Irapiyamuttam and Tiruvanaimalai. 

11 . 65 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock to the right of the en- 
trance into the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged 
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record of the Chola-Pandya JafSvarman alias Udaiy&r Sundara- 
Sola-Paijglyadeva (the Viceroy under RajSndra, ChOla I), dated 
twenty-first year- _Records gift of a lamp. The shrine is called 
after Narasimha Alvar on the Tiruvanaimalai in KlJ-Iraniya- 
mutfam in Rajgndrachola-Valanadu (a subdivision) of Rajaraja- 
Pandinadu. 

12. 66 of 1905' — (Vatteluttu.) At the entrance into the 
mantapa of the cave near the same temple. A partly mutilated 
record. Mentions SOmasiparivirajakar. 

13 — 20. 67 to 74 of 1905. — (Vaftejuttu and Tamil.) On a rock 
with sculptures overhanging a natural cave in the same village. 
Mentions NaraSingamangalam, Ajjanandi, Ten-kalavalinadu 
Porko^u. Tinaikalattar, Venbaikudi-nadu. [For mention ot 
Ajjanandin see N.A. 710-D.] 

21. 454 of 1906. — On the left side of the entrance into the 
central shrine. (Grantha.) Records that Madhurakavi, the son 
of Mara, resident of Karavandapura, and minister of the 
Pandya king Parantaka made this stone temple, gave away 
this rich agrahara to Brahmans and set up the image of the God in 
K. 3871, on the day of the sun in the month of Karttika. Madhura- 
kavi is called a Vaidya. [See Ep. Ind ., Vol. VIII, pp. 317 — 20, 
where Mr. Venkoba Rao edits the inscription.] 

22. 453 of 1906. — On the right side of the entrance. (Archaic, 
Vatteluttu and Grantha.) Records that Maran-Kari, the minister 
of the Pandyan king Sadaiyan (son of Maran), excavated the cave 
at Anamalai, but ascended heaven before consecrating it, and 
his younger brother Maran Eyinan Pandimangalavi^aiyaraiyan, 
who became prime minister made the mukha-manfapa and 
consecrated the image. [Ibid., Mr. Venkoba Rao identifies 
Maran-Sadayan with a predecessor or probably grandfather 
of that Maraiijadayan who was known as Varaguna and who, 
according to the Trichinopoly cave inscription (414 of 1904), 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Mr. Venkoba Rao further 
surmises that Nammalvar, the teacher of Madhurakavi, who 
was known as Kari-Maran, was probably the son of the minister 
Maran-Kari. This is however inconsistent with the Vaishpava 
Guruparampara which says that Kari-Maran, the Alvar, was a man 
of the fourth caste, while his elderly contemporary and disciple 
Madhurakavi was a Brahman. The names Maran, Kari and 
Madhurakavi seem however to show that by about A.D. 770 the 
Alvars Nammalvar and Madhurakavi were well known.] 

23. 455 of 1906. — (Grantha.) On the west wall of the majrjfapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record of KrishnadSva Raya of 
Vijayanagar, dated S. 1441, Pramathin. Mentions Timmabhflpa as 
the king’s door-keeper and a certain Madhura-Rapnanatha as his 
agent.

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24 . 456 of 1906. — On a stone built into the platform in front of 
the shrine of the goddess in the same temple. A record of the 
sixth year of £rr-Vallabha Pandya. Mentions Kandadai Kaja- 
meghabhattan of Apastamba sQtra. See No. 160 below. 

25 . 457 of 1906.— (Paji.) At the entrance into the natural cave 
known as Pctnchcip&iidci'octrpadulik&i in the same village. In the 
Brahmi character. The cave and beds have been described in Rp. 
Rep., 1907, PP- 60-61. 

Gdrip&laiyam. 

26 . 77 of 1905.— (Tamil.) On a pillar set up within -the 
Muhammadan masjid. Records in the reign of the Nayaka king 
Krishpappa-Nayaka Virappa-Nayaka in S. 1495, expired, B/iam, 
gift of land. Mentions a number of names of Vijayanagara kings 
and refers to Kana-Pandya. [The inscription records that a 
considerable area of land was presented by Kflria Pflnclya to 
Muhammadans and that it was confirmed by Vlrappa Naik in 
A.D. 1573. Nelson translates it in his Madura Manual , p. 67.] 

Kalugumalai Hill ( Mditgulam). 

27 — 32 . 460 to 465 of 1906. — (Pa[i.) On four boulders. In the 
Brahmi characters. See for description of this place and similar 
antiquities in the neighbouring village of ArittSpatti, Rp. 

1907, p. 61. The Epigraphist assigns the inscription which 
resembles the alphabets of the A&oka edicts to the end of the third 
and the beginning of the second century B.C. These are amongst 
the earliest lithic records of the Tamil country and the presence of 
Pali shows that it was understood in the Pandya country even in 
that early period. Its connection with the origin and development 
of the Tamil Vatteluttu is still to be ascertained. 

Kiladi. 

33 . 4470/1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Arjune^vara temple. Records in the twenty-third 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula&kharadsva (I, 1268—1308), " who was pleased to take every 
country,” that Kdpakaraya, the son of Majavaraya, rebuilt the 
temple and gave different names to the God and his consort in 
order to secure merit for his parents. The temple is called 
Muchukunda Tiruviraml&varamudaiya-Nayanar at SrT-KuntidCvi- 
chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadsya to the east of the tank (kulakkil) 
at Velar in Ma dhuroday a-valansdu. See Rp. Ind „ Vol. IX, pp. 223. 

34 . 448 of 1906.— (Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A mutilated record. Seems to register a sale 
of land. 

35 . 449 of 1906; (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-first year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula&ekharadeva (I, 1268— 1308), “ who was pleased 
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to take every country,” sale of land to Kottan Tennadan alias 
Tribhuvana&ingadeva of KannanOr in Malaimandalam by the 
sabha of SrI-KuntidSvi-chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya to the 
east of the tank at Velar in Madhurodaya Valanadu which was 
a devadana of (the temple of) MudivaJarigu-Pandya-i&varamudaiya- 
Nayanar ; refers to the executive committee ( nirvaha sabhai ) of the 
village and to the twenty-fourth year of the king's reign. See 
Bp. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 224, where it is pointed out that the date 
(Karkataka 8, Aparapaksha, Ekada^i, Rohini) corresponded to 
Saturday, 5th July, A.D. 1298. 

36 . 450 of 1906. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On a stone set up near 
a channel in the same village. Records in the twenty-second year 
of the Pandya king Kula£ekhara the construction of the channel. 
This is the “ unreadable ” inscription referred to by Mr. Sewell. 

37 . 451 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On another stone set up in the same 
place. A much damaged and mutilated record, the date and the 
king’s name of which are lost. 

38 . 452 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field, near 
the same village. In modern characters. [Referred to by Mr. 
Sewell.] 

Kilakkudi. 

In the natural cave called Seltippodnvu near this village are Jain 
images and beds described in detail in Ep.Rep., 1910, pp. 77-8. 
The sculptures are of great iconographical interest and Mr. Krishna 
Sastri believes that they are different from those sketched by Dr. 
Burgess in his article on Digambara Jain iconography in Ind - Antq., 
Vol. XXXII, p. 459 ff. The following Vattejuttu inscriptions have 
been copied. 

39 . 330 of 1908.— On the pedestal of one of the Jaina images. 
Records that the image was cut at the instance of Gunas 5 nappe- 
riyadigal, the pupil of VarttamSnava Panditar who was the pupil 
of Guna&enadOva presiding over Kurancli-Tirikkattamballi Vepbu- 
nadu. (No information is available about the teachers mentioned 
here. See N.A. 385 and 744 for teachers with similar names. The 
Jainasiddhantabhfiskara gives two GunasSnas in the apostolic line 
of the Serna Gana, founded by Jinasena I about 16 B.C. These are 
the fifteenth and forty-fifth of the list. The same treatise gives a 
GunasGna as the fifty-fifth from Mahtydra in the Kashtha Sangha 
line of teachers.] 

40 . 331 0/1908-— On the pedestal of another Jaina image on 
the hill. Records that the image was cut at the instance of a pupil 
of GupasSnadava who was in charge of this palli. See the above 
epigraph. 

41 . 332 0/1908.— On the pedestal of a third Jaina image in the 
same place. A damaged record. Mentions GunasenadSva who 
presided over this palli. See No, 39 above. 
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42 . 63 of 1910.— Below the Jaina figure cut on the boulder out- 
side the cavern. Damaged in the beginning. Records that 
Abinandan Bhatara, a pupil of Arimandaia Bhatara, who was the 
pupil of Abinandan Bhatara, who in turn was the pupil of Kanaka- 
nandi Bhatara, caused this image to be cut. It also refers to 
Kurajjdi Tirukkattamballi. (I have not been able to get informa- 
tion about these in any of the Jain PattSvalis. Kanakanandi 
Bhatara is, I suppose, different from Kanakavira mentioned in Nf A 
744-1

43 . 160/1894.— (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the Siva 
temple. An incomplete record of the Pantlya king ** who took the 
head of the Chela,” dated ninth year.

58 . 60 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same pillars. An incom- 
plete and mutilated record of the tenth year of Maravarman Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya d 5 va “ who was pleased to 
re-present the Choja country ” (1216 — 35). 

59 . 62 of 1905. — On the fifth pillar in the same place. A record 
of the second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
iekharadeva (1190 — 1217) making a gift of land. 

60 -A. In the east gopuram. First inscription at the southern 
wall at the entrance. A record dated S. 1501, Pramathi (Puratta^i), 
granting exemption of tax to the Ssdars of the province of Rama- 
nathapuram who brought the first betel-leaf and nut to the palace. 
Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns ., No. 22, p. 109- 

60 -B. In the east gopura, a little before the south door-jamb. 
Records that in S. 1532, Saumya (Ani, pfi&am) Vi&vanatha-VTrappa 
Naiker exempted the Mudaliyar servants of the Chokkanatha 
temple at Anakkudi and other villages from the levying of 
brokerage. Ibid., No. 23, pp. 109-10. Vlrappa was the predecessor 
of Tirumal Naik and reigned from 1609 to 1623. See bid. Antq., 
1916, p. 132 f. 

60 -C. On the east gopura on the north door-jamb. An inter- 
esting record dated in S. 1632, Khara, Pangum 20, Saturday, in the 
time of Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha Naik (1705—31). Refers to a 
temple servant’s falling down from the temple tower as a protest 
against undue collection of tax from some tax-free villages and the 
yielding of the State officials- See Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., 
No. 24, pp. no -xi. 

60 -D. 502 of 1907. ™(Vatfe]uttu.) On a detached stone lying 
in the Madunugopalasvamin temple. A fragment of record, dated 
thirty-eighth year. The king's name is lost. Mentions Tirutturuttn 
MahadCvar and PerumQr in Anda-nadu ; seems to record the gift 
of a lamp. 

61 . 503 of 1907.— (Vafteiuttu.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of Kochcha, the date of which is 
lost. Seems to record the gift of a lamp. 
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62 . 504 of 1907. — (Vattejuttu.) On a third stone in the same 
place. Records gift of a lamp by Kunraftjundari of Korravayir 
cheri in Vada-Madirai to the temple at Tirutturutti, a dOvadflna in 
Anda-nadu. King’s name and date lost. 

63 . 505 0/1907— (Vatteluttu.) On a fourth stone lying in the 
Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment. Seems to register gift 
of cows. 

64 . 5060/1907.— (Tamil.) On eight other stones in the same 
place. Fragment of a record of the Pandya king MAravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin, dated twelfth , year. Mentions ParA- 
krama-Paiidyadgva and the §aivachArya SivagOchari-MahAdCva of 
the BhSradvaja-gOtra. 

' 65 . 507 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the thirteenth stone in the same 

place. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl- 
Vallabhadeva in his second year. Records a gift by the queen 
Ulagamulududaiyal. [Was he Maravarman Sri Vallabha who was 
apparently a predecessor of JatAvannan Kuia&tJkhara I (I 190 • 1217 ) 
or the Jatavarman Srlvallabha who is mentioned in the third year 
of Maravarman Sundara Paijdya I (1216— 35 ^ 

66. 508 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth stone in the same 
place. The stone bears at the top the Pandya crest, t.e., two fish 
with a trisula between them. Records the gift of a flower garden 
by the queen ElulagumuludummiaiyA]. 

67 . 509 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth and sixteenth 
stones in the same place. A fragment of record. 

68. 510 0/1907. — (Grantha and Sanskrit.) On thirteen other 
stones in the same place. Purports to be the genealogy of the 
Mahamandale&vara RamarAja-TirumalarAya-MahArAja, dated 
Kaliyuga (mistake for 4647), S. 1468, ParAbhava. 

69 . 5000/1907. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the west wall of 
same temple. An unfinished record dated &. 1 520, expired, HCvi- 
lambi. 

- 70.350/1908. — (Telugu.) On one of the pillars in the Kam- 
battadi-mantapa in the SundarG&vara temple. Records in the reign 
of theNayaka king Virappa-NAyaka (1572— - 95), son of ViSvanAtha- 
Nayaka-Krishnappa-Nayaka, in S. 1505, expired, Subhanu, the con- 
struction of the mantapa. A Tamil copy of the document is added 
below the inscription. [See Ind. Antq„ 1916, pp. 90—2, for an 
account of Vlrappa's reign.] 

71 . 36 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Perumal temple in the same town. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Venkata-Maharaya (I, 1586— 1616). Mentions in L 1523, 
expired, Subhakrit, the temple of MadanagOpala at Madura and 
Bhashyakara, Le., Srr-RSmamijachar/k. Venkata was, it is well 
Jnown, a disciple ofTCotikanyadanamTatacharya and an ardent

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72. 557. <? / I 9I I « — On the south wall of the manfapa in front of 
the Kodal-AJagar temple. Records that stones were supplied for 
the building of the Ardha-manfapa and the garbhagriha of the 
Kodal-Alagiya-PerumSl temple, by Kandadai Konamman for the 
merit of Kandadai-Apnan and states that the work was finished 
during the administration of Yellappa-Nayakkar. Mentions 
Ramaraja Vifthaladeva-Maharaja and his subordinate Tin*mappa- 
Nayakar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar. Kandadai Annan was a 
descendant of Mudaliyapdan, the uncle and contemporary of 
Ramanuja. It was this family that first broke the Acharyic 
tradition and embraced the creed’ of the Prabandhic teacher 
Varavaramuni. The present Annan was probably the son or 
grandson of the disciple of Manavala-Mahamuni or a member of 
the same family. 

73. 558 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the central shrine in the same temple. A damaged 
and unfinished record. Records gift of money and a house for 
offerings to the same temple by Vasavana-Nayakkar-Timmappa 
Nayakkar. 

74. 559 of 191 1.— (Tamil.) On the same walls. Dated in the 
reign of the Vijayanagara king Vrrapratapa Sada£ivadeva-Maha- 
raya in §. 1473, Virodhikrit. Records gift of three villages for 
offerings and festivals to the temple of Kadal-Alagiya-PerumSl by 
Timmappa-Nayakkar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar for the merit of 
Ramaraja-Vitthaladfiva-Maharaja. [He was the Viceroy of the 
south which he reconquered for Vijayanagar in 1545.] 

7 5. 560 of 191 1. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up in the Collector’s 
bungalow in the village. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KonOrimeikohdan in his fourteenth year. Records that a certain 
JflanamttrtT d€va of the Nandike^varadfivar-santana in the Amupda- 
ma|ha, built in the name of Annan Vijuppadarajar of Vadagarai 
Varanava&i-paftmam in Malaikkudinadu, a matha called Mdnam- 
pcriym-madam and endowed it with 10 m& of land, which the king 
made tax-free ( iraiyili ). 

76 . 4 of 1915. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the third gopura 
in the SundarC&vara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikondan in his thirteenth year, three hundred and sixth 
day, describing gift of land for the maintenance of a flower garden 
and for feeding MaheSvaras in the NaralekasOryan-tirumadam. 
The land was situated in PaganQr-kQrram. Built in at the begin- 
ning. 

77. 5 of 1915.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of , the first gopura 
in the same temple. A damaged record dated S. 1469, Kllaka, 
Dakshipayana, 12, Friday, PQrva-Phalguni. Seems to record a gift 
of land for the nuttha presided over by JftanakQttar alias Sattijfta- 
naderi&anaigaj. 
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78. 6 of 1915— (Tamil.) On a pillar in the same gflpura. 
Dated in the reign of the Nayaka king Vijayarariga-Chokkana- 
tha Nayaka (1705—31), son of Muttu-Vlrappa-Nayaka (1680—89). 
Records in S. 1633, Khara, Pariguni, tenth day, &u. di. n, 
Alesha, Sukarma-yOge, Bhadravakarana, Saturday, corre- 
sponding to March 8, A.D. 1712, remission of taxes on four 
village* granted to the bearers of the image of the god Sokka- 
nathasvamin. Mentions the commander-in-chief Kumara Da{a- 
vay KastQri Rarigayyan and the pradhani Venkatakrishnayyan. 
See my Hist., Ndik king. Madura in Ind . Antq., I 9 * 7 > PP* t86 — 90 * 

79 . 7 of 1915.— (Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the third 
prakara of the Mlnakshi-Amman temple in the same village ; right 
of entrance. A much damaged record. Two verses in praise of a 
Pandya king (valudi) who had the surname vdhll vah tir audit n. A 
second set of two verses evidently in praise of the same king who 
is here called Khdalar-koman, mentions the damming of the sea 
with his sword. 

80 . The Dalavai agraharam plates of Vehkatapati I (so 
called because it was obtained from one Anantaehflrya of the 
Dalavai Agraharam, .Madura). A record of Vehkatapati I of 
Penukonda, dated S. 1 508, Vyaya, Utthilndvildasi of the bright half 
of . Karttika, recording the gift of the village of Gahgavflrappatti 
or Vlrabhttpasamudram to a number of Brahmans at the request of 
VlrabhQpa (Vlrappa Naik) of Madura (1572—95), the son of Kpsh- 
nappa (1563—73), and grandson of Vi&vanatha (1559 - 63). See Hp. 
Ind., Vol. XII, pp. 159—87, where Mr. Gopinatha Rao edits the in- 
scription. The inscription mentions Tatacharya, the preceptor of 
Venkata I and Mr. Gopinatha Rao traces his connexion with the 
Vijayanagara dynasty on the basis of the Prapannilmruta. He also 
enumerates from the Tiruppanimdlai of the Madura temple, the 
holy works of Vlrappa Naik. 

80-A. Dalavai agraharam plates of Varatuhga Rama Papdya. 
Records that on Wednesday, Magha Kpshnapaksha chaturda&i, in 
Chitrabhanu, §. 1504, Varatuhga granted the village of MuruganOri 
to Chandrasekhara, son of Chokkappa Pandita, a doctor. 7 'rav. 
Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 1 1 7— 25. , 

80 -B. Another C.P. from the same place. Records on 
Ashadha 30 of S. 1510, Sarvadharin, that king Varatuhga Rama 
Vira Pandya granted the village of Silarippafti to Govimlabhafta, 
son of Udayambhatfa. Ibid., pp. 126 — 33. 

81. C.P. No: 22 of Mr. Sewell’s List.— (Tamil.) In the District 
Court of Madura. Records a grant of property in some lands to a 
Siva temple dedicated to the god Vi 4 ve 4 vara and the goddess 
Akhilande&vari, in S. 1691 (A.D. 1769) = Kaliyuga 4780, Virodhi, 
by Hiranyagarbha Ragunatha Setupati Kattar Avarga], lord of 
Tevainagara. The grant is said to have been made when “ the 
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A&vapati, Narapati, Gajapati and Setupati kings were reigning over 
the countries of ChOlamapdalam, Topdamaijqlalam, Yapanapafta- 
pam (Jaffna) and Yerumandalam (Ceylon).” 

82 . C.P. No. 23 of Mr, Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) Records a grant 
of some lands by Muttu Kumara Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son 
ofKumara Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, and son-in-law of 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Kattar, to a Brahman 
in £. 1658 (A.D. 1736), Nala. 

83 . C-P. No. 27 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Modem Tamil.) This is 
the same as No. 20 in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns „ pp. 107-8. Records 
a private document drawn up between two brothers, after a dispute 
as to which was the elder. The younger, Sinna Vadavada Nayak- 
karTummi&i, having been declared in an assembly consisting of 18 
Kodangi Naiks and Polygars, that he was junior, the elder, Rama 
Raya Tummi^i Nayakkar, granted him some lands. Rama Raya 
Tummi&i calls himself head of &illavars and assumes great titles. 
The document is dated in S. 1455 (A.D. 1 533), isObhakrit (wrong) 
in Makara, new moon day. [The record is of singular value as 
illustrating the nature of caste decisions and methods of decision.] 

84 . C.P. No. 59 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records grant of lands for 
a charitable purpose, viz., for an Annadana matkam, or place where 
food is cooked and distributed gratis, by the chief of Punnalpalai- 
nadu, Muttu Vaduganatha Periya Udaya Tfivar, son of Vijaya 
Raghunatha Sevaran Periya Udaya Tevar, in £. 1681 (A.D. 1759), 
Pramadi. 

85 . C.P. No. 63 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — In the Collector’s office. 
(Tamil.) Records in K.A. 775, Sarvari (A.D. 1599), that the Sadra 
priests of a certain “Todukulai Mtltta Raja,” created one Kup- 
payan^li Pi]]ai Karanam of seven villages, and endowed, besides 
some lands for his and his descendants’ maintenance, the right 
to collect two panams from each large family and one panam from 
each small family. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 25, pp. 111-2. 

86 . C.P. No. 197 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Records grant by Tiru- 
mala Nayakka (1623 — 59) of Madura to &rT Ranga Nayakka, lord of 
Ve]likurchi ( VeUikurichisimdikku Kartar), as a reward for his services 
in slaying tigers, in Jaya, which must have been A.D. 1654. 

87 . C.P. No, 198 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records an order signed 
by Kodi Nagama Nayakka, commanding MuttunrQvaraittfivan, lord 
of Kodi KulattukkOftai and Ara&irippu in the province of Muduku, 
to pay tribute to the Karpata Samasthanam (the Carnatic). The date 
of the grant was in the reign of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
The date is K.A. 821, Parthiva (A.D. 1645). A succession of Naiks 
is given, but these do not correspond to the Naiks of Madura. 

88. C.P. No. 199 of Mr. Sewells List.-— Records a grant by 
Tirumala Nayakka of Madura to a private individual in the year 

xa6 
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Khara. “No other date is given, but the document must have 
been executed in A.D. 1651.” 

89 . C.P. No. 62 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Modern Tamil.) Records 
a document drawn up by two people of the Kaundar caste conferring 
certain privileges on the watchmen of the village of AmandQr in 
Krodhana, Vaikaii 12 (but without any other guide to the period). 
One Pichchan of the Nattukkal]ar community was appointed by 
them as village watchman and he was entitled to the gift of a 
woman’s sadi (& 5 lai), a duppatti, a turban, and handful of gruel and 
of alms. See Tam. and Sans. Tnscrns., No. 33, p. 136. Mr. Sewell 
calls the village Amatur. 

89 -A. A C.P. grant of Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha (1705 — 3I)of 
the Naik dynasty of Madura, in S. 1639, Karttika 21, recording gift 
of a maffia at Tirukkajukkunram in Chingleput district. The plate 
has been deposited in the Madras Museum. 

90 . C.P. No. 108 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Records grant of some 
lands, by a private person in S. 1638, Kaliyuga 4827, Plavahga 
(A.D. 1716), to the Rlmagiri temple in the “ Tattainadu.” No 
sovereign is mentioned. [The dates are not consistent.] 

91 . C.P. No. 136 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Nandinagari.) Records 
a grant of two villages in the Madura district, Marudarigudi and 
Karupuram, otherwise called Madanagopalapuram, to several 
Vaishnava Brahmans in S. 1519 (A.D. 1597 ). Hevi]ambi. The 
grant was issued by Verikatapati 11) of Chandragiri at the request 
of Krishnappa Naik of Madura who is styled P&ndya Pdrthiva 
Krishna Nripati. 

92 . C.P. No. 21 1 of Mr. Sewell’s List.— (Grantha and Sanskrit.) 
Records that, at the request of Ramakrishnappa, “ sitting on the 
lion throne of VallabHh NarSndra after 33 years have passed, and 
after 6. IS 1 ?.” King Ativlra Rama Pandya granted the village of 
Nadikkudi or Ativiraramapuram to a number of Brahmans. The 

- figure of a boar with a dagger standing on its nose is engraved 
at the end. See Trav. Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 133—146. This is the 
same as the third Dalavai agraharam plates. 

93 . C.P. No. I of 1911. — A record of Vijaya Ranga Chokka- 
natha of Madura, dated in S. 1643, &ubhakrit, recording gift of 
land! to a certain Narasapantulu, probably a physician, who “ was 
to enjoy lands rent free, by offering prayer to Dhanvantri.” 

94 . C.P. No. 3 0/1 91 1. —A record of Rani Mahgamma], dated 
S. 1623, Vrisha, while “ Vlra Venkafadeva Maharaya was ruling 
at Ghanagiri (Penukopda). Records gift of land for a feeding 
institute to a certain Subbayya Bhagavata. The inscription gives 
an instance of the formal acceptance of Vijayanagara suzerainty 
long after it ceased to exist. 

9 4 - A. C.P. No. 4 of 1910-1 1. —Originally in the hands of the 
District Judge of Madura and now in the museum. A Tamil 
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record dated in 3 . 1105, Angirasa (wrong), but in modern charac- 
ters thereby showing that it is a forgery. Records gift of a matha, 
a flower garden and a well to a certain Nllakaiitha Pandarakkutfi 
of Toiidipattaijam by the Mudaliyandi PannaftSr of Iravu^a/i. 

95 . C.P. No. 9 of Appendix A, Mad. Ep. Rep., 1906. — Now 
preserved in the Madras Museum. This is a grant of the reign of 
Verikafapati Dsva Raya in S. 1531, Saumya, recording the gift of 
the village of NaganallQru surnamed MuttuvIramahlpSlasamu- 
dram to Brahmanas by the king at the request of the Naik of 
Madura, Muttu Vlrappa. [The record shows that in 1609 the 
Naik kingdom acknowledged the supremacy of Chandragiri. See 
my Hist. Nsik. king., Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916, p. 104. 

Muttuppatti ( hamlet of Vadapalangy). 

96 — 98 . 58—60 of 1910.— (Brahmi.) On the pillow side of a 
stone-bed on the hill and on a boulder of the same hill. Unread. 
IF^>r the description of the Jain images and beds see Madr. Ep. 
Rep., 1910, p. 77-1 

99 . 61 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) On the same boulder below a 
Jain figure. Records that Kanakavlra Periatligaj, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was a disciple of Kurapdi Atfa-upavasi-Bhaiara 
of Venbu-nadu, caused this image to be cut in the name of the 
inhabitants of Kuyirkudi. (Modern Kllakkudi.) See No. 42 above. 

100 . 62 of 1910. — (Vaftejuttu.) In the same place. Records 
that Maganandi, a disciple of Kurandi Ashfa-upavasi, caused this 
image to be cut in the name of the inhabitants of the district. 

Pastmatai. 

100 -A. With Rev. Mr. Jones of this place. A Tamil C.P. 
grant of the fifteenth year of Konerinmaikondan. Records gift 
of land to a Vaishijavamalha at Tirumaliruftjolai (Alagarmalai), 
and to Vikrama Paitdya Viiinahar Alvar at KiiaikodumalOr. 

Ph'hchi-ptillam. 

The findings in this place are akin to those at Kongar-Puliyati- 
gulam, Kllakkudi, etc. Foundations of ruined buildings and Jain 
relics are still to be seen here. The Government Epigraphist points 
out in his Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, p. 78, that there is a large courtyard 
in front of a rock which “ bears a row of Jaina sculptures a 11 facing 
east. Five of these are standing naked figures with a canopy of 
five serpent-hoods spreading overhead and attendant deities on 
the sides. They are undoubtedly representations of the seventh 
Tfrthankara Suparsva." The following inscriptions have been 
copied 

101 . 64 0/ 1910. —(Vatteluttu.) Below a Jaina figure. Records 
that Gupamatiyar, mother of Ajjapandi, caused this image to be 
cut. See N.A. 710-D, 
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102 . 65 of 1910. — (Vatte)uttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut on behalf of a certain 
Achchan £rlpalan, nephew of Anattavan Ma£enan, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this Palli. See No. 39 above. 

103 . 66 of 19IQ. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut by Kandan Porpattan of Ssirukadaippuram, 
a pupil of Gunasgnadeva who was in charge of this Palli. See No. 
39 above. 

104 . 67 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut on behalf of Vglan Sadaiyan, a shepherd 
of ParQr in Milalai-kOrram, by his wife. 

105 . 68 of 1910. — (Vattejuttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut by Kanakanandi, a servant of 
Tirukkurandi of Venbunadu. See No. 42 above. 

106 . 69 of 1910. — Records that this image was caused to be 
made on behalf of his younger brother by Araiyangavidi, pupil 
of GunasSnadgva, who was In charge of this Palli. 

Tirumogur* 

107 . 75 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
of the Kalamggha-Perumal temple. Records in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, gift of land by Basavana-Nayaka Timmappa-Nayaka. 
See No. 72 above. 

108 . 76 of I 905 - — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
connected with the above epigraph and dated in &. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit. 


Tiruparankunram. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives a list of eleven inscriptions in 
this place, but with no details. 

.. 109 . C.P. No. 61 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) Records that 
Vlrasimha Taittu, a descendant of MangammaJ (presented some- 
thing ?) in §. 1765 (A.D. 1843), Bahudhanya, to the Subrahmanya 
temple, four miles south of Madura. The dates are inconsistent 
and the first part of the inscription is in old Tamil while the latter 
part is in quite modern Tamil. 

110 . 490/1890. — On the east wall of the rock-cut cave, now 
called Umaiyandan kOyil, on the south side of the local rock. A 
record of the seventh year of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva (I, 1216 — 35), 


* In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell says : “ An ancient Siva temple with many inscrip, 
tions, copies of two of which have been sent me. One is dated S. 1473 (A.D. 1551) 
and records a private gift of lands to the temple. The other records repairs carried out 
by Da|avai Setupati in 1622 (A.D. 1700).” The first of these is evidently the «»» 
as No. 107 in the above list. 
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who boasts of having burnt Tanjore and UraiyGr and presented 
the ChOla country to a favourite of his (evidently Rajaraja m). 
[Edited by S. M. Natesa Sastri in Tam. and Sons. Ins., Arch. Sur., 
S. Ind., Vol- IV, pp. 43 — 55. The inscription refers to MadakkulakklJ 
Madurai of the Madhurodaya valanadu and says that the king 
gave, at the instance of Majavarayar, the village of Sundara 
Pandyapuram or PulinkunrUru, situated to the east of the tank of 
Vlranarayanakkulam, for temple worship, service, etc., to the 
Sthanapatis, Siva-Brahmanas, etc., of the temple of £rr Sundara 
Pandya I&varamudaiyar. Nelson gives a summary of the 
inscription in his Madura Manual. See also Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 
295, for Mr. Sewell’s remarks which are of course antiquated. 

111 . On the inner gOpuram of the Subrahmaxjya temple. A 
record of S- 1714, Paritapi, Pahguni 4, Wednesday, £uklapaksha 
dvitiya, Revati, saying that when “ Asata Kepila Napapu ” was 
ruling and “ Amir Katar Sayapu ” was local Governor, and Raja- 
gOpal Rayar was diwan, a regiment of Europeans came to Madura, 
destroyed the temple, seized the town and were advancing 
further, when at the instance of the temple managers and local 
people, a certain Kufti, son of Vairavi Muttukkaruppan, threw 
himself down, in order to stop the enemy from further progress, 
from the tower and that the grateful people gave his descendants 
some lands and shares in temple food offerings as a reward, 
themselves undertaking to pay the tax on the endowed lands. 
See No. 60-C above. Tam. and Sans. Ins., No.*28, pp. 41 — 43. 

Ill- A. On the north side of the tower. A record dated 6. 1593 
(A.D. 1671). ( Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 295.) 

111 -B. 3 7 of 1908. — (Vatteluttu.) On one of the pillars in the 
rock-cut cave. A record of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan, dated 
sixth year. See Ind- Antq ., Vol- XXII, p. 67 ff. The king has not 
been identified. He might be the same as the sovereign who 
figures in Md. 21 and 22 above. 

112 . 333 of 1908. — On the pillow side of the Panchapajndava 
beds on the eastern slope of the hill. Records in Brahmi charac- 
ters. Unread.

113 . 38 of 1908.— (Brahmi.) On a rock overhanging the 
Panchapaijdavar-padukkai. See Ep- Rcp .,1 908, p. 58. 

114 . 39 of 1908. — (Tamil.) Near the same rock. Records in 
the reign of the Saluva king Immadi-Naraliihga-Maharaya a gift 
for the merit of Narasarja-Nayaka by the governor of Madurai- 
maijdalam, to the temple of Vlrabhadra-Nayinar at VaruchchiyOr, 
Immadi Narasimha was the son of the usurper Sa[uva Nara&inga, 
to be ultimately overthrown by the Tuluva Narasana Nayaka, 
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VilGcheri- 

114-A. On the ardhamartfapa of the Siva temple. A private 

gift of lands to the temple in §. 1400 (A.D. 1478). Antiquities, 

Vol. I, p. 295. _ .

Alagarkovil. 

115 . C.P. No. 164 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records a document 
belonging to the Alagarkovil temple, professing to be executed 
in S. 1311 (A.D. 1389), Saumya. [The inconsistency of the dates 
and the nature of the inscription have made Mr. Sewell think that 
it is a modern forgery.] 

116 . C.P. No. 165 of Mr. Sewell’s List - — Records another grant 
belonging to the same temple, and the same remarks as No. 164 
apply to it. As it stands, it professes to have been executed in 
6. 1135 (A.D. 1213), Ananda . 

117 . C.P- No. 166 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Another document, 
precisely similar in its rough, clumsy execution to the above. It 
comes from the same temple. It professes to have been executed 
in 1394 (A-D. 1472), Virodhi, during the (imaginary) reign of 
“Mallikai Rayar, Anuria Rayar, VirGpakshi Rayar, ^rTrahga Rayar, 
6 iva 4 ariku Rayar, Sttpa&iva (? Sada&iva) Rayar, Gopala Rayar 
and Ramadeva Rayar. ” 

117 - A. Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, No. 26. — A C.P. grant, 
dated K. 4707, Ananda, Tai 15, saying that an assembly of the 
Naiks, Ambalakaras, Kavundas, etc-, met, inquired into a suit 
between two cousins who were employed as watchmen in the 
Alagar temple, and divided the income incumbent upon their 
offices equally. The inscription is very interesting for the method 
of administering justice in those days. It refers to a father's killing 
his son for suspicion of theft. See pp. 112— 1 1 7. The inscription 
is said to be in the Collector's office, Madura. 

118 . 3340/1908. — On the pillow-side of one of the beds in the 
huge cavern known as Paflchapandava-beds on the hill. A record 
in Brahmi characters. 

119 . 80 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of a maptapa in the 
temple of Sundararaja-Peruma]. A damaged record of the Choi a 
king Rajarajake&arivarman alias Srl-Rajarajad 5 va I, dated twenty- 
second year- Seems to register a gift of land. 

120 — 129 . 70—79 of 1910.— (Brahmi.) On the roof of the 
cavern called Panchapandavar-padukkai. “The inscriptions,” 
says Mr* Krishna Sastri, “ are difficult of interpretation, being 
neither Pali nor Dravidian.” The numerous Jaina figures and beds 
and the Brahmi records “ existing inone and the same cavern, raise 
the suspicion that these caverns, once occupied by the Buddhists, 
wbte in a subsequent period appropriated by the Jaina ascetics. 1 '' 
{Mqd.Ep.Rep., 1910, p, 80.) 
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Karungt llakkudi. 

130 . 561 of 1911* — (Brahmi.) On a rock of the cavern in the 
Paflchapandavarkuttu hill. Not read. 

131 . 562 of 1911. — (Vatteluttu.) Below the pedestal of ajaina 
image on a rock to the left of the same cavern. Records that 
“this image (tirumeni) was caused to be made by the glorious 
Ajjanandi.” See Nos. 13 — 20 above. 

132 . 563 oj 1911* — (Vatteluttu verse.) On one of the stone 
beds in a second cavern on the same hill. Registers the several 
acts performed by a certain Pa||idaraiyan, while he was in the 
service of the Paijdya king (Valudi, Mlnavan). Amongst his 
services were the building of a bright vimdna, stopping the sea, 
protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil by the powers of his scholar- 
ship, asceticism and saintliness. [The Government Epigraphist 
says that there is an apparent reference here to Agastya and the 
Podiya mountain, but no information about the age of the Papaya 
and PaJJidaraiyan mentioned here is available. “ The Vattejuttu 
characters however suggest a period approximating to the ninth 
century. A.D.” 

133 . In a Muhammadan tomb (“the tomb of Chandasa ”), on 
another part of the same hill. A much damaged Tamil record of 
& 1704, SdbhakriU 


Kilavalavu . 

134 . 395 of 1907, — (Vatfejuttu.) On a boulder of the Paftcha- 
pandavamalai near MfilOr. Records that a certain 6angaran 
£irivallavan caused an image to be cut on the rock and gave thirty 
sheep for a lamp and an endowment for daily offerings. [A 
description of the Jain images of the place is given in Rp, Rep, % 
1910, p. 78. They are, in the Government Epigraphist’s opinion, 
remnants of a Jain temple or hermitage as at Setfippodavu anti 
PfichchippaUam.J 

135 . 135 of 1903.— A Brahmi inscription. Unread.

136 . C.P. No, 162 of Mr, SewcWs List . — In the local choultry. 
Records grant of lands for the erection and maintenance of 
two choultries, in S. 1703, Kaliyuga 4882, Plava (A.D. 1781) in the 
village.

137 . C.P. No. 210 of Mr. Sewell's List.-~ln the local Siva temple. 
A record authorizing the local temple authorities to collect tax 
from visitors. Dated in &. 1663, Durmati, A.D. 1741. 
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138 . On a stone in front of a large choultry. Records gift of 
lands in S. 1713. (Sewell’s Antiquities.)

139 . 133 of 1903. — Very much damaged. On a rock in the 
Panchapandavamalai near MslOr. 

140 . 134 of 1903. — On another rock in the same place. (Tamil.)

Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman rtfowTribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srlvallabhadeva that a native of Mahgadu, a village in 
Mangadu-nadu in Puliytlr-kottam, a district of Tondai-mandalam, 
made a gift of a number of lands collectively named Kula&Skhara- 
mangalam to the temple of Tiruchchakkarattalvar at Sojantaka- 
chaturvedimangalam in PaganOr-kOrram and registers an order of 
the king regarding certain changes to be made in these lands.

“ Paramasvamin who was pleased to stand * at Tiruchchakkara- 
tirtham in PaganQr-kQrram. [Srlvallabha was a contemporary of 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya I, 1216 — 35.] 

162 . 322 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Srlvallabhadeva. Records in his twenty-second year that 
the grant mentioned in No. 159 above was issued while the king 
was seated on his throne in his palace at Madura on the eastern 
side of Madakkulam.

Refers in his ninth year to the 
same lease which is here stated to have been made at the instance 
of Kajingaraya. See No. 161 above. 

167 . 327 of 1908. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the south and 
east walls of the manfapa in front of the same shrine. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king* Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin KuIa^Ckharadeva (I, ? 1190 — 1217), dated fifteenth year. 
Refers to the construction of a mantapa and a maligai named 
after the king. The work is said to have been undertaken at the 
instance of a native of Tirunelveli alias Kula&ekharachaturvSdi- 
mangalam in ICQvembanadu. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns ., No. 13,

169 . 329 of 1908.— (Tamil, verse.) On a pillar lying in the 
courtyard of the same temple.

A 
record of Sundara Pandya Brahmadhi alias Somayaji Srlvallabha 
of Tirunilaikal-Punnamangalam.

170 . 44 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north, south and east walls 
of the temple, on the hill. Records in £. 1410, expired, Kilaka, a 
gift by Timmachchi-Nayakar Tirumalaiyan of T on <}a i-m an <Jalam, 
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a feudatory of Mahabali-Vanadhiraja. The hill is called Siddha- 
malai. Mahabali Vanadhira ja was not improbably the son of that 
Mahabali Vana who embraced the creed of Prabandhic Vaishxja- 
vism as taught by Sri Mapavala Mahamuni.] 

171 . 45 of 1908. — (Brahmi.) On the beds in the Pancha- 
pandavar-padukkai in a cavern on the same hill. Unread. 

172 . 46 of 1908. — (Tamil.) In the same cavern. Contains the 
name Tripuradeviyar with the syllable ^ri prefixed to it. [The 
name might have been cut at the instance of the Tantric Teacher 
referred to in the next epigraph.] 

173 . 47 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the rock near the sandals 
engraved close to the same cavern. Records that a native of 
Vikramacholapuram named Selvagnanasambandar got the sandals 
engraved of Sahajanandanatha. _The latter was “ author of the 
Manor ama, a commentary on the Anandalahari.” In the colophon 
of this work he is described as the pupil of the ascetic Sachchi- 
danandanatha, who, according to the Catalogus Catalagorum, was 
also the teacher of Vidyanandanatha, author of the Tantric work 
Saubhagya-ratnakara.

183 . 8 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same shrinfe. 
Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias 
Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of gold by a chief from southern 
Kongu. (Was the king the sovereign who ruled from 119a to 1217 ?] 

184 . 9 °f 1894- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias Parakrama- 
Pandya-deva. [Is this identical with the inscription of nine lines 
beginning with Parakrama Vikrama Pandya which Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri refer to ?] 

185 . 10 0/1894. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
fourth year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias Srl-Vallabha- 
dfiva gift of a lamp. See No. 181 above. 

On the inside of the north wall 
of the second prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record 
of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias Vikrama-PandyadSva, 
dated fourth year. [There was a king of this name who was the 
contemporary of Virachampa and who lived about A.D. 1315.] 

187 . 12 of 1894.— (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias 
Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35), “who distributed the Chola 
country (among Brahmanas),” dated ninth year. 

188 . 13 of 1894. — (Tamil ) On the inside of the south wall of 
the same prakara. Records in the second year the Pandya king 
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Ko-JatSvarman alias Kula&Skharadgva gift of land. See No. 183 
above. 

189 . 14 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 
Records in the third year of the PSndya Ko-Jafavarman alias 
Kula&ekharadeva gift of land. See No. 183 above. 

190 . On a stone on the- western side of the garbhagriham, 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri give the beginning alone of an inscrip- 
tion of 46 lines and this shows that it is dated in S. 1551, Paritapi 
(date is inconsistent). See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., p. 5 > No. IT. 

191 . On the south side wall of the garbhagriham. A frag- 
ment at the end of an inscription written by Tiruvltipillai alias 
Vldividangan Maninayakan and testified to by “ Sendappiran, 
the barber attached^ this temple.” Ibid., p. 5 , No. 10. [This may 
be the end of one of the inscriptions above-] 

192 . 121 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara in the Mfllasthane^vara temple. Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konermaikondan records in his fourth year gift of land to the 
ascetics in the Vananayakan -matha situated south of the temple of 
Mfllasthanam Udaiyar in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, by certain residents 
of ^olakulantaka-chaturvedimangalam in PaganQrkurram. 

193 . 122 <7/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva ( 1 , 1216 — 35 )* “who was pleased to take the Choja 
country ” recording in his fourth year a gift of land to the same 
matha. 

194 . 123 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged and incomplete record of the Paijdya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva 
(1268-1308) “ who was pleased to take all countries,” dated twenty- 
third year. Mentions Ten-Kallaganadu. Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 262. 

195 . 124 of 1910: — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulaiekharadeva (I), “ who was pleased to take all countries,” 
dated twenty-eighth year. Quotes the tenth year of Sundara- 
Pandyadeva and mentions the Alalasundaran-tirumadam in the 
same temple. Ibid., p. 263. Mr. Sewell calculates the date to be 
Sunday, 27th November A.D. 1295. 

196 . 125 of 1910. (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment 
of record of the Papdya Kula&ekharadSva, “ who was pleased 
. . . dated twenty-seventh year. Mentions Ten-Kallaganadu. 
[Most probably the same king as in the above epigraph is 
referred to.] 

197 . 126 <7/1910. (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula&ekharadeva (I), “who was pleased to take all countries,” 
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dated fourteenth year. Mentions the Tirujfianasambandan-tiruma- 
dam in the same temple. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 263, where Mr. 
Sewell fixes the date to be Sunday, September 21st, A.D. 1281. The 
matha was presided over by the MudaliySrs of the Paiidaranga- 
vaj?ar Santana, one of whom was Umayorupagar of Kula& 5 khara- 
puram or Afkopdan. 

197 “-A. 127 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. Dated in the eighth year of the Pandya king Marava-r- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. 
Mentions a resident of Tirupputtflr, the twelfth hamlet of £o](a~ 
kulantaka-chaturvedimarigalam, which was a brahmadeya in 
PaganQr-kflrram ; also refers to the temple of Malasthanam 
U<jiaiyar at KattikkallQr in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, a subdivision of 
Mahurodayavalanadu. The king has not been identified. 

198 . 128 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Ptijdya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadfiva, (I, 1190 — 1217).

On a pillar of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine in the same temple. An unfinished 
record, dated fifteenth year. Records a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of ^rl-vallava-Vinijagar-Alvar on the western bank 
(of the Vaigai river), at Sola-Kul2ntaka-chaturvCdimangalam in 
Pagantir-kCkrram. The remainder of the record is stated to have 
been continued on a pillar (to the west of this). This pillar, 
however, does not now exist. 

202 . 132 of 1910. — (Grantha.) On another pillar in the same 
maijtapa. Dated in the reign of the Chola king Raja^raya 
(RajarSja I). Records in his seventeenth year that a certain 
Jananatha Pallavaraiyan alias Kddaijda-Chola made a gift of land 
to the temple of Madhubid (i.e., Vishqu) in the village of TenOr 
alias jananStha-chaturvedimangalam.

Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikpijdan records in his 
fifteenth year gift of land to the temple of Srlvallava-Vinnagar- 
Alvar, at the request of Malavarayan, 
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204 . 134 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
place. A damaged record of the Chola king RajarajakSsarivarman, 
dated seventeenth year. Records gift of land situated at PerundS- 
nur by Jananatha-Pallavaraiyan alias Kodaiidan-Solai to the god 
hladuvil SrikOil Srl-Virak 5 rala-Vinnagardsvar at Jananatha-chatur- 
vedimangalam in PaganQr-kurram. 

205 . 135 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
place. Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula£ekharadSva. Records gift of 
land by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimangalam to the 
servants of the yogasthana of Karra var-dasar situated in the ninth 
hamlet of the village. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 261, where Mr. 
Sewell discusses the details of the date (Mithuna 20, PQrvapaksha, 
Wednesday, Anuradha). He says that it is regular; that it suits 
neither Jatavarman Kula£ekhara I nor Maravarman Kulaiekhara II ; 
that two days are possible, namely, 15th June A.D. 1239 or 15th 
June 1334. If the latter is taken we have a new king between 
Maravarman Kula£§khara II and Maravarman Parakrama Pandya, 
and if the former is accepted, we have to suppose a new king 
between Maravarman Sundara Pandya I and Maravarman Sundara 
Pandya II.

On a slab lying in the same 
mantapa. A mutilated record dated £. 1595, Paridhavi. 

208 . 1380/1910. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in the court- 
yard of the same temple. Dated in the twenty-first year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srlvalla- 
bhadeva. Mentions in his twenty-first year the merchants of 
Ayyapofil.

— Records a deed exe- 
cuted in the name of all the inhabitants of a village called Vira 
Bhtlpalasamudram, jointly with Raghunatha Ayya, agent of one 
Venkata Raya, in 1665 (A.D. 1743), Rudhirodgari, Wednesday, 
Avani 18, Trayoda^i, establishing a band of trumpeters and 
drummers in the Siva temple of their village. The inscription 
has been edited in Tam. and Sans.

The band consisted of six men, and these were to be paid six pons 
and seven panams each month. This sum was to be collected in 
this manner : — one pon from the palace endowments, three pons 
from the wages of the inhabitants, and two panams from the temple 
endowments.

Records an 
agreement drawn up by eight men who represented the eight 
communities of banker, Natt&mai, Komatis, Muhammadans, 
Kavundas, Weavers, Nadars, VAniyars of the village near Madura 
in S. 1641 (expired) (A.D. 1719), Vikari (Tai 13, Wednesday, pG&a, 
Da^ami) promising to give a share of their gains annually to 
support the ritual of their village temple. The shares are enume- 
rated and of an interesting kind. The grant is stated to have 
been executed with the consent of the Sabha, the “ Palace agent ” 
Ktllappa Naik, Kaval Ettilappa Naik, etc. Vijaya Ranga Chok- 
kanatha (1705 — 31) was then in power at Madura.

[Mlnakshi, 
the last of the Nayakkas, was then 'ruling at Madura, which 
finally fell under sway of the Muhammadans in the ensuing year.]

Records the erection 
of a chattram by a pilgrim named Vgma Reddi, on the Pajani hills. 
The epigraph is engraved by his descendant Ranga Reddi in £. 
1728 (A.D. 1806), Akshaya, “ in the reign of Mangammal and under 
the management of Immadi, Kumara Chinnoba Naik of Palani.” 
The Reddis give an agreement that for the maintenance of the 
charity and for worship they will pay a tax of two panams by the 
bridegroom and two by the bride in every marriage, etc. The first 
portion of the grant contains a great eulogy of Subrahmanya. 

[Mangammal as a 
matter of fact ruled only from 1689 to 1704.] 

275 . C.P. 15 0/1911. — (Tamil.) A record of K. 4765, &. 1438 
(the dates do not agree), Plavariga, registering the construction of 
a mafha called Tiranilakandarmadam at Pajani-nagaram and 
sanctioning certain specified fees for its maintenance. 

276 . A C.P. grant belonging to the Palani temple (No. 31 of 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Ins., pp. 125 — 31). 
Records that in the reign of Chinnoba Naik (whose genealogy is 
given) of the Vaikapuri province (who was a polygar under the 
Madura Naiks who are enumerated down to Tirumal Naik), the 
Vlramudivajars of the four countries of Chera, ChOla, Pandya and 
Tonda, undertook to maintain the charity of feeding six persons 
every new moon and twelve persons every Monday in the Matham 
of the &iva temple. One Chidambaramudaiyar &ivan was ordered 
in K. 4584 (A.D. 1483), Tai. 15. Monday (pusa) to conduct the charity. 
The charity was to be maintained by contributions of the Vrra- 
mudiva|ars throughout the country at the rate of two panams for 
every family, one panam for every bridegroom, one for the 
bride and half panam for every Pillayar ptijai feast. The inscrip- 
tion is full of fulsome praises of the polygar and gives an 
imaginary list of Vijayanagar and Madura rulers.

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277 . 706 of 190$— (Vattejuttu.) On the north wall of the 
Periya Udaiyar temple near PaJ.ani. A record of the Kerala king 
Vlranarana Vlrakerala. Mentions in his eleventh year the village 
of Iravimangalam. This and the following epigraphs show that 
the Kerala dynasty owned possessions which extended as far as 
Palani. The identification of this chief is for the present 
impossible. See Cb. 106. 

278 . 707 of 1905.— (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record of the Kerala king Vlrflnaranar Vlrakerala, dated 
in his eighth year. Mentions Kodaimangalam and Amarabhujamga. 
SeeCb. 106. Vlra Kerala was a title assumed by various kings, and 
it is impossible to exactly identify the present king. [Was he a 
contemporary of Viran<lr3yana Parflntaka Choi a {906 -'47) ?J 

279 . 7080/1905,— (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king VlranSrapa Ati^ayasOjadeva, dated thirty- 
first year. In the fourth line the inscription runs into Tamil. 

280 . 709 of 1905.— (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat- 
ed record of the Kerala king Vlrakerala Amarabhujnmgavarman 
dated twenty-third year. Mentions Naraiyanilr-nadu. 

281 . 710 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. The KoraJa 
king Kerala Adhirajaraja Rajarfljadeva records in his fourth year a 
gift by the queen of Ati&ayachola alias Adhirajarajadeva. See 
Tinnevelly 83. 

282.711 of 1905.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king Vlrakerala Adhirajarajadeva, dated 
fortieth year. Refers to the building of a hall and mentions Kodai- 
mangalam. 

283 . 712 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king JatSvarman alias Tribhuvanuehakra- 
vartin Srlvallabhadeva, the date of which is lost. {Was he 
the contemporary of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I <1216 35) ?} 

284 . 713 of 1905. — (Vatfeluttu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple. A mutilated record of the Kerala king Vlrakerala Amara- 
bhujamgavarman, dated twenty-eighth year. Records a sale of 
land and mentions a native of Purangarumbai-nfldu. See No. 278. 

285 . 7Mof 1905. — {Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. Records 
in the twenty-ninth year the Kerala king Vlranarana Vlrakerala 
gift of a gold ornament. See No. 278. 

286 . 715 of 1905. — (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record of the Kerala king Vlrakerala Vlranarana, dated sixth 
year. Mentions Ve&alippadi. See No. 277 above. 

287 . 716 of i905.--(VatteJuttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of the Kerala king Vlrakerala Amarabhujam- 
gavarman, the date of which is lost. See Cb. Nos. 121 and 120 
where Ravivarma and AmarabhGjanga are implied to be the same, 
{Were Virakera|a and Kokkandan Ravi the same ?| 
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^88. 717 of 1905* (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Chola (?) king ParakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Perumal Vlracholadeva, “ who reigned over the two 
Kongus together," the date of which is lost. Mentions the temple 
of Parame&uramudaiyar of IravarQr in Vaigavi-nadu. 

289 . 7180/ 1905. (Vattejtuttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat- 
ed record of Vlranarana Ati&ayasOjadSva, the date of which is lost. 

290 . 7^9 of 1905. (Vattejtuttu.) On the same wall. A much- 
damaged record of Vlranarana Ati&aya&ojadeva, the date of which 
is lost. See No. 279. 

291.720 of I905-- -(Vattejtuttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Vlranarana Ati£aya. 4 cjadeva, the date of which 
is lost. Next to this is a much-damaged Chola inscription in Tamil 
characters. See No. 279. 

292 . 721 0/I9O5--(Tamil.) On the west wall of the Periya- 
vudaiyar temple. Records in the twenty-eighth yearof Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin KonOrinmaikondan gift of land. Mentions Kodai- 
mangalam alias Ella&ojta-chaturvedimahgalam in VaigavOr-nadu. 
The temple is called Iruviral-ParamO&varam-Udaiya-Nayanar. 
Refers to the goddesses set up by Vikrama-Papdya-Gahganara- 
yana-Chakravartin.

293 . 455 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the door post of the central 
shrine in the ChOle& vara temple; left side. Dated in the reign 
of the Chola (?) king Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records in 
his twentieth year the gift of the door-post by a native of 
PulariyQr in Antfanadu. [It seems that the king might be the 
Kohgu chief who ruled from 1004 to 1045.] 

294 . 456 of 190 7. — (Tamil-) In the same place; right side. 
Dated in the eighteenth year of Chola (?) king VlrarajendradOva* 
Records the gift of the door-post by a native of PulariyQr in 
PohgaiQr Kananadu (PohgalQkka-nadu). 

295 . 457 of 1907.— (Tamil.) (Noticed by Mr. Sewell in his Anti- 
quities, I, p. 288.) On the north wall of the same shrine. A fragment 
of record of the Chola king Vikrama-ChOladSva, dated twenty- 
second year. Close to this is another fragment belonging to the 
ninth year of the reign of a Pandya king whose name is lost. 

296 . 458 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin, the date of which is lost. Records the gift of a 
lamp to the shrine of Nachchinarkiniyar- Another fragment refers 
itself to the reign of a Papdya king whose name is lost. A third 
one is dated in the eleventh year of some king. Nachchinarkini- 
yar reminds us of the Tamil commentator. See Cb, No. 23. 
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29 7 . 459 <7/1907. — (Tamil.) On the rock north of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in the fourth year of the Paijtlya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadCva 
gift of money for offerings to the temple of Ariyapirattlchchura- 
mudaiyar (at Tiruppakkiyam in Anda-nadu ?). £It is difficult to 
say whether the king was he who ascended the throne in 1251 or 
1270 or 1276.J 

298 . 460 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin KonSrkondan. Refers to a disturbance in 
the ninth year of the king’s reign. 

299 . 461 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the Choli&vara temple. Records in the reign 
of RajakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin irt-VlrarajCn- 
dradeva gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of ChapdC&vara- 
Pillaiyar. The date of the record is lost. The king referred to 
was apparently not the Chola but the Kongu one. See No. 302. 

300 . 462 <7/1907— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the eighth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-ChojaciCva 
gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of Tiruppandi&varamudaiyar. 
[It is doubtful whether the king was a ChO]a or Kongu ChOja. See 
No. 293 above.] 

301.4630/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnCrimaikopdan, dated 
thirteenth year. Seems to record the grant of certain privileges. 

302 . 464 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment 
of record of Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
rajSndradeva, date of which is lost. The temple petjaris who were 
entrusted with the endowment seem to be the same as in No. 300 
above. [Virarajsndra was not improbably the Kongu ruler who 
ruled from 1207 to 1252.] 

303 . 465 of 1907.— (Tamil) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of Tribhuvanachakravartin. 

304 . 466 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record, dated eighth year. The name 
of the king is lost. 

305 . 467 A f 1907— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Tribhuvanachakravartin TribhuvanavTradfiva 
(unidentified), dated third year. 

306 . 468 <7/ 1907. (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the fifth year of the Papdya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of money for a lamp to the 
temple of Udaiyar Tiruppandl^varamudaiyar at AivankOil alias 
Vlra&ladevanalltlr. [Was he the Kongu Papaya who ruled from 
1265101281?] 

Records in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-PSndyadeva gift for offerings to the 
temple of Pandl&uramudaiya-NSyanar at AJvankoil in Apda-nadu. 
See No. 297 above. 

308 . 470 of 1907. — ('Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the Kadall-Narasimha-Perumal temple in the same 
village. Records in Jaya the building of the temple of Kadirinaga- 
natha-Perumal and of a tank by an agent of Vlrappa-Nayakkar 
Aiyan, “ who levied tribute from every country.” 

309 . 47 * of 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a boulder north of the 
same temple. A damaged record of Kandaktittalan, dated fourth 
year. Registers provision for offerings and lamps by a certain 
Paradayan Brahma^rlrajan. 

310 . 472 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On a rock in a field to the west of 
the same village. Records in modern characters, in Jaya, a private 
gift. Mentions Tirumalai ^innappa-NSyakkar. See the next 
epigraph. 

Poduvarpatti. 

310 -A — C. This place is noticed by Mr. Sewell. On a stone 
near the tank is an undated epigraph recording a private grant to 
the local temple. There is another on a stone near it, carved with 
five female figures, recording a grant of land to the same. In the 
local mosque is an inscription stating that Tirumala Chinnappa 
Naik gave in Raktakshi, some lands to a Muhammadan. [Atiti- 
quities, I, p. 288.) Tirumala Chinnappa Naik was the family title 
of the Virdpakshi Polygars. For their history see Mack. MSS., Vol.

On a broken slab lying in the 
compound of the Perumal temple. Refers in the ninth year of 
the Papdya king Vlra-Fandyadeva to the setting up of an image of 
Piljaiyar (Gapapati) and to a gift of money for a lamp.

312 . 155 ofl 908. — (Tamil.) On a rock west of the village. A 
much damaged record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kongrimai- 
kondan, dated thirteenth year. Refers to DSviyarturai in Ap<Ja- 
nadu.

313 . C.P. No. 13 of 1911. — A record of Fasli 1213 ( Krddhana , 
1805-6), recording the construction of a mal (palace?) for Rasayya

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charter by him to four Manrddis of the village of Agamalai. [For 
the history of the BodhinayakanOr chiefs see Taylor’s Restored 
Mack . MSS., Vol. II, pp. 228 — 35.]

313 -A. A C.P. grant in the possession of the temple priest, said 
to have been executed by Tirumal Naik of Madura (A.D. 1623 —

slab set up in the Alagiri-Perumal temple. Records in the reign of 
Kula&ekhara-Perumal, in S. 1591, expired andK.A. 844, Kllaka, gift 
of land in GtidalGr by the king to Nedumakkal-Papikkar in.order to 
provide for worship at the following temples. MarigaladSvi- 
Amman, Aiagar, Vanmlkanathasvamin, Periyarru-§asta, Punai- 
yarru-Sasta and Nadaikkal Bhagavati.

315 . 421 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya temple. Records in the tenth year of the Paijdya king 
Jatavarman_ alias Tribhuvana-chakravartin Vlra-PandyadCva, 
u who took ijam (Ceylon), Kohgu and ^ola-mandalam”, gift of land 
to the shrine of Sgvagattevar alias Tiruchcheiidapiclittapinai. [He 
was evidently the sovereign who came to the throne in A.D. 1253.]

316 . 389 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up near the Gaofc&a 
temple. A mutilated record of the Papdya king Tribhuvanaeha- 
kravartin, dated sixth year. Mentions TuraiyQr-nadu. Two sides 
of the pillar bear no inscription. 

317 . 39 ° 0/ * 9 * 4 * — (Tamil.) On the pillar set up near the 
dhvaja stambha of the same temple. A damaged record. 

318 . 39 i ^/ i 9 i 4. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up in a street of 
the same village. An incomplete record of the Parity a king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra-PapdyadVva, dated 
eighth year Arpa£i 13, Monday. Mentions TuraiyQr nadalvan. 
See No. 315 above.

319 . 1 41 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the centra! 
-shrine in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. The historical intro- 
duction begins pumalar-tiruvum, dated second year. End built in. 

320 . 142 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman seeming to record the gift of a flower 
garden. The historical introduction begins pumaruviyd tirumadan - 
dau End built in. 

321 . 143 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. - Records in the nineteenth year of the Papaya king Mara- 
”'rman -alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara~Pap<jlyad6va, 41 who 
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took the Cho}a country and was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacho|apuram ” gift of lands for the 
maintenance of two flower gardens belonging to the temple of 
Alagiyamanavalapperumal ; one of the two donees iwas a native 
of Idavai. The king was the first of this name and ruled from 
1216 to 1235. 

322 . 144 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and mutilated record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadgva, “ who took the Chola 
country and was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at 
Mudigondacholapuram, dated nineteenth year. Seems to record a 
gift of land. See the above epigraph. 

323 . 145 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Built in at the beginning. Mentions 
KadQr in Malai-mandalam, 

324 . 146 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Nllakapthe^vara temple 
in the same village. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva gift of land for conducting 
festivals, etc., in the temples of Tirumarudanduraiyudaiya Naya- 
nar, and Rajaraja-fevaramudaiya Nayanar at Kudalflr alias Raja- 
chtldamani-chaturvedimangalam in Ala-nadu. 

325 . 147 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the nineteenth year (of a certain king) gift of land to the same two 
temples by the donor of the above epigraph. 

326 . 148 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Vinayaka 
shrine in the same temple. A damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216 — 35), “ who was pleased to take the Chola country,” dated 
fifth year. Mentions Rajaraja-I&varam-Udaiyar at Rajachodamani- 
chaturvgdi-mangalam in Alanadu. 

327 . 149 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up on the bund of 
the tank in the same village. Records in the ninth year of the 
Pandya king Vlra-Pandyadgva the remission of fishing taxes (p&sip- 
psttam) to those who remove silt from the tank at Rajachtldamani- 
chaturvedimangalam.

328 . 409 of 190 7. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Rajendrachole£vara temple. Records in the twenty- 
sixth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulaiekharadeva “ who was pleased to take every 
country ” gift of lamps. Built in at the end. The temple is called 
RajSndra-CholI&varamudaiya-Nayanar. Mentions Alangulam in 
Menedungala-nadu and the muppadavattam of the temple. [The 
king ruled from 1268 to 1308.] 
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329 . 410 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. The temple is 
called Rajendra-Chollivaramudaiya-Nayinar at Periyakulam in 
Nedunguja-nadu. Built in Virodhikrit at the end. 

330 . 411 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Papdyadeva (I or II ?), dated fifteenth year. 

331 . 412 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadSva, dated fifteenth 
year. [It is difficult to say, whether the king is identical with 
the one who came to the throne in 1216 or 1239— probably the 
former.] 

332 . 413 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the ardha-mantapa of the same shrine. A fragment of record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin “ who 
was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes,” dated ninth 
year. [The king, it is certain, was the first of the name and ruled 
from 1216 to 1235.] 

333 . 4140/1907— (Tamil.) On stones built into the floor of 
the courtyard of the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva ( 1 , 1216—35), “ who was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes.” Date uncertain. 

334 . 415 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the west wall 
of the Kailasanatha temple on the hill near the same village. 
Records the gift of the stone. 

335 . 416 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west, south and north 
bases of the same temple. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (1, 1216— 35), “who took the Choja country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at Mudigoijdachola- 
puram,” gift of land to the temple of Tirumalaiyil-NayanSr at 
Velakularama-nallGr in Menedurigalanadu. 

336 . 417 of 1907.— (Grantha.) On the rock to the west of the 
same temple. Mentions Sundararaja Alagiya-PerumflJ in Tamil. 

337 . 418 of 1907, — (Grantha.) On the same rock. Mentions 
Sundararaja Alagiya-Perumal in Tamil. A damaged record. 

338 . 419 0/1907.— (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field near 
the same village. Dated in Sarvarin. On the same slab is another 
Tamil record, dated in the Parthiva year. 

Sinnaman ur. 

339 . 428 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine m the Rajasimheivara temple. Records in the third or 
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thirtieth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula£ekharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308) “who was pleased 
to take every country” a sale of land. Mentions the temple of 
Rajasimhe^varamudaiya-NayanSr in Sri ArikSsari-nallur, a brah- 
madeya in Ala-nadu. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 140, where it is 
pointed out that the date (Rishabha, Ptirvapaksha, Chaturthi, 
Thursday, Punarvasu) corresponded either to May 14th, A.D. 1271 
or May 15th, A.D. 1298.] 

340 . 429 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula&skharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308) “who was pleased to take 
every country,” dated forty-first year. Refers to the tenth year of 
SrI-Sundara-Pandyadgva. 

341 . 430 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of the proceeds of contributions 
on the sale of certain articles of merchandise. Mentions Pillai- 
Kula£ekhara-Mahabali Vanarayar, also the temple of Vikrama- 
Pandl&varamudaiya-Nayanar at 3 >i valla vanpadaivldu. The Gov- 
ernment Epigraphist points out that the name Kula&skhara 
Vanarayar was perhaps taken from either the son or father ofVlra 
Pandya and that as Maravarman Kula£ekhara I was preceded by 
a Jatavarman Vira Pandya, we have to identify the ruling king of 
this epigraph with him. 

On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308), 
“ who was pleased to take every country, ” dated forty-first year.

Rajasimha-ChOlI&varamudaiyar at ArikSsari-nallUr. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. X, p. 141, where it is pointed out that the details of the date (Ani, 
14, PQrvapaksha I, Monday, Punarvasu) corresponded to Monday, 
9th June, A.D. 1309. Mr. R. Sewell remarks that this is the latest 
date of the king thus far available ; and that the present epigraph 
further proves “ that the king’s reign could not have begun before 
the loth June 1268, and gives us as the limit of possible accession 
the period June 10th to 27th, 1268 A.D.” 

343 . 4320/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
£ekharad6va “ who was pleased to take every country,” in his 
twenty-sixth year. Records gift of land by the mahasabha, the 
pannaiseyvdrgal and the veliseyvSrgal of §iT-ArikSsari-nallGr, a 
brahmadeya in Ala-nadu. Mentions the SQruli-aru. 

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Rajasimhs&vara temple. Records in the sixth year

the reign of Jatavarman I (1251—64) or Jatavarman (1276—90), 
called the second by Mr. Sewell and third by Mr. Swamikannu.

346 . 435 y of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the shrine of 
the goddess Sivakami in the same temple. A damaged record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
Sskharadeva (I, 1268— 1309), “who was pleased to take every 
country,” dated third year. Seems to record a gift of land. 

347 . 436 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On stones built into the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Papaya king Mflrn- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PantJyndOva (I ? 
1216 — 35), “who was pleased to present the Chela country,** in his 
tenth year. The stones are out of order. 

348 . 437 <7/1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Lakshmi- 
narayana-Peruma! temple in the same village. Records in the 
fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Parakrama-Pandyadsva gift of money for a lamp. 

349.4380/1907. — (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. Records 
gift of lamp to the temple of TirunaduvQr-Patfalagar in Ari- 
kesarinallfir. Mentions VadavQr in Ten-Parappu-nadu. 

350 . 439 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias &rt- 
Rajsndra-Chola dsva (I, 1012—43) in his fifth year. Sale of land for 
a lamp to the shrine of Durga-Params&variyar by the assemblies of 
three villages, viz., ArikgsarinallQr, Arapada&Skharamangalam and 
Mandaragauravamahgalam. It seems that the price of one makani 
of land was fifteen hOsus. 

351 . 440 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the forty-sixth year of the Pandya king §ad&iyamaran an 
agreement referring to a channel called Srikandavaykkai. {It is 
not improbable that the king was the same as the donor of the 
Velvikudi grant who lived about A.D. 770.) See also Md. 22. 

352 . 441 of 1907. (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. Records 

in the tenth year of the Papaya king Sadaiyamaran gift of gold 
for a lamp to the temple of Tirunaduvu-Paftalagar in Arikesari- 
"nlltlr, a brahmadiya iq Ala-nidu. he the son of the king 
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of the above epigraph and the father of Varagunavarman who 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862 ?] 

353 . 442 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the ninth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulaiekharadeva gift of fifty sheep for a lamp to the NaduvilkOyil 
at TirupputtQr (a hamlet of) ArikSsarinallur, a bralimadeya in 
Ala-nadu. 

354 . 443 of 1907. — (Vattejuttu.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. An incomplete record of the Chela king Parakesari- 
varman, dated thirty-sixth year. Records gift of a lamp. Mentions 
ArikesarinallQr. 

355 . 444 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 
record, dated second year (of a certain king). 

356 . 445 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kula£ekharadeva (I ?), dated thirty-first year. 

357 . 4460/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula&ekharadSva gift of a lamp. A few Vattejuttu letters are en- 
graved on the right side of this inscription. 

358 . 447 of 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the 
Lakshmlnarayana-Perumal temple. Records in the ninth year of 
the Pandya king SadaiyamSran gift of fifty sheep for a lamp by a 
certain Nagan. Vikkiramadichchan. See No. 352 above. 

359 . 448 0/1907 — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Papdya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva 
recording in his ninth year gift of fifty sheep for a lamp. 

360 . 4490/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), ‘ who was pleased to 
present the Chela country,’ dated eleventh year. 

361 . 450 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the second year of the Pandya king Jafavaram alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula&ekharadSva (I or II ?) a grant of land. 

362 . 451 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the- north, west ‘and south 
walls of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Jatavar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&gkharadeva (I or IIP) in 
his thirteenth year. The stones are out of order. One of them 
mentions the twenty-first year of some king. 

363 . 452 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the wall 
of the kitchen in the same temple. A damaged record of the 
Ch< 5 (a king Rajendra-CholadSva, dated fourth year. Mentions the 
assemblies of ArikSsarinallQr, Mandiragauravamangalam and 
Tirupputtflr, which was apparently a hamlet of the other three. 
See No. 350 above. 
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364 . 453 0/1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone lying in front of 
the same temple. A fragmentary record. 

365 . 454 0/1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a pillar lying in the same 
place. A fragment of record. Seems to mention TirupputtQr. 

366 . C.P. No. 13 0/1907. — A record of the Pandya king (whose 
name is lost) in his eighteenth year. It is in Sanskrit and Tamil. 
Opens with two verses in Sanskrit, of which the first contains an 
invocation to Vishnu and the second a prayer for the prosperity of 
the Pandya kings. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vatteluttu 
alphabet describing in general terms the achievements of Papdyan 
kings. The first historical person is Jayanta Varman. His son 
was Arikesarin Maravarman, a friend of the Brahmans, performer 
of tulabhara, etc. His son (name missing), who is called the 
remover of the Kali, age, fought a battle at Marudflr. The last 
plate shows that the object granted was land and the executor was 
one Tayan £ingan, the Uttaramantrin of KundOr in KundQr KGrram 
in Andanadu. 

367 . C.P. No. 14 0/1907. — “The larger Chinnamanflr plates.” 
Four plates in Sanskrit and three in Tamil. The historical part 
gives the genealogy of the early Pandyan dynasty from ArikCsarin 
to Rajasimha II, Abhimanameru Maravarman. In his eighteenth 
year he gave, while encamped in the village of ChQjal in Rajasim- 
hakulakll, the village of Narcheygai PuttGr in AJanadu to a Brah- 
man of the KauSikagotra. The Tamil portion gives more details of 
the sar^e line of kings. See Bp. Rep., 1907, pp. 64—69, for a detailed 
discussion of the value and importance of this and the previous 
epigraph. See the Pandyan genealogy.

368 . 7220/1905. -(Vatteluttu.) Above the first three images 
first row, on the Karuppaiinasami rock. A damaged record of the 
Papdya king Satjaiyamaran, dated twentieth year. The Govern- 
ment Epigraphist points out that there is no clue as to the time in 
which he lived, whether he was earlier or later than Varguija 
Papdya.

On a slab set ud at the main 
entrance into the Kalahastl^vara temple in the same village. The 
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Nayaka queen Mangammal (1689 — 1705) records in Kaliyuga 4794, 
S. 1615. Srlmukha, gift of land, [Mr. Sewell evidently misreads 
the date as 1415 or A.D. 1493.]

He refers to the various kings of the 
line as given in the grant, the previous epigraph ical references 
to them, Dr. Caldwell’s description of them, and above all to the 
literary works of Ativlra RSma and Varatunga Rama. The 
inscription has also been edited by Mr. Gopinatha Kao in his 
Travancore Arch ecological Series, Vol. I, pp. 61 — 89, together with the 
plates. Mr. Gopinatha Rao differs from Mr. Venkayya in regard 
to the relation between Ativlra Rama and Srlvallabha and holds 
that the latter was the younger brother of the former. Mr. Ven- 
kayya, on the other hand, believes them to be identical. The 
whole is referred to in detail in my History of the Ntiik Kingdom of 
Madura, Ind. Antq., 1915. The inscription is thus of the greatest 
value in regard to the political and literary history of South India 
in the sixteenth century.

Also 
registers a grant of land by the temple authorities and a house to 
a certain kaikkolan called Parayan of TflmatlanallQr. The date is 
irregular. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 73, for details. 

5. 412 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same shrine. 
A record of the Sajuva king Dhurmarflya (Immadi Narasiriiha), 
son of Sa|uva Nara&iiiga Bhujabhala Dova-MaharSya (i.e., the cele- 
brated usurper Nara&triga) in S. 1426, Raktitkshi, Simha, stt. di. 13, 
Friday, Svati. Registers that Pakkumbadi, a village in Tcnkarai 
NaraiyGr-kflrram, a district of Mngadai-mnndalam in MalSdu alias 
JananSthavalanadu, was for a long time a devathlna of the temple 
and that subsequently taxes ( mjtigaram hlnikkai) were collected 
from it ; Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nflyaka restored the village to the 
temple with all its income for worship and repairs. [Mr. 
Swamikannu Piliai calculates the corresponding date to be Friday, 
April 26, A.D. 1504, but the solar month was not Simha but Mesh a.) 

6. 413 of 1913.--- (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. Registers in Raktakshi, Karttigai, twenty-seventh day, 
the decision of Tirumaili Nay aka regarding the right of worship in 
the temple of Tirukkaml^varam-udaiya-Nayanar. 

7 . 414 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year, Tai, of the Hoysafa king Ramans thadeva. Regis- 
ters an order of Rahutturayan that the village Nattamahgalam in 
£da-nadu which was given to him as a jivita by the king, was now 
granted with all its income as a rent-free dfvndtlnu to the temple of 
Tirukkamlivaram-udaiya-Nflyanar at AragalOr, for maintaining 
worship and repairs. 

8. 415 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Cho[a king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (IIP in his fourteenth year Rishabha , ha. 
di. 7, Monday, Dhanishiha (corresponding, according to Mr, Swami- 
kannu Piliai, to Monday, 6th May, A.D. 1230). Records grant of 
15,000 kSsu by a certain Naehcbi for maintaining worship, sacred 
bath, garlands, cloths, lamps, oil, offerings and festivals in the 
shrine of Kariyapa-i 4 ,varainudaiya-Nayanar set up in the north- 
west comer of the first enclosure in the temple of Tirukkamli- 
varam-udaiya-NayanSr. The donation was accepted by the 
servants of the temple. 

9 . 416 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottun- 
ga-Cho[adeva (III). Registers that the village of IlattipSdi which 
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had been purchased from Malaiyanudai-Sambai by the trustees, 
was made tax-free in favour of the same temple, fur maintain- 
ing worship, festivals and repairs by the trustees of that temple. 
The document is attested by the officers VAn.ikOwraiyan and 
VillavarSyan. 

10 . 417 0/1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A tecurd in the 
thirteenth year of the Chain king Tribhnv.in.u lukrux.ntin KulOt- 
tunga-ChOladeva (III). Records sale of Hattipadi t*i the misters of 
the temple by Malaiyanudaiyan Sambaiy. 11 v. 1 n, tor 135 /*»'«. 

11 . 418 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mord of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KiilAtnmg.i-OtHl.ideva (Hi) in 
his twenty-ninth year, Ktinyd, su. tli. 2. Wednesday, if list a 
(corresponding to September 6. A.l). 1200). Reeurds gilt of 5,000 
kdstt for maintaining the sacred hath, twilight lamps, garlands, 
cloths and offerings to the three saints t rmbinwhiHuil t (i.e., Appar, 
Sundarar and Sambanclar) set up in the temple ot firukk,lmt&- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanhr at Aragalftr. (The date in reality refers to 
Tuesday, September 5 and not September b. See /*.'/*. AV/v, f<H 4 « 
p. 64.) 

12 . 419 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
manfapa. A record in the fifteenth year of the P.lndyu king 
Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sumlara-iMndyadCva 
(I,? 1251 — 64). Registers a gift of t,(XX> kuli of land, made rent- 
free in the thirteenth year of the king, for the maintenance of two 
Brahmanas who recited the Vedas in the temple, by the chief 
Sedirayan. Also at the command of the king, the rhitttW inhabit- 
ing the districts included between the rivers Vtfmbarant and 
Pennai were required to assign certain specified taxes to the 
temple for the health of the king. The lulttilr, having, however, 
collected the kanikkai-paifam in the fifteenth year of the king, they 
were ordered to return the collections immediately to the temple. 

13 . 420 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base, A record of 
the Sajuva king Tamarfiya Immadi-Narasa Nflyaka (son of Nara* 
&inga) in S. 1427, Krddhana , Makara , su. di. 3* Sunday, D/uiuish/lm, 
Mahd-Samkrdnti day. Registers that All Alan Alba llaiya-Nflyaka 
and the inhabitants of Ayrur-nadu and MulaippAjru-nAdu, having 
met together, provided for supplying oil to burn perpetual lamps 
and twilight lamps in the temple for the health of EramAftehi- 
Tulukkaija Nayaka. [Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points out that in 
January 11, A.D. 1506, the intended date, the week day is correct, 
but not Krntika or Dhanishtha. Nor was it Sahkrdnii of any kind.) 

14 . 421 of 1913 " (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
his seventh year that the chiefs Vanakflvaraiyan and Villavarai- 
yan f ranted annually ten of their bull-calves aB vrishabhas to the 
temple and assigned the remainder for work in connexion with 
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temple repairs including that of the enclosure wall called Pon- 
parappinti Pt r« mdl-tiru madil. 

15 . 422 of l9i3.-~(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
Plava, Mflsi, tenth day, a pledge (adai-dlai) granted by TySgana- 
Nflyaka to the inhabitants of the districts (nflttar) of Magadai- 
ma pda lam who had left the country owing to much oppression. 
Mentions sv 3 mi Mvara-Nnyaka. 

16 . 423 of 1 913.- -(Tamil.) On the same base. Built in at the 
beginning. Fixes the details of adanderrum to be observed by the 
inhabitants of Magadai-mandalam. 

17 . 424 of I 9 I 3 - — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the 13th year and 319th day of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kenerin- 
mClkondan. Registers the grant of the village Alambalam in 
Magadai-mapdalam with all its income for instituting a service 
in the temple called KodandarSman &andi, after the king, for 
celebrating a festival on his birthday every year and for repairs. 
Attested by Kfllingaraya. 

18 . 425 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
maptapa. A record of the Ptipdya king Jafavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyudeva in his tenth year Mina, 
£u. di. 13, Thursday, Makha. Registers that the king granted % 
vt'li of land at Ponpnrappi aliaj RajanarayananallQr as a devaddna 
to the shrines of Kula&ekhara Avudaiyflr and Vajvitta MangaiySr 
which KandiyadC'va had founded in the same temple in the name 
of the king’s elder brother (annslvi). Attested by Adichchan 
Ganapati A Ivan alias Kaduvejji of KappalGr in MuttQrrukQrram, 
a subdivision of Pandi- manclalam. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points 
out that two dates are possible, viz., Thursday, February 26, A.D. 
1260 or Thursday, February 27, 1287.^ The latter would be the 
eleventh year (not the tenth) of that Jafavarman Sundara Pandya 
who ruled from 1276 to 1290 and the former would be in the ninth 
(but very near the tenth) year of his namesake who ruled from 
1251 to 1264. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai considers the latter to be 
more probable as the king has the title Samasiajaqadddhfira. 

19,4260/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jal 3 varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pniulyadfiva (I, ? 1251—64) in his ninth year, Adi. Records gift of 
3,000 kuli of wet land below the tank KulaSekharan-Periyeri at 
AragajQr, to the shrine of Kula&ekhura-AvudaiySr mentioned above, 
for offerings. [The mention of a Kula&ekhara as the elder brother 
of the king shows that he had a co-regent or predecessor in him. 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai postulates from astronomical details the 
accession of a Kula&Ckhara in 1237 (see Ind. Antq Vol. 42) and 
this might be the person intended.) 

20 . 427 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kfishparaya (A.D. 1509 — 30) in S. 1430, £ukla, 

* 5 * 
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Mina, iu. di. 7, Thursday, Vi&lkha. The king receives Sajuva 
titles. Registers that Eramflftchi Tulukkuna-N.lyaka built a ear 
for the temple which had not been in existence subsequent to the 
rule of the Pandya kings, instituted a festival called after Si\ili- 
Nayaka and appointed a private individual providing hint with 
maintenance, for carrying the god in processions 'sri-patam hlngi)- 
[The date is an irregular one.] 

21 . 428 of 1913. — (.Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Vijayanagara king (Crishnad&va-MaharJlya in 
1436, Yuvan, Mithuna, &vl, di. 5 * Monday, Asvini. The king 
receives 6a]uva titles. Records that Akki-Timmaya N.lyaka of 
Eramahchi and the temple authorities together, granted to a private 
individual, 250 kali of land as uramai. [This is also an irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep,, 1914, p. 68.] 

22 . 429 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year, Ma&i, nineteenth day of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Suntlara-PandyadOva (1, 1251-64), 
“who took every country.” Records gift of 2, non kuli of wet land 
below the tank Kula&Ckharun PenyCri for a garden, by the king. 
Attested by Achchan Ganapati AJvan alias Kaduvetti, native of 
Kappaltlr, alias Ulagalanda&OlannllQr in MuttQfyu-karram, a sub- 
division of Paijdi-mapdalam. 

23 . 430 of i9l3*“(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vmippapija Udaiyflr 
(Virnpaksha I), son of Vira-Ariyana-Uclaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 
1306, Raktakshi, Mesha, &u. di. (Paurnami), Wednesday, Sv.ltj, 
(corresponding to Wednesday, April 6, A.D. 1384). Registers the 
sale of the right (kdtii) of worship by three priests of the temple of 
Tirokkaml&varamud aiya-Na y ana r at AragajQr to a priest of the 
temple of Tiruvalaftjiram Udaiya-Nayannr at Valaftjiratn in PflnQr- 
kOrram, a subdivision of Maladu alias Jananatha-VaJanacJu, in 
Magadai-mapdalam. 

24 . 431 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-Kampanna-Udaiyar, son of Vlra-Buk- 
kanpa-UdaiyarU, in S. 1297, Rakshasa, Vrischika. £u. di. II, Friday, 
Rohini. The servants of the temple, viz,, the sri-rudras , sri~mah#s m 
varas and temple accountants having assembled together, gave 
to a certain Ennudaiya Nayanar, son of AghOraiiva-Mudaliyar, 
the work of supervising the different services in the temple and a 
house for his living. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week 
day and solar month are wrong, and Rakshasa, &u. 11, Rohini, fell 
on Thursday, 3rd January 1376. 

25 . 432 e/1913. (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Papjyadeva HI (1276—90), in his thirteenth year, Mithuna, 4 u. di. 
13, Friday, Anuradha, corresponding to Friday, Juno 3, A.D. 1289. 
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Refers to a dispute between the oil-merchants (Vaniya-nagar attar) 
and the feftis in which the latter permitted the former to manage 
the business of the temple. The management continued to be in 
the hands of the oil-merchants for sometime. This having failed, 
the district people (nattavar) granted the village of Talaivay for- 
conducting permanently the festivals in the temple. [The inscrip- 
tion is of social interest, and shows how caste disputes in regard 
to the management of temples existed in those days.] 

26 . 433 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king AchyutadSva-Maharaya (1530—42) 
in S. 1461, Vikarin, Kanya, £u. di. 7, Friday, Mala (corresponding 
to Friday, September 19, A.D. 1539). Seems to record a grant of 
land, and the mathapatya to a private individual for doing the duties 
of the temple (koyil-uliyam). 

27 . 434 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirteenth year, Pariguni, that the temples of TirUkkaml&uram- 
udaiya-Nayanar, Tayilunalla-& 5 li£uram-udaiya-Nayanar and Pon- 
parappina-&Oll£uram-udaiya-Nayanar were granted as toni to a 
certain SeramSnar. Also 200 hull of wet land and 2,000 kuli of 
dry land were given to this same person in the villages of 
Kurukkaipadi, Pakkanpadi, Ilattipadi andVi&alQr. 

28 . 435 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa ; right of entrance- A record in the thirty-fifth year of the 
ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladgva (HI). 
Registers a political compact between Jsengeni Ammaiyappan 
AJagiya&Olan alias Edirili£olachchambuvarayan and the chiefs 
Ponparappina-VanakOvaraiyar, Kulotturigasola Vanakcvaraiyar, 
and brother-in-law ( maichchunanar ) Kadavarayar. The latter 
three chiefs bind themselves not to be enemies of the first and give 
no shelter to offenders against him, and he in turn vows to do 
the same. If he acted against this he would be “ the bearer of 
shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies ” and 
not the son of his father ! See No. 33 below. 

29 . 4360/1913. — (Tamil.) On the wall behind the dvarapala 
image in the same mantapa ; right of entrance. A record of the 
ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadgva (El) in (date is 
lost) Tula, ba. di. 4, Monday. Built in at the end. Records gift of 
2,000 k&su for one lamp and of 49 cows for seven other lamps to be 
burnt in the temple of Tirukkaml£varam-udaiya-Nayanar and 
subordinate shrines. 

30 . 437 of 1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place ; left of entrance: 
A record in the twelfth year of the ChOla king Rajarajadgva._ Built 
in at the beginning. Records gift of land for offerings by Aehchi 
who has been mentioned in No. 8 above. 

31 . 438 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. Records in the tenth year an order 
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from the king to the managers of the temple, slating that the 
weavers settled by them outside the northern gate of AragalOr 
were to be cultivators (kudimakhij) of the dexhidilna lands belong- 
ing to the shrine of Kula&eichara-Aludaiyar^ founded in this temple 
by the chief KandiyadSvar. Attested by Adittan (ianapati-Alvdn 
alias Kaduvetti of KappalQr. 

32 . 439 of- 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king . . . alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I?) in his twelfth year, Mfisha, 
&u. di. Pflrnai, Thursday, Svati. The right of worship for 3* h days 
of a month in the temple which had been owned by a certain lady 
was ordered to be sold evidently on account of the defalcation of 
temple jewels by her and her accomplices. The lady was arrested 
by the temple mahesvaras and officers who then met in a inapt apa 
and decided that 250 panam (=25,000 soliya kflsu) was to he paid 
by the other worshippers of the temple for distributing among 
themselves the privileges that were under sale. [The inscription is 
of value in illustrating the method of temple management, in dis- 
cussing the date of the inscription Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that 
it might be taken to be either Thursday, April 6, A.D. 1262, in the 
eleventh (very near the twelfth) year of Jajavarman Sundara 
Pandya I (1251—1264), or Thursday, April 23, A.D, 1282 in tin- 
twelfth year of a king of the same name who, according to his 
own researches, ascended the throne in 1271. See Ind, Antq., Vol. 
42, June and Aug. 1913.] 

33 . 440 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara ; right of entrance. A record in the thirteenth year (of an 
unknown king). Stones out of order. Refers to the terms of a 
political compact between the two chiefs RajarSjadCvan Pon- 
parappinar alias Kulottunga&ola-VanakOvaraiyar and KfJyQr 
Malaiyaman of TirukkovalGr. They fix the boundaries of their 
dominions, bind themselves not to oppose each other, combine in 
serving the king and defend each other against external enemies. 
[See No. 28. The Government Epigraphist sees in these political 
compacts the decline of the ChOla central government.) 

34 . 441 of 1913— (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the thirteenth year, PGrattadi, gift of 3,000 kuli of wet land 
reclaimed from forest in the village of Deviyakuruchchi in Arrtlr- 
nadu for worship and repairs in the shrines of Kula&Ckhara- 
Aiudaiyar and Valvitta-Mangaiyar in the temple of TirukkamlA- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur. Attested by Kaduvetti, chief 
of K^ppalUr. 

35 . 442 of 19x3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Avaiji, gift of land, tax free, for the 
ipaintenance of the gardeners of a flower-garden belonging to the 
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temple of Tirukkamf&varam-udaiya-Nayanar. Attested by the same 
person. 

36 . 443 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Registers an order of the king to the managers of the temple 
stating that the service UlagamuJududaiyaHandi founded in his 
name was to be maintained from the 8,500 Mi of land granted at 
Alamhajam in Naraiyftr-kQrram, a subdivision of Miladu alias 
jananftthn-vn|unftdu. 

37 . 444 of 1913. (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Adi, gift of four velis of wet land 
in Ajrjrflr for feeding ten persons in the temple. Attested by 
Kaduvetti. 

38 . 445 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the central 
shrine in the Karivarada raja-PerumaJ temple in the same village. 
A record of the Sajuva king Dharmarftya (i.e., Immadi Narasimha), 
son of Sajuva Nara&ihgarnya in S. 1444, Dumiati, Simha, 4 u. di. 10, 
Monday, liasta. The third figure of the Saka year must be two. 
Reeordsthat a certain Ammana-Nayakka gave to the temple of 
Karivarada-l’eruunl! at A ra gal Or, the fee called udinun-kdsu col- 
lected from tin* Kaikkfija* and a female servant (adiydl) providing 
for her maintenance in order that sv.lmi Narasa-Nlyaka may be 
victorious in his thxvijava. See No. 43. [Shows that Tujuva Narasa 
was i/c fat to king while immadi Narasimha was ruling. The date is 
dei hired by Mr. Swamikannu Ptli.ii to be irregular as Sukla 10 
and liasta can join in A 'ishabha and not Siriiha.) 

39 . 44b of 1913. (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine, Krghtrrs m the fourth year, Panguni, twelfth day, an order 
of Vanakovaraijatt that wet and dry lands in different villages 
Were to be purchased as V iraml£dda[>t't'ruvilai i the former at 6 
him per lull and the latter one at 2 ktisu per Mi, and granted as 
In nthiohtltuUdm to the leinple of Kariya-Perum&l at Aragahlr. 

40. 447 at t9t.l. (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the SmurndHtt * 1, e., central shrine) of this Kariya-Perumal temple 
called also R, 1 jar 3 ja*Vipnagar was built of stone by Pupyavatiydr, 
wife of K.ljar.i j.i-Vanukuvaraiynn. She was the daughter of 
Irnnan Kflv.ihtrAyan. 

41. 44 H of 1913. ’(Tamil.* On the east base of the same shrine. 
Re. old* in the thirteenth year (of an unknown king), PQraffadi, 
an ellipse (not specified), gift of 1,000 kuli of wet land below the 
lank at Punparappi ahas RajanarayapanallOr for oblations and 
repairs to the shrine of Singa (i.e., Nr i sub ha) in the temple of 
Kariya*Pcruma| in order to secure happiness tojhe king’s elder 
brothrr (>ih»<MvO Sundara-Pfiptlya. Attested by Adittan Ganapati- 
AlvSn of KappnlQr who was surnatned VapadarSyan. 

451 . 449 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kfithpadava Mah&raya (1509 36 ) in S. I 44 L 
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Pramathin, Mithuna, in. di. 13, Friday, Anurfldha. Registers that 
three stfulnikas of the temple of PerumAl-Kariyavar went on a 
deputation to the king, to Vijayanagara and complained of the 
injustice done by the authorities ( rdjdgttram) stationed at DCviya- 
kuruchchi, a village belonging to the temple. The chief Amurtim 
Timmarasa introduced them to the king, got their grievance 
redressed, presented them each with a garland, a head dress, a 
horse and an umbrella, and granted 900 kuli of wet land at 
Ponparappi and at Dsviyakuruchchi, as sarvamdnya gift. [The 
date has been verified to be Friday, June 10, A,D. 1519.] 

43 . 450 of 1913.— (Tamil) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Saluva king TammayyarAya, son of SAluva- 
Nara&ingaraya (the founder of the Saluva dynasty) in S. 1424, 
RudhirOdgarin (wrong), Sim ha, &u. di. 10, Friday, Svati. A certain 
Tammayya-Nayaka in the name of his master KumArusvAmi- 
Ammana-Nayaka granted land at Sirred, a hamlet of AragajOr, 
to three worshippers in the temple of PerumAl-Kariyavar who 
were in the enjoyment of the privilege called arc ha urf; •ih/uivt i-kdn i 
for the victory of Narasa Nayaka. The Government Epigraphist 
points out that this as well as No. 38 refer to the latter part of 
the year in which Narasa Nayaka died and was succeeded by his 
son Vira Narasirhha. [The date is irregular.) 

44 . 451 of 1913 —(Tamil.) On the south base of maijtapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509— 30) in S, 1446, Tara 9 a, Makara 
II, Rsvati, Friday, Samkramana-punyakAla. The record gives 
a genealogy of the king from Tammayyaraya. Registers a grant 
of eight Emberuman-adiyar for service in the temple of Kariya- 
Perumal and a provision of 1,000 kuli of land for their mainten- 
ance, by a certain Mrityuiijaya-Nfiyaka for the merit of his master 
Tirumalai-Nayaka. The date is declared by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai to be irregular as Sukla 11 and Revati can join in Vrischika, 
not in Makara. 

45 . 452 of 1913 - (Tamil) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king AchyutadCva- 
Maharaya, “who levied tribute from all countries”, in S. 1454, 
Nandana, Kumbha, in. di. 3, Monday, Uttara-BhA d ra pa da, ’ corre- 
sponding to Monday, January 27, A.D. 1533. (But Vttara BhAdra- 
pada is wrong for purva Bhfldrapada.) The epigraph is to the 
effect that Kannan, a kaikkola of KuhaiyGr, having instituted a 
car festival in the temple, the managers met together in the 
Sopana-manfapa and decided to grant him and his descendants, a 
house, a loom, a piece of land and some privileges in the temple.' 

46 . 453 of 1913— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamala- 
mangai shrine in the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year

Attested by VSnakovaraiyan and Vilup- 
pAdurhyan and order communicated to Viladaraya, and the 
accountants t purovtiriyar). 

48 . 45s of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. Records in the seventh year (of an unknown king) gift of 
land at KTl-Maga^Or to the same temple. Attested and communi- 
cated as before.

49 . 403 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the Kaya- 

nirmaU'&vara temple. A record of the Vijayanagara kingKrishna- 
rAya < 1 509 ■ 1435> SrTmukha, Jsittirai, thirteenth day, 3, 

Friday, Rflhini, SnubhflgynyGga (which corresponded, according to 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, to Friday, 8th April, A.D. 1513). Registers 
that the chief Akki-Timmayya-Nnyaka who was ruling Maladu 
alias JannnStha-valnnac.hi in Magadai-mandalam, gave the village 
called Villavarftyanattam on the northern bank of the river Niva, 
in the district of Arjrnr-kQrram in ArrQr-nadu, to a certain iWariga- 
rAjn-bhatta, son of Arunagiri-natha, a native of Iraivanaraiyur, 
The granted village received the surname Akki-Timmaya-Nayaka- 
chaturvfldimangalam, after the donor. See No. 52 below.

Registers in the 
thirty-second year the order of Vanneftja-Perumal that the gift of 
2 oo knit of wet land granted to the temple of Tirmeltali-udaiya- 
NAyanAr at ArrOr for maintaining lamps, was to be demarcated by 
tri-sulo stones and the transaction engraved on stone. 

52. 406 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A damaged record in I43*> Sukla, Aipa&i, twenty- 
second day. Seems to refer to the gift of Kallinattam near Arrur 
in AjrOr-nAdu, a subdivision of Magadai-mandalam, under the 
name MAyittAy-agaram by a certain Tulukkana-Nsyaka, to Paipa- 
nibhn-Bhatta, son of Arunagirinatha of IraivanapiyQr. The 
document was engraved on the kumudappadai m the temple of 
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TirumCnittcIivudaiya-Tamhiranar at ArrQr. Arunagirinathu is 
referred to in No. 49 and ought not to he confounded with the great 
Tamil poet and devotee of that name who was the contemporary of 
DC va ray a IL 

53 . 407 of 1913 - (Tamil.) On a slab set up in tiu* same temple. 
A record in the fourteenth year of Chflja king ParakC-s.trivurmau. 
Records gift of paddy to the temple of TirumC-rrali-Nayakkar (or 
Alvar) at Malaiyamana.ru, a hr ah math'}, a in Affttr-kQjftam, which 
was a subdivision of Miladu, by three servants of that temple, 

Etappur (Effappur). 

54 . Mr. Sewell gives a copper-plate inscription “ in the town, 
dated 6. 1636 (A.D. 1714), recording a deed of sale in the reign of 
Dotjida Krishna Udaiyar of Maisur.” [AutinuiUes, Vol. I, p. 20 1 and 
Salem Manual, p. 87.]

55 . In front of the temple on the hill. Le Fanu in his Salem 
Manual, p. 80, gives a translation of this epigraph. See Supplement.

56.4560/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ekamra- 
nathasvamin temple. Records in the ninth year (of a king not 
given) gift of land at Virata nail tlr, to the temple TiruvCgambam- 
Udaiya-Nayanar at TadavOr. Attested by Tayiltinalla-Perumal 
and Vijuppadarayan and communicated to Viladarflya and the 
accountants ( puravariydr), 

57 . 457 of 1913— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
tenth year of the Chela king VijayarajCndradCva (KulOtttmga III). 
Records gift of land for worship and repairs to the temples of 
Tiruvegambam-udaiya-NayanSr and Kunrainerinda-Perumfll. 

58 . 458 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tirubhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kulottunga-Choladeva III, “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Pandya.” Registers that the 
temple of Tiruvggambam-udaiya-Nayanar at Mclgangapfldi alias 
TadavOr in Arrar-kQrram a subdivision of Miladu alias Jana- 
nathavalanadu, was built of stone, the cost being met front gold 
already in possession of the temple and from what was presented 
now by the king and the youngest of the queens.

Records gift of land to the temple of TiruvSgambam Udaiya- 
Nayanar at Tadavtir in Mel-Garigapadi-nadu, a subdivision of 
ArrQr-kQrram in Maladu alias Jananatha-valanadu, for worship, 
repairs and festivals, by Kulotturiga6ola VanakOvaraiyan. 

65 }. 462 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Vijayarajendra-CholadSva (i.e., 
Kulottunga-Chola UI). Records gift of land to the same temple 
by the same chief. 

63 . 463 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
seventh year gift of the village of PuttGr alias Mel-Gangapadi- 
nfldu. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal and Viluppadarayan 
and communicated to Viladarayar and the accountants of the 
temple. 

64 . 464 of 19 * 3 - — (Tamil.) On the stone through for the sacred 
tlrtha in the same temple. Registers that this nirmalya trough 
was the gift of a certain Vaniyan Kavan Kuttaridan.

65 . 200 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Ankalamma temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi- 
AchyutadOva-Maharaya in £. 1452, Vikriti. Records gift of taxes 
(afu and adifolsu) collected from the people and stalls in an ' old 
market revived at the place to the temple of Bhairavadeva by a 
certain Kamiyappa-Nayaka, son of Madde Bommaiyappa Nayaka, 
son of Bappa Nayaka. 

66. 201 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
Bhairava temple in the same village. A record of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Narasiriihadeva in Kaliyuga 4336 , S. 1157 , and in his seven- 
teenth year (i.e., A.D. 1235). Records that Paramaya Sahani, the 
minister of the Mahapradhani Paramavtevasi Madhava-Danpakkar, 
built and consecrated the temple of Parame&varam Udaiyar at 
Mahfindramangalam and granted lands to Vidugadar, the priest 
of that temple who was residing at Nandiniangalam. [From the 
Dindagur plates Kielhorn fixes Vlra Narasimha's accession on 
Thursday, the 16th April, A.D. 1220. See Ep. Ind., Vol. V, Appendix 
U, p. 14. The Government Epigraphist infers from the present 
epigraph that his accession— perhaps as a crown prince— should 
have been one or two years earlier. He further points out tha 
Vtra Narasimha was the first to interfere in the south; that he

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rescued the Choja king from the Kadava king KflpperuftiingadCva 
(see S.A. 329) and that it was on his return perhaps from that 
campaign that these gifts were made by his general. ] 

67 *. 202 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Hoysala king Ramanftthadeva in 6, 1182, 
and in his sixth year. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
native of Mangalam to the temple of Mayindl&uram-Udaiyar. (The 
inscription proves that Ramanatha came to the throne in 1255, appa- 
rently at the lifetime of his father. (See Ep. Ind, Vol. HI, p, Io).J 

68. 203 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record. Records gift of land to the temple of Purame&uram 
XJdaiyar at the eastern entrance into the village of Maylndira- 
mahgalam for the merit of Vjra-Some&varadCva and Sflmaya- 
Dappakkar. Mentions &ingaya Dappakkar who was, perhaps, a 
son of Somaya. For SOmaya see next inscription and also those 
at Ratnagiri (103 of 1892) and Tirumalavadi (73 of 1895). A servant 
of Some&vara for a long time, he was honoured with the title 

Kumdragan&arakava. 

69 . 2040/1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the maptapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Hoysala king 
S 0 me 4 varadeva (A.D. 1233 — 54) in 1171, Sadharana, and in his 
seventeenth year. Records gift of land below the tank of KuJattQr 
to the temple of MayindT&uramudaiya-Nsyanar by Sflmaya- 
Dandanayaka for the health of the king. (The inscription shows 
that the first years of Vira Some&vara overlapped the last years of 
his father Vira Narasimha II. Nj. 36 shows that he was at Kanpa- 
nUr (taken by his father about 1224) in 1228. He helped his father 
against Kadavaraya and the Papdya in S. 1156. See Ep, Cania., 
V, Ak. 123. Later on, he was in cordial terms with Mflravarman 
Sundara Papdya II (see Tirumayyam and Tinnevelly inscriptions). 
With Jatavarman Sundara Papdya I (1251— 64), on the contrary, he 
was not friendly. See Srirangam inscription in Ep, Inti,, Vol. Ill, 

p. 7 ff*l 

70 . 205 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On a slab lying in front of the 
Some&vara temple in the same village. A damaged record in the 
fifteenth year of the Hoysala king Some&varadflva. Records 
remission of certain taxes on temples in TagadainSclu and Pura- 
malai-nadu by the residents of the seventy-nine districts, for the 
health of the king and of Somaya-Dappakkar. See No. 68 above- 

71 . 206 of 1910. (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A much damaged record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king Kulottuiiga-Choladeva. 

72 . 207 of 1910. (Tamil.) On the same base. A much 
damaged record in the twenty-fifth year of the ChO|a king 
Kulottunga-Choladeva. Seems to record gift of paddy by a 
native of Ariyambakkam to the temple of Mayindl&irara U^aiyar. 
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73 . 208 of 1910. ‘—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Cho);» king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarAjadCva Hi in S. 1163, 
and in his twenty-sixth year. Records gift of gold for a lamp to the 
temple of Mayindl&varam-UdaiyAr by a VAniyanofArumbakkam. 
[The inscription is interesting for its mentioning a Saka date Tor a 
ChO}a king.) 

Dharmapuri. 

Known in the ninth century as TagaijQr this place played a 
prominent part in early South Indian history. It was a famous 
city with rich temples, “pleasure-gardens of kings and high 
enclosure walls, “ a centre of Jainism and Saivitism. The still 
attractive temple of MallikArjuna, the Jain sculptures in the 
Ramakka tank and Adhamankftttai (not far from it) and the 
archaic epigraphs show its importance in antiquity in the age of 
the ChOra kings. Subsequent to the Chfira epoch and till about 
A.D. 931 it was the capital of the Nojambas. (Sec Nos. 82 and 83.) 

74 . 304 of 1901. iKanarese.) On the four faces of a pillar 
built into the floor of the mantapa in front of the MallikArjuna 
temple. A record of king M;Ut&mirAdhirAja-Nolamhu in S. 815, 
ParidhAvin. Records a grant to a Jaina basadi by a certain 
Nidhiyaijpa and Chandiyanna. The former receivetl from the 
king the village of Ma!appa||i which he made over to K.in.ika- 
senaSiddhAnta RhatAra, pupil of VinayasOna SiddhAntu HhalAra of 
the Pogarryagana with the Stmlnvayu, MutaianatU ete„ for the 
repairs to the baxti. The witnesses of the transaction were the four 
Samayins, the Nthlitntigdrd-nttrtiulStmi officers, ete. See Up. tml, % 
Vol. X, pp. 54 ■ 70. 

75 . 305 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) At the bottom of the four faces 
of the same pillar. A record of the Paitava king AyyappadGva, 
son of Mahendra-Nojamba. Records a gram of the village of 
BudugQru perhaps to the same basadi (for Nidhiyanna is mention- 
ed) by a certain Lokayya. [See /£/>• /«</., X, where Mr. Krishna 
Saatri gives an excellent history of the Nojumbu-P.dlavas. See 
also Fleet’s Dyn., Kan. Dts., p. 332 and Ep. Gtrrnt., Vol. IV, p. 10 f.) 

76 . 306 of 1901. — (Kanarcsc.) On a broken piece of another 
pillar in the same temple. A fragment of record of a Paitava 
king, the date of which is lost. Begins with the same passage as 
No. 74 above. 

77 . 307 of 1901,— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamakshi 
shrine in the same temple, A record in the tenth year of Chfi[a 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulmtuhga-Cho}adeva. Mentions 
two temples, viz., TiruvefaU&vara and IrSyarAytivara. 

78 . 308 of 1901. —(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twelfth year of the Cho[a king Tribhuva- 
nachakravartin KulOttuhga-Chd)adCva. Records repairs made for 
the merit of AdiyamAn (i.e„ the king of Adigai). 
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79 . 309 of Igor.— (Kanaresc verse.) On a slab act up on the 
tank bund in the same village. Mentions the preceptor ViddGra&i 
(Vidyara&i) of TagadOru. 

80 . 347 of 1901.— (Tamil.) On a slab built into the floor of the 
magfapa in front of the Maliikarjunu temple. A much damaged 
record of KulOttunga Chdladeva. 

81 . 348 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On four sides of a broken pillar 
lying in the Mariyamman temple in the fort. A record of the 
Pallava Mahendra Nolamba, dated in §. 800, Vilambin, apparently 
making grant to a Jaina temple. {It was this Mahendra who con- 
quered Mahabali Baqa Raya about A.D. 890 and gave his name 
Mahendramangalam to Adhamankottai.} 

81 -A. In a slab in the street of VirCtpakshipuram. A record 
making the grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of 
§rlRangaof Vijayanagar in S. 1541 (A.D. 1619) the king having 
his capital at Penukonda. {Stf&TR Manual, p. 223.] 

82 . 198 of 1910.— (Kanarese.) On a granite pillar lying in the 
quarter known as VirQpakshipuram. A reeord of the Nofambha 
king Irula, son of Anniga, in S. 853, Virbdhl The record gives a 
list of the Nolamba kings and their queens. The last face which 
usually records the grant is damaged. This is an important inscrip- 
tion giving the Nojamba-Pallava genealogy from Paliavndhirftja to 
Irula and showing that the TagadQr nSdu was under the NoJiambas 
even after the conquest of the neighbouring Bapa territory by 
Parantaka I. 

83 . 199 of 1910.— (Kanarese.) On the fragment of a pillar 
lying in the house of Kvarayya in the same village. A record of a 
Nolamba king, whose name and date art* lost. Appears to have 
contained a genealogy of the Nojambas. Mentions, among the 
boundaries, the roads to Puramalc-nJldu and PiribeUole. {The 
inscription gives the details of the actions of the individual kings 
of the line.] 

84 . TagadQr spurious Sanskrit and Kanarese plates of the W. 
Ganga king Harivarma Maharaja issued from Talavanapura. See 
Bp. Carna., Vol. Ill, p. 202, No. 122 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
p. 20, No. 109. The date of the grant (6. 188, Vibhava, da 4 ami, 
Guruvara, Punarvasu) is irregular. 

Hanumantapuram. 

85 - 86 . 16 and 1 7 of 1900.— (Vafteluttu.) On a slab in a 
field. A record in the seventeenth year of “ Ganga-Pallava king ** 
Vijaya-Uvaravarman. Record the death of two heroes in battle in 
the service of Kaftirai. [Dr. Hultzsch believes the latter to be 
identical with Kadava or Pallava. He is not, however, the chief 
conquered by the Hoysala Narasimha II but evidently Idvaravarman 
himself. See Bp. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 23-4.]

On the south wall of the Cho|e&- 
vara temple. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratflpa DOvara.va-Mahar.lya (1422 *-49) in S. 1352, Sadharana. 
Mentions KadaikkottQr alias Dflsi-UyyukootJu&Olapattanam in 
Tagatjla-Nadu, a subdivision of (iangn-nat.iu, which was a district 
of NigariliiOia-mapdaiam. 

89. 194 oj 1910. -(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of taxes on looms within the premises (tirmnadaiviUlgam) of Mucjfi- 
jatopda-Ch 9 |Iivaramudaiya-N’ayanar temple, by the nugarattar of 
the village, for maintaining a lamp in the temple. 

90 . 195 of 1910- (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same temple. A record in S. 1398, Durmukhi, of the Vijayanagara 
king Mailikilrjunar.lya, son of Prat.lpadOvar.lya til). “ who received 
tribute from all countries ami from Ceylon and witnessed the 
elephant hunt.*’ Records gift of land in favour of the dancing 
women of the same temple. 

91 . 196 of 19 to. (TatuiU On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratilpa DCva- 
raya-Mah.lr.lya (ID in S. I3<>2, Ihtrmali. Records gift of the taxes 
Nthlutalavdrikkai (police rate?), SletfiyiJrni aga mai, collected on 
either aide (ubhayamdrga) of the roads, the aUflyanuinyam and 
titiiktliu on each shop opened in the village of VaragOr, a dPvadflna 
of the temple of M ud igont.la -Ch0| vn ra mud a iy a -Nl y a n.l r, by the 
T'clugu chief Malla-R.lhutta, son of VidamiUa-R.lhutta of Muja- 
vsiyehchilvadi, while the Pr.tdh.ini M.ldana-Dann.lyakknr of 
Mujv.ly was governing the country. {See inscription No. 141 of 
I Q03 at Pir.lnm.dai in R.lmnld district, In S. 1356 Mldantja gave, 
timicr the king's orders, charge of the Tekal country to Safuva

91-A. 5 of 1900 . (.Kanarese.) On a rock in front of the Vlra- 
bhadraavlmin temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada- 
iivadCva U542 65) in S. 14 / 8 . Mentions the Mah.lmarulalC&vara 
Aliyu-Ramaraja. 

Ko(agat(ur (near Kaibigaltur). 

. 92 . 197 of 1910. (Telugti.) On a slab lying on the tank 

bund. A record in Dvmdubhi. Stipulates that the cultivators of 
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lands below the tanks in the KadagattQr country must give 
sarivaram , i.e., equal share of the produce to the owner and pay a 
specified fee for strengthening the tank bunds with stone and 
earth. This was done for the merit of the chief Kum.lra JagadCva. 
This was evidently the chief of Channapaftana in Bangalore 
district conquered by the rising Mysore chiefs about 1 63 5. [See 
Mys. Gasr. t II, p. 62.)

93 . 209 of 1910.— (Tamil.) A damaged record in Sarvadhilrin, 
Refers to an officer “ who possessed the strength and powers of the 
Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana ” and to the remission of the 
marriage tax in Tagada-nadu. 

94 . 210 c/1910. — (Tamil.) On a boulder in front of the temple 
of Nelapperumal in the same village. A record in the third year, 
Angiras, of the Chola king Rajakfisarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin TribhuvanavIra-CholadCva. Records gift of the 
village of ModQr in Tagada-nadu, a district of Nigarilicho{a- 
mandalam (E. Ganga country), to the temple of &ingappcrumS[ 
which was attached to the temple of DurgaiySr in Pudi-nJtdu, a 
district of Mel-mandala. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies Padiiifldu 
in Melmandala with Hadinadu in Mysore and Durgatyar with the 
famous Chamupdi of that place, a proof of which he sees in the 
existence of a field named Chamun<jti Ammanarjdu. As regards the 
identity of the king he believes that he might be the same as the 
king of the Tiruvannamalai record whose accession Dr. Hultzsch 
attributes to A.D. 1341-2 and whose third year fell in Angiras, 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VHI, p. 7 ff.]

The ruined fortifications, temples and residences of this place 
show its antiquity.

Records gift of a tank to certain 
Brahma^as by the Mudalis of Taramahgalam, among whom is a 
person named Ijamanclai. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 310, where Dr. 
Kielhorn gives the most probable equivalent date to be Monday, 1st 
August, A.D. 1289. 

128 . 25 of 1900 {No. II of Mr. Sewell's List).— (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the same mantapa, A record in the sixth year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva III (1276—90). Registers a sale of land to the 
Br^hmanas of Lakshmapa-ehaturvcdimangulam founded by Ilaiyan 
Nalla Utjkuyappan, one of the Mudalis of Taramahgalam, in the 
name of his father.

(Was this king one of the mediaeval 
Pandyas or identical with Maravarman Vira Pflmlya Ahhir.lmitn 
Vlramaran Seliyan Kaliyugarflman Tirunelvelipperumfll who as- 
cended the throne between March and July 1443 and who was 
joint ruler with Arikfisari, 1422—64? See fn$„ .N. p, 248, 
No. 118.3 

16 . 22 of 1008.— -(Tamil.) On the inner gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. Records in 1408. expired, Krbdhnna, 
gift of land for providing the requirements of worship in the 
temple of Irarfl^uram (also RArfl&uramV 

17 . 23 of 1908.— (Tamil.) In the same place. A record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanaehakravartin &rl-Vulluhha- 
deva, the date of which is doubtful. Registers provision made for 
repairs and for celebrating festivals in the temple of IrflrflAuram- 
u<Jaiya-Nayanar. (Was the king the predecessor of the mediae- 
val Papdya Jatavarman Kula&Ckhara 1 or identical with the later 
Ifandakalamedutta Srtvallabha or the great AtivlrarAma ? It is 
evidently the former.] 

18 . 24 of 1908.— (Tamil.) Relow the image of a dvMrapfllnka 
set up close to the same gftpurn, left of entrance. A record of 
Udaiyftr SrT-Vijayarajendradeva. Records that the image was 
brought from KalySnapuram by the king after his capture of the 
place. {The king was evidently Rajadhiraja (I), JayahkopdachOja 
(1018—52), the anointer of heroes at KalySnapura.l 

19 . 25 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the walls of the outer gflpura of 
the same temple. These are small labels containing the names of 
gods, whose images have, in most cases, since disappeared or have 
been mutilated. 

20 . 26 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On two stones lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Each of them contains a portion of the his- 
torical introduction of KulOttunga (I). 

21 . 27 e/1908. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same place. 
The gopura is called igaimavendiraiyar-tirukkopuram.

1199, Bahudhanya, in the reign of 
Vlrapratapa-DSvaraya, Records the erection of a maijtapam and 
tank at Pattl&varam and grant of 4 mds and 3 k&nts of land to 
Pattt&vara-Nayanar. Ins., S. Dts., p. 250, No. 127. Date wrong. 

21-H. A record of Vlradeva Maharaya in |.S. 1137, Dhatu. 
Records the erection of a pagoda of God Pattl^vara and grant of 
9 Vz velis of land at “ Chundole Poorum ” for the repair of the 
temple. Ibid., No. 128. Date wrong.

21 - 1 . 298 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the Kankudutta 
Vinayaku temple. A much damaged record. Mentions the Maha- 
mandaleivara Achyutappa Nayakkar Aiyan (evidently theTanjore 
Naik king who ruled from 1572 to 1614). 

Kumbhakdnam. 

The antiquity^ of KumbhakOpam is well recognized, its God 
Sarangapatji or ArSvamuda having been sung in the Prabandhas 
in the eighth century, but no epigraphical evidences are available 
to show its antiquity. It has twelve Saivjte and four Vaishnavite 
shrines, besides a Brahma temple. The temples are comparatively 
modern (being the works of the Naik kings) in outer parts, but 
ancient, going back to the Chela period at least in inner parts. 
The Nagfi&vara shrine is famous for the adoration of its deity by 
the sun and the ChakrapSni shrine for the statue of a Tanjore king 
holding a lamp for the God. The Sahkardch&rya mafha is one of 
the most important historical institutions. 

22 . 13 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the shrine of 
the goddess in the NagC&vara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Paqdya king Marahjadaiyan. Records gift of 138 cows for 
mijk and 100 kiisu for two lamps by the king to the temple of 
Tirukkljkkottattu BhatSra at Tirukkudamflkku. (The exact identity 
of Maraftjadaiyan is not known. Tirukkudandai Kijkkottam is 
famous in Saivite tradition as the place where the sun worshipped 
Siva and got back the splendour which he had lost owing to 
Vftvakarma’s curse.} 
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23 . 14 of iqo8. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Sfirya* 
narayana shrine in the Nagg^vara temple. A record of the ChO[a 
king Rajakesarin Udaiyar Srl-Vijayarajgndradgva (Rajadhiraja I), 
in his thirty-sixth year, Makha, Apara, Wednesday, Ayilyam. 
Records sale of land for 498 kalanju and lands made rent-free. 
[See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. X2I, where Mr. R. Sewell points out that 
the date corresponds to December 29, A.D. 1053.] 

24 . 15 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
An unfinished record in the eighth year of the Chola king Para- 
kgsarivarman alias &rt-Ra j g n dr a-Ch ol a d gv a (I). Seems to provide 
for offerings to the shrine of Chandra£gkharadgva. 

25 . 223 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Nagg£vara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Chola king . . . sarivarman. Built in at the beginning. 
Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkTlkOttattu- 
Paramasvami at TirukkudamQkku in Vadagarai PambQr-nadu, 
by Ingala-Madevan Kodai Maran, a native of Iiigal-nadu. 

26 . 224 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman. Records 
sale of land to a certain Kadan Achchan for 25 kalanju which he 
had deposited in the same temple, for maintaining a perpetual 
lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises that the king referred to 
might be Aditya Karikala II.) 

27 . 225 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman (Aditya II ?), 
“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the 
assembly of TirukkudamQkku, a devadana in Vadagarai-PambQr- 
nadu, to the palace woman ( pendatti) Periyan Tribhuvana-sundari 
(a resident) of Palaiya-vglam at TanjavQr in TanjavQr-kQrram, 
for 85 kalanju of gold which she had deposited, for feeding a 
Sivayogin in the temple of Tirukkljkottattu-Paramasvami. The 
'land given by Kadan Achchan (see the above epigraph) formed 
one of the boundaries of this land- 

28 . 226 of 1911— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of TirukkUkottattu-P^ramgivara by Pendatti 
Dgvayan Pulalakkan alias Avani^ikhamani (a resident) of Kllai- 
velam (quarter) at TanjavQr, called after Udaiyapiraftiyar 
Kllanadigal, the mother of Anaimgrrunjinar [i.e-, Rajaditya who 
was killed by BhQtuga II while seated in his elephant and whose

Records sale of 
land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkkii, to Arayan Kalaiigamalai, 
a Vellafa of TafkjavQr, for feeding a IsivayOgin in the temple of 
Tirukkllkotfattu-Paramasvami. 

30 . 228 of igil. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chela king Rajakesarivarman (Gaijdaraditya ?). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by Kumaran Taduvan, one 
of the Kaikkblas of Vrra&ojattoriftja-Kaikkolar and a resident of 
TaftjavGr. {Vlra Choi a was a surname of PurSntukal and the 
KaikkOlars evidently got the title from him.

to the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the king might 
be the same as he who is referred to in the Koyilolugu as the 
successor of Saluva Tirumal Raja in the Government of the 
Trichinopoly country, who was an anti-Vaishnavite. This in- 
scription is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. 194, No. 8, also.]

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62 -C. C.P. No. 6 of 1915.— A Telugu record in S. 1608, Pra- 
bhava, Vai&kha, su. di. 15, Saturday, lunar eclipse. Registers 
that Mahadevendra Sarasvati, pupil of Chandrasekhara Sarasvati, 
of the £ankarach 5 rya-Sarada matha at Kafichi, gave to one Rilma- 
6astrilu of the Hoysana-Kannadi sect land in the village of 
Melpaka, an annuity of two varohas in the matha, and certain 
collections in the Jaghir of Chingleput given to the matha by 
Akkanna and Madanna of Golconda. [These were the celebrated 
ministers of Abdulla Kutb Shah and Abul Hassan of Gblcopda. 
For a brief account of them as based on the Dutch journalist 
Havart see Ep. Rep., 1915, p. 118. Slahadevgndra Sarasvati was 
apparently the Acharya who presided over the matha from 1703 to 
1746 and in whose time the matha was removed from Conjeeveram 
first to Udaiyarpalaiyam and then, at the instance of Pratflpa Singh 
of Tanjore and of his minister Dabhir Pant, to KumbhakOijara.j 

62 -D. C.P. No. 7 of 1915. — A record of KrishnadCva Raya in 
S. 1450, VirOdhin VaiSakha, Paurnami, in Sanskrit. , Registers the 
gift of the village of Udayambakkam in Chingleput Sima, KaJattOr- 
kottam to Sada&iva Sarasvati, a disciple of Chandra-Sgkhara 
Sarasvati. [In a list of f-iankaracharyas of the KamakOtipitha of 
Conjeeveram, later on removed to Kumbhakonam, published by 
the talented scholar T. S. Narayana Sastri, I find that the fifty-fifth 
Acharya was called ChandrachQdSndra and that he presided over 
the matha from 1506 to 1512 and that the fifty-sixth was Sada- 
Sivendra, who was in_ charge of the matha from 1512 to 1 538. 
These are the two Acharyas apparently referred to in this 
epigraph.] 

62 -E. C.P. No. 8 of 1915* — Registers a grant by KrishijadSva 
Raya in S. I 444 j Svabhanu, MargaSlrsha, su. di. 12, of the village of 
Pocjavtiru or Krishnarayapuram in Sehgad Ktlrram, NlrvalQr Nadu 
in Chandragiri Rajya to Chandrachuda Sarasvati of Conjeeveram, 
disciple of Mahadeva Sarasvati. See the above epigraph.

The following inscriptions are taken from Mack. MSS. (Ins., S. 
Dts., pp. 247-48, Nos. 1 15— 17) 

6 - 2 -F. On the steps of the spire of Sundararajapperums] 
temple. Records that in 5 . 1193, ViSvavasu, Pratapa Rayadeva 
granted two velis of land for the God. (The date is evidently 
incorrect.) 


62 -G In the same place. Records that in 6. 1299, Nala, 
VirUpakshadevaraya gave twelve velis of land to the God. (Here 
also the date is evidently a mistake.) 

. ^ 2 ~H. In the same place. Records that R&jarajadSva gave 

1/2 ka ?i s of land fo r a festival of the God in the 
twenty-first year of his reign. 
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Sv&mimalai. 

The Subrahmanya shrine of this place, famous as the place 
where the God instructed His own father in religion and therefore 
a centre of pilgrimage and vows, has got two inscriptions of the 
sixteenth century. It has a choultry founded by a Principal Sadr 
Amin who was cured of a disease by taking a vow in the temple ; 
it has, however, no epigraph in it. 

63 . 496 of i907.'-(Grantha and Tamil.) On the first gOpura of 
the SubrahmanyasvSmi temple, right of entrance. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratlpa KrishnadSva Maha- 
raya in S. 14361 expired, Bhava. The trisula and a peacock are 
engraved on the top of the inscription. 

64 . 497 <7/1907. — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. A 
record of the Nayaka king Sevappa Nayaka (1549 — 72) in £. 1495, 
expired . . . Refers to the son of Timmappa-Nayakkar of 
the chaturtha gdtra, who was a native of Nedurigunram in Tond% 
mandalam. 


Tandantottam (near Kumbhakonam ) . 

65 . C.P. No. 7 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Tamil.) An incom- 
plete record of Ko-Vijaya. Nandivikramavarman, the son of 
Hiranyavarman, making the gift of the village of Dayamukha- 
maiigalam (named after the donor Dayamukha) to 308 Brahmans 
learned in the Vedas and Smritis, in the fifty-eighth year of 
his reign. The village granted was over the forest and uncul- 
tivated waste west of Tandantottam. The record ends with the 
obligations imposed on the tenants and the exemptions ( pari - 
hdras) as well. [The identity of Nandi Vikramavarman is a 
question of controversy. The Government Epigraphist believes 
that it is the so-called Ganga Pallava king Nandivarman HI. He 
further points out that amongst the achievements of Nandivar- 
man is mentioned his conquest of a Gariga king, and that this 
king might be Sivamara II attributed by Dr. Fleet to A.D. 805 — 
810. He cites in proof of this fact the Manne grant of Sivamaran 
II which says that “ his forehead was adorned by a fillet ” by the 
“ two ornaments of the Rashtraktifa and Pallava lineages named 
GOvindaraja (i.e., Gbvinda III) and Nandivarman.” But Prof. 
Dubreuil of Pondicherry is of opinion that the donor of the grant 
was not Nandivarman III, but Nandivarman II or Pallavamalla. 
He bases this on the ground of palaeography and on the fact that 
we are aware of only one Hirapayavarman, viz., the father of 
Nandivarman II. Nandivarman III, he further argues, must have 
ruled only for a period of twenty-four years. See his Pallavas, 19 * 7 , 
pp. 62-3, for details. It seems to me that the arguments of Prof. 
Dubreuil are unanswerable and ought to be accepted.] 
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Tiruchchirai. 

66. 6120/1909— (Tamil.) On a stone built into the tank in 
front of the Saranatha-PerumaJ temple. A mutilated record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king ParakCsarivarman. Records gift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple at §0rrQr, a dtvaddna in ScjrQr- 
kfirram, by a native of Klramahgalam which belonged to Poyyil- 
kOrram. 

67 . 613 of 1909.— (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of the Chola king RajCndra-ChOla I. 
Contains a portion of the historical introduction which begins with 
tirumanni. 

68. 614 of 1909.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1 566, Tarawa, gift of 
land to the temple of Saran&thasvamin and to the shrine of 
Alvar, by a certain GOvindadasa for the merit of king Vijaya- 
Righava. [Was the donor the celebrated Govinda Dlkshita* 
minister of Achyutappa Nay aka (1572 — 1614) ? j 

69 . 615 0/1909.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Sara-ParamC&vara temple at 
Udaiyarkoyil, a hamlet of the same village. A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanaehakravartin RajarSju- 
deva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri-Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai. 

70 . 616 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchirai alias Rajasundari-chaturvcdimangalam, by a native 
of Karivedu in Damar-kOftam of Jayarigondu-ChOlamandaiam. 

71 . 617 of 1909.— (Tamil.) On the north wail of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifth year of the Cho}a king Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118—35). Built in, at the bottom. Records gift of 
land to the shrine of the goddess. 

72 . 618 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanaehakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (11I8— 35). Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri TJdaiyar at Tiruchchirai by the assembly of Vl&alGr, 

73 . 619 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanaehakravartin 
Vikrama-CholadSva (1 118—35). Built in, at the bottom. Records 
gift of land by the same assembly. 

7 4 . 620 of I9°9- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanaehakravartin 
Kulottunga phoiadeva (I,? 1070— ni 8). Records sale of land to 
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the temple of TiruchchennSri UUaiySr at Rajasundari-chaturvCdi- 
mangalam, a brahmadeya in ^GrrQr-kQrram, which was a sub- 
division of Kulottunga-Chojavajanadu- Another inscription below 
this is dated in the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikramai 
Chojadeva and records also a sale of land. [The inscription is of 
fiscal interest. It says that, in accordance with the king's Srimukha, 
the lands of those who were in two years' arrears of the royal 
dues during the forty-seventh year of the reign should be sold, and 
that the lands of certain Brahmaija tenants who had been unable to 
pay the taxes and left the village were sold to the local temple. 
See inscriptions at Konfirirajapuram, Tirumalam, Kflvam and Ukkal 
for similar examples.] 

75 . 621 of 1909. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Chojadeva (1118- 35). Records gift of land to the shrine of the 
goddess by a certain UlaguyyavandSn, who purchased it from the 
assembly of Rajasundari-chaturvedimahgalam, a hrtihmadtya in 
the same district. 

Tiriilntvatuun. 

The Government Epigraphist surmises that the village was 
founded by Kulottunga Chain 111 who had the title Tribhuvana- 
vlradeva. 

76 . 159 of 1911.— (Tamil.) Chi the south base of the Ratiga- 
natha-PerumaJ temple. A damaged record in the tenth year of the 
Tandy a king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama- 
PatjdyadCva. Registers a contract between the residents of ** the 
city ” of Truhhuvanavlrapura and those of Kulamangala-n.1du who 
owned the ur-ktlml of that village. [The ur-kilvut men take an oath 
not to be unjust or injure the people in any way and they receive, 
in return for their duty, a stfai (doth) on each marriage among the 
Kallar-mtikkaL They were to demand no sthti on other marriages 
than the first. 1 

77 . 160 of 1911,-— (Tamil.) On the north and west liases of the 
same temple. A mutilated record in the tenth year of the Tandy a 
king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Para krama *Pa ndyadcvu. 
Refers to a contract similar to that registered in the above epigraph 
and mentions the chief Udaiyar KulakkharadOva alias Kopakarflya 
in whose presence SGnaippcruma] alias Kulotturigaioja-varaiyan, 
agreed to the contract. [Is the king referred to the same as 
Jatavarman Parakrama who ascended the throne in 1334?] 

78 . 189 of 1907. — (Grantha.) On the south wall of the central 
shrinejn the KampaharSivara temple. A damaged record. Men- 
tions Arya SrI-Somanatha. 

79 . 190 of 1907.— (Grantha.) On the same wail. A record of 
the Choja king Srl-Kulottunga-Chojadeva (III), Registers the 
building operations of the king.

89 . 298 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king RajarajakSsarivarman. Records 
gift of land for offerings and for the supply of 108 pots of bathing 
water to the temple of MahadSva in Amaninarayaiia-chaturvedi- 
marigalam by Kilanadigal, the daughter of Vilupparaiyar and the 
queen of Uttama-CholadSva (970 ? — 85), son of GandaradittadSva. 

90 . 299 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record in the fourteenth year of the Chola 
king RajakSsarivarman. Records gift of money for two lamps by 
the wife and daughter of SiriyavSlar. See No. 82 above. 

91 . 30 f)a/I 908 . — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king RajakSsarivarman. 
Records gift of money for two lamps. 

92 . 301 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chola king RajarajakSsarivarman alias 
Rajarajadsva (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by 
VSmban Slrudaiyar alias Mlnavan-mahadSviyar, queen of Rajaraja- 
dsva. States that Amaninarayana-chaturvSdimangalam was situ- 
ated in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-RajSndra-simha- 
Valanadu.

(Called in orthodox tradition Tirukkadavtir MaySnam and 
famous as the place where Siva burnt Brahma, adorned himself 
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with his ashes and then revived him. Hence the name Brahma- 
purT&vara.)

Records gift of land. The temple is called Tirmnayflnamudaiyar 
at TirukkadavGr, a brahmadpya in AkkQr-nSdu, a district of 
Jayangonda-Cho]a vajanadu. Refers to the revenue survey in the 
sixteenth year of the reign of Kulottunga I, who abolished tolls. 
[Akktir is known in tradition as the place where Siruppuli Nflyanftr 
became one with the deity.]

A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-CholadSva (1118—35). Records gift of money for a lamp 
to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar in NalQr alias Vanavan- 
madevi-chaturvedimangalam in SerjQr-kQn'am, which was a district 
of Kulottunga-Chela-va]anadu. 

116 . 318 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chela king Parakesarivarman, the date of which is lost. 
Records sale of land to the same temple by the assembly of NalQr. 

117 . 319 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixth year of the Cheja king Parakesarivarman. Records sale 
of land to the temple of Tirukkarkatl&varattu-Peruman at NalQr 
by the assembly of that village. 

118 . 320 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Choia king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land by the assembly of Palaiya ^embiyanmahadfivi-chatur- 
vedimangalam on the southern bank of the Cauvery. 

119 . 321 of 1910- — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chela king Rajakesari- 
varman. Records that the assembly of NalQr sold the right of 
collecting the tax called angddi-kkuli from stalls opened in the 
bazaar to the temple of Molasthanattu-Mahadeva of Tirumayanam. 
[The fees are specified to be one ndli in kind in each measurable 
article of paddy, rice, etc., brought for sale from towns outside 
JUS? ' ^ am articles sold by weight ; one pattu on each 
bfeafcet of betel leaves : and two nuts on each basketful of areca-nuts.] 
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120 . 322 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Sri- 
RajarajadSva (I) in his twenty-fourth year, makara , Aparapaksha, 
Vi&akha, Friday. Seems to record a gift of land for offerings to 
the tempi? of Lakshmi-Raghavadeva of Tirunarayana-Vinnagar, 
by a merchant of Naltir, on the occasion when the assembly of 
that village met at the big hall called Rajarajan in front of the 
temple of Samaparl&varattu-Mahadeva. 

An incomplete 
record in the forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sri-Kulotturiga-Choladgva (I ?).

A damaged 
record in the forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srl-KulOtturiga-ChOladSva (I ?). Seems to record a 
gift of land for a lamp. 

A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king Rajaraja-RajakSsarivar- 
man alias Sn-RajarajadOva (I). Records gift of land for a lamp to 
the shrine of Krishna-VennaikkQttadi-aiulu^inra-Alvar in Tiru- 
narayana-Vinnagar of Naltlr, a brahmadeya in Serrflr-kUrram, which 
was a district of Kshatriya-£ikhamani~valanadu. On this occasion 
the I assembly of Naltir met at the “big hall ” called Ganda- 
radittan. 

125 . 327 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fourth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Para- 
kesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of land to the temple of 
SamaparS&varattu-Perumanadigal at Naltir, by the assembly of 
Akkiramakotta-chaturvsdimangala, a brahmadeya in Terikarai- 
Tirunar a iy Qr-na du . 

126 . 328 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king P ar akSsari varman . 
Built in at the end. Seems to record a gift of land by the assem- 
bly of Arurchcheri, a brahmadeya in TirunaraiyQr-nadu, to the 
temple of Tirumayanam in Naltir. 

127 . 329 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. 
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128 . 330 of i9io,—{Tamii.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifteenth year of the ChSja king Rnjakesarivarman. Records 
gift of twelve lla-hlsu for twelve lamps, by a merchant of Nalflr, 
named NSranan Soladiga] alias TirunSvukkaruiyan. to the temple 
of Tirumayanattu-Paramfi&vara. 

129 . 331 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfctpa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the seventh year of the 
Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin VlrarfljtJndratlOva. Records 
gift. of two lamps by a lady from Semin yahkutlavayil alias 
Alampajil to the temple of TirumaySnam-Udaiyar. (It is impos- 
sible to say whether the king was Vlra Rajcndra I or II. The 
former ruled from 1063 to 1070 and the latter (same as Kulottunga 
III) from 1178 to 1216J 

130 . 332 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RajarSjadCva (III). Registers a decision of the assembly of NalQr 
alias VanavanmadCvi-chaturvedimangrtlam, which met at the foot 
of a tamarind tree. States “that the residents should not do any- 
thing against the interests of their village nor against the temple 
of Tirumayanam-utlaiyar and similar institutions ; that if they did 
so, they must suffer as the grdmatlrdkins do and that people who act 
against this decision should not be allowed the privilege of ' touch- 
ing Siva,’ etc.” Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the grftmailrdhins 
were evidently the gramakaytakas of the UttaramullQr inscriptions. 

Tint ntigtsvara m * ( Anakkudi). 

The village is now well known not only for its Nflganatha- 
svami temple but its Uppiliyappan or Tiruvippahar shrine referred 
to in the Prabandhas. 

131 . 211 of i9ii.—(Tamii.) On the north wall of the centra! 
Shrine in the Naganathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
sixth year of the ChOja king Parakgsarivarman alias RajCndra- 
Chola (I). Provides for a gold jewel worked in gems and pearls, 
from the accumulated income of a land evidently presented by 
Adigal Achchan, one of the junior elephant ma hauls ( llaiyakunjira- 
mallar) in the army of Udaiyar-Srl-RajCndra-Choladfiva commanded 
by Sojamtivendavelar, to the temple of Tirunage&varam Udaiyar 
at Tiruvippagar-Tirunag 54 varam in TiraimQr-nadu, a subdivision 
of UyyakkondSr-valanadu. [Tiruvinnagar is named after the 
local God Vishpu or Uppiliyappa. The great Gopala De&ika. 
the founder of the Munitraya cult of §ri Vaishnavism is said to 
be an avatar of this God.] 


* According to &amte tradition this place is noted for the worship of Iadm. The 
tiod’SOMae is Champak&raoyefrwi* and the tirtha IndratJrtha. 
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132 . 212 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the ChOja king ParakSsarivarman alias Rajendra- 
ChOja (I). Records gift of forty-eight sheep for half a lamp to 
the same Mahadfiva (§iva) temple by a palace-woman (pejidSftO 
Trran Sattividangi for (the merit of) her daughter Araiyan Uttama- 
dani (a resident) of Udaiyar-AnaimSrrurijinar-velam alias 
AbhimanabhQshana-tterinda-tiruvandikkappu-vglam. Mentions 
Jananathapuram in TiraimQr-nadu. 

133 . 213 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Choja king Para- 
kgsarivarman alias Rajendra-Chola (I). Built in. Registers jewels, 
gold and silver vessels, etc., owned by the temple, with the permis- 
sion of the king which was obtained at the request of a temple 
servant named Kafjdan Kovalanadan. Tirunage&varamuclaiya 
MahadCva is stated to have been situated in TirukkudamQkku 
in PambQr nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar vajanadu. 

134 . 214 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chela king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar Srl-Rajendradeva (1050 — 63). Records that 
the assembly ( mula-parudaiyilr) of TirukkudamQkku received 100 
Mi it from Mflnikkan Mavali alias Vikkirama&iriga-Pallavaraiyan, 
a native of Marudam in Vehkunra-koftam, a subdivision of Jayari- 
gond a-eho} a-mand a lam. This money was utilized by them for 
repairing damages caused by the Kavfiri floods to the irrigation 
channel. For this, interest at the rate one kalam of paddy on each 
Miu was set apart for providing offerings in the temple of 
TirunSgcivaram Udaiyar and for expounding the Sivadharma in 
the assembly hall called Tiruchchijxambalamudaiyan built in the 
temple by the abovementioned Vikkiramaisihga-Pallavaraiyan. 

135 . 215 of 1911. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the south wall of 
the same shrine. An unfinished and damaged’ record in the ninth 
year of the Chafa king RajakSsarivarman (Gapdaraditya). Seems 
to provide for offerings and mentions Ariftjigaippiratfiyar, a Bana 
queen and the daughter of prince ArikulakCsari (son of Parantaka 
I). Mentions the Simhalas (i.e., Ceylon). (The marriage of a Bana 
king with Parflntaka's granddaughter shows the later friendship 
of the Bapa and the Cho|a houses.) 

136 . 216 of 19IL — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chftja king Rajendra-Chola I, Built in at the right end. 
Mentions Paiupataddva as the name of the image carried about in 
processions. 

137 . 21 7 of i9ll.—-(Tamii.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-second year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar £rt-Rajendra-Cho}adeva 1 . Built in at the right end. It 
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records gift of land to the temple of Tirunagfiivaramucjaiya- 
Mahadeva at TirukkutlamQkku in PambGr-niUlu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkopdar-vafanadu, by Nftrakkan Krishna n Raman of Kfiralan- 
taka-chaturvcdimarigalam in Vennadu, another subdivision of 
the same valanfldu. The twenty-fourth and thirty-first years of 
the king are quoted in the body of the inscription. Mentions also 
the coin faijendrasdlan-ktlsu (evidently issued by KajCndrachola 
I). It seems that the original area endowed was q ! 4 »<f«, but 
according to “ the tn<i of the twenty-fourth year which contained 
128 kulis ” it amounted to jM mils. {Krishnan-Raman was the 
general of Rajaraja I and superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadl 4 varasv 3 mt temple. See S.f. Vol. II, 
p. 139. He also set up an Ardhamlri&vara image in the shrine.) 

138 . 218 (?/i9n,~*-(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the fourteenth year of the Cho}a king Rajaraja-RajnkCsurivarman 
(I), Records of sale of 1 1 2 of land to the same temple by the 

assembly of Madanamarigalani, a hrahmudPya in TirunajraiyQr- 
nadu. Tiruvinnagar Tirunage&varum is stated to have been a 
dtvad&na in Tiraimflr-nadu. The cost of the land (6 mil and I 
kdni), viz., 101 kalanjti (of tulaiptm ) was the fund formerly deposited 
for offerings by the princess Arifijigai-Pirattiyar, the Baqa queen 
and the daughter of Prince Arikuia-kCsari. An introduction of 
Rajadhiraja beginning with tingal/r tarn is inscribed next to this ; 
but is much damaged and incomplete. (The tnlai-pon is gold after 
being “ burnt, cut, melted, cooled and found current.”}

builder of the temple.}

karaiyi$u (lease) given to the tenants, by prince Kosalarayar. 

221 of 1911.— (Tamil) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record of the Cho}a king Parakesari- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (II), the date 
of' which is doubtful. Begins with the historical introduction 
pumaruviya-polil, etc., and seems to record a gift of land. 

142 . 222 0/l9ii."KTarnil.) On a pillar lying in a mapfapa at 
m aodt>f the street Infroatof the same temple. A record in the

second year of the Choja king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift 
of vdrdvaikal (?) collected by the perunagarattdr of Kumara- 
marttaindapuram (hamlet of Tirunagsivaram) for the renovation of 
the gopura and the tiruehchurralai called Kumaramattandan in the 
Miladudaiyar palli (temple) of that village, which is stated to have 
been situated in Tehkarai-TiraimGr-nadu. [The Cho[a king was 
evidently Aditya I. The name Kumara marttandapuram reminds 
one of the Pallava NandipottaraiySr who had that title (see No. 199 
of 1907). The name Miladudaiyar palli, again, suggests a Jain 
shrine. This, together with the Jain images round the shrine of 
the goddess in the Naganathasvami temple, shows that this place 
must have been an early Jain centre. Again Miladudaiyar is 
another name for Saint Meypporulnayanar and if we suppose that 
the palli was a school or mat ha built in his honour, the present 
epigraph _can be said to give a clue to his date, i.e., that he was 
prior to Aditya, I. He was connected with the Chedi chief of 
KTliyQr (S. Arcot District).

Records gift of silver 
vessels and a chmri of gold to the temple of Siddhe&varamudaiya- 
Mahadeva at TirunaraiyGr in Tirunaraiyflr-nadu by Udaiyapiratfi- 
yftr Sembiyan Mahadeviyar alias Pirantakan Madevadigalar.

A record in the 
ninth year of the Cho|a king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-

Records gift of money to the temple of Tiruttataki-i&varam- 
Uclaiyar at Tiruppanandal in Manni-nSdu, a subdivision of 
Virudarajabhayankara-valana# for bathing the God daily in

Registers the 
sale by a temple priest of his right of worship on 4% days in the

Tint ppurambiya m. 

The §iva temple here is well known in Saivite tradition. It is 
said to celebrate the grace of the Lord towards Sunda and Upasunda 
and the miraculous power of GnSnasambanda in reviving the lover 
of a Vaniga woman who had died of snake bite. Hence the name 
Sak&hT&vara of the deity. The temple is mentioned in the DCvflram. 
It is also historically important as the scene of a battle between 
the Gahga Prithvlpati I and Varaguna P.lrulya, in which the former 
lost his life. See Udayendram Plates of Pritlmpati II [S.i.!., Vol. II, 
p. 381). It was in AndattukOrram in RajSndrasirithava|an,ldu.

On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple- A record in the 
ninth year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajadhirSja- 
deva (I ?). Records gift of two lamps. 

205 . 620 of 1902.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Rsjaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Rajarfijadeva ( 1 ). Refers to a grant made in the thirty- 
eighth year of Madurai-kopda ParakOsarivarman (Parantaka I).

From 1798 onward it has been the residence of the descendants 
of Amir Singh of Tanjore. The Devil ram mentions it as Idai- 
marudu. In Choja time it was in TiraimQr-nadu in Uyyakkonda 
t*ho]a-va}a-nildn. The local epigraphs contain a large number of 
RajakOsarivarmans and Parakfisarivarmans who are mostly un- 
identifiable.

Manniirgudi.

Tradition also connects the place with the latter who, it is said, 
had a palace here, the present hamlet of Mclava&al being called 
after its western gate. The Jayarikondanfltha and RajarSje&vara 
shrines were founded by Rajadhiraja I (1018—53) and the Raja- 
gopala temple by Kulottuiiga Chola I (rebuilt by Vijayaraghava 
Naik of Tanjore).

On the east base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-third year of the Chola king 
Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias &rl-Rajarajadeva (I, 985 — 1013). 
The inscription seems to be unfinished and ends abruptly with the 
word Mummudi-^Olan. Records sale of land for a lamp. 

633 . 22 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Chola king Raja rajakesarivarman (985 — 
1013). Records gift of land. Mentions the conquest of Salai, 
Gangapadi, Nujambapadi, Kadigaivaii and Vengai-nadu. The 
temple is called ^rl-Kalakaladeva at Padaieviya Tirukkadavflr 
in Ambar-nadu. 

634 . 23 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesari- 
varman (I, 985—1013).

The village is called Patlai-Cviya TirukkadavQr in 
Ambar-nadu. See Ep. 2 nd.,V ol. IX, p. 208, where it is shown that 
the date corresponded to Monday, 23rd September, A.D, 1000.

Sundara-Pandyadeva (evidently the eldest son and murderer of 
Kula&ekhara).

Records gift 
of land to the goddess Tiruppaljiyarai-Nambirattiyar who was 
presented to the temple of TiruvSxijiyamudaiya-MahiJdSva by a 
native of Komangudi. 

On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty- 
second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
PandyadCva. Seems to record a sale of land to the temple. 

On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record in the twenty-third year of the 
Paijdya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyndeva. Records sale of land to the temple by a native of 
Sirupanrar in Veja-nadu. 

736 . 75 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Mlravar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva (I ?). Records 
sale of land at SirupanrQr by a native of Vada-Kannamangalam. 

737 . 76/;/ 19XI. - (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Papdya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records sale of land. See 
the above epigraph. 

On the second inner gopura of the 
same temple ; left side. A record of the Nayaka (Tanjore) king 
Raghunatha-Nflyakkar (1614 — ?) in Sarvari. Records gift of 
certain taxes to the dancing girls of Tiruvanjiyam for the merit 
of the king's agent Msdayya-Nayakka-Mallappa Nayakka. 

739 . 78 of 1911,— (Tamil.) On the same gopura ; right side. 
A damaged record. Seems to refer to the same or a similar gift. 

740 . 79 of I9II. — (Tamil.) On a slab setup in afield of the 
same village. Records in £. 1501, I&vara (wrong) that a certain 
Perumanayinar Pandaram of Achchurramangalam, who was a 
pupil of AghOra&ivacharya of the Bhiksha-mafha at Chidambaram, 
purchased one vfli of land at Kunduvafijeri for his matha. See 
Cd. 72.

This place is well known as the native place of Saint Siruttonda 
who was a contemporary of Gftanasambanda, who figures in the 
Pmapurdtfa, and who was present in the battle of Vatapi about 642. 
See S././., Vol. II, p. 172, for his idol set up at Tanjore. Saivite 
tradition connects it with God Ganapati’s victory over a demon, 
thereby giving rise to the name of the shrine Ganapatlchchuram, 
It has been sung by Gftinas.unbanda and Appar. 
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741 . 51 0/1913- — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the UttarSpatT&vara temple. An unfinished record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Viruppaf}pa-Udaiyar(n\ i.c., VirQpaksha I, 
son of Vfra-Ariyaraya (Harihara II) in S. 1 306.

Seems to record a gift of land to the shrine of Gaijapatteuram 
Udaiya-Nayinar and Uttara-pati-Nfiyaka at Tiruchehengattangutjtf 
in Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikkavaja- 
nadu by the chief Somaya-Dannayakkar.

Registers a gift of land and houses to certain merchants connected 
with the treasury of Uttarapati-Nayakar, on their having presented 
a throne to the temple. 

On the west wall of the same 
manfapa. A damaged record in Plavahga. Seems to provide for 
a festival in the same temple by the merchants of the Chola 
country. 

On the west wall of the Gaija- 
patl&vara shrine in the same temple. A record in the thirty-second 
year of the Chola king RajakSsarivarman alias Udaiyar Srl-Raj.1- 
dhirajadSva (I ?). Records sale of land as iraili to the temple of 
Ganapatl&uram udaiya-Mahadeva at Tiruchcherigaftarigudi by the 
assembly of the village Tirukkannapuram, a brahmadeya in Maru- 
gal-nadu which was a subdivision of Kshatriyassikhamaiji vaja- 
nadu.

Records sale 
of land for a lamp by the assembly of Marugal. 

753 . 63 <7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the manfapa in 
front of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in his third year, Karkataka 
(wrong for Rishabha), &u. di. II, Monday, Attam, corresponding to 
Monday, 7th May 1218. Built in at the right end. Records gift of 
land to the shrines of UttarSpati-Nayaka and Siruttondadeva in 
the temple of Uttarapatinayaka by two residents of MarungOr 
alias Rajanarayapachaturvedimangalam. 

754 . 64 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
maptapa. A record in the forty-fifth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III). Records gift 
of land for providing garlands of red lilies to the two shrines of 
GanapatS&varam-Udaiyar and Uttarapati-Nayaka by the residents 
of Tiruchchciigatlangudi, a village in Marugal-nadu, which was a 
subdivision of Gfiyamapikka-valanSdu. 

755 . 65 </ 1913. ““(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the ChO]a king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who took Madurai (Madura) and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,” in his eleventh 
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year and 175th day, Vrischika, ba. di. 14, Friday, Anilam. Regis- 
ters that a document connected with the temple of Tiruviramannn- 
dr£varam-Udaiyar at Tirukkappapuram, a brahmaJvya village of 
Marugal-nSt.lu in Gsyamapikka-vuhmadu, was engraved on the 
walls of the temple at Tiruchcherigatptngudi, as the former was 
evidently not constructed of stone. The record refers to the fifth 
and tenth years of PeriyadSvar Kulottunga-Choladfiva in whose 
time the Tirukkannapuram temple came into existence. Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai points out that eleventh is an error for twenty- 
second year; that the date corresponds to Friday, 19th November 
1199, and that the 175th day shows that the reign began on 23rd 
May, A.D. 1178. 

75 6 . 66 of 1913.” (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulflttunga-Chojadeva 
(III), “who took Madurai (Madura) anti was pleased to take the 
crowned head of the Pa ml y a ” in his eighteenth year and 330th 
day. Records gift of land by purchase for laying out a road to 
carry in procession Slralapiliaiyar from themapfapa of Siruttoptla- 
dCvar at Tiruchchengatfangudi to the village of Tiru-Marugal. 
Refers to the land survey made in the sixteenth year of KulOttuiiga- 
CholadSva (I), “who abolished tolls.” 

757 . 67 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year and 330th day of the king of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-ChOjadeva (III), “who took 
Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the crowned head of 
the Pandya.” Registers the remission of taxes in favour of the 
temple, for maintaining the worship of Slralapillniyar. Refers 
also to the eleventh year of Kulottunga-Choladeva, " who abolished 
tolls.” 

758 . 68 <7/1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the grants registered in the above two inscriptions were caused 
to be made by Savannachakravartin of VeJichchCri, by the 
lady devotee, AlliyangOdai-ammai and Andar Vilarigudaiyar 
6iruttondar. 

759 . 69 <7/1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mapfapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III), in his twenty-fourth year, Simha, ba. di. 13, 
Saturday, Pfliam. Records gift of land by Ara&Grudaiyan Tiru- 
chchirrambalamudaiyan alias Tiruchchirrambala-Pallavaraiyan for 
providing offerings in the manfapa called TirumuttuvanGri to the 
God Uttarapati-Nayaka on the occasion when he was to give 
salvation to his devotee during the festival of Sittirai-BaranL 
[Bhairava was the form in which Siva came from the north arid' 
gave salvation to &iruttonda.J 

760 . 700/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin- 
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KulOttunga-ChOladSva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
^Madura),” in his tenth year and 123rd day. Built in at the 
beginning. The king is called Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnSrin- 
maikondan, Seems to record the grant of landed property to a 
certain Rajendra§o].a-Achariyan, who was perhaps the temple 
architect. The Royal Secretary ( tirumandira-dlai) was Rajendra- 
iihga-Mflv€ndavelan. 

761 . 71 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin, the date of 
which is lost. Seems to record a gift of land in the villages Tiru- 
vStfaikattalai and Dinachintamani-chaturvedimangalam for pro- 
viding offerings on every day of Bharani to the God Uttarapati. 

762 . 72 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the east, north and west walls 
of the Vatapi-Ganapati shrine in the same temple. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOt- 
tunga-ChcladOva (III), who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in 
his twenty-second year and 130th day. Seems to register a 
number of lands acquired for constructing the third prakara of the 
temple and a street round it. Reference is also frequently made 
to the reign of Kulottunga-Cholu I, “who was pleased to abolish 
tolls,” and to the temple of Vikrama-Chollivara. 

763 . 73 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. This wall is the gift of Vattavar&adaiyan Rajasttriyap- 
pallavaraiyan of PuduvQr. 

764 . 74 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the second gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A record in Ananda of Pattukkattari 
KonCrideva-Mahara ja. Records gift of taxes to the temple of Utta- 
rapati-Nayaka at the request of Maluvachakravartin for main- 
taining certain festivals. 

765 . 75 of I 9 I 3 - — (Tamil.) In the same place. A much 
damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppapna-Udaiyar 
(II), i.c., VirQpaksha I, son of Vlra-Ariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara II), 
in 1306, Raktakshi, Kumbha, ba. di. 10, Sunday, Mdla, correspond- 
ing to 5th February 1385. Seems to record a gift of land. 

7 66 . 76 of 1913.— (Tamil.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
A record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Parakrama-PapdyadSva. Records gift of two viiis 
of land at MarungOr for repairs in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. Refers to the STralan-Siruttondan-madam in the temple 
of GapapatT&uramudaiya-Nayanar. 

767 . 77 of 1913.— (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Rajadhirajanarapati Rftjfindra-Chola (III, 1245—67), “ who cut off 
the heads of two Pandya kings.” Supplies a long list of the San- 
skrit birudas of the king. Seems to record a gift of land to the God 
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Uttarapati-Nayaka in the temple of Gaijapatt&varam-Udaiyar for 
the purpose of the Bharani festival in the months of Sittimi and 
Arpasi. Among the achievements of the king are mentioned his 
capture of the stronghold of Vrra-Rakshasa, which was called 
Uttara Lanka and which Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises to be a place 
near Rajahmundry in the Godavari delta ; his victory over two 
Paridyas; and his power over the KarnSfa king SomG&vara of the 
Hoysala dynasty. Vlra-Rakshasa is said to be the sole hero of 
the Vadugas, and RajOndra’s campaign against him was perhaps 
due to a general war against Kopperuftjihga who had territory as 
far as Draksharama and who had given a good deal of trouble to 
Rajaraja III. Rajendrachoja’s time was thus one of genuine 
attempt to revive the Chola greatness. For the relations between 
Rajsndra and Som6&vara see 49 of 1913 at Sivayam (Trichi nopoly 
district). 

768 . 78<?/i9i3.--(Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
and unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Vtra-Viruppappa- 
Udaiya/II, i.e„ VirOpaksha I, in §.1322, Pramadi, Mfisha, ba. di, 
12, Friday, Uttirattadi corresponding to Friday, 2nd May, 1399. 
Seems to provide for certain festivals in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. 

7 69 . 79 t of 1913— (Tamil.) In the same place. A fragmentary 
record in S. 1394, Nandana, Simha, su. di., Monday, Attam. 
Seems to record a gift of land by purchase at Pajar in Vadagal 
Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Gfiyamapikka-valanadu, 
for offerings to the temple of Uttarapati-Nayaka by a native of 
Nandl 4 varam in Tondaimaridalam. 

770 . 80 of 1913— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the maijtapa 
in front of the ChOlikamba shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the ChOja king RajadhirajadCva (II), ‘‘who was pleased to take 
Madurai (Madura) and foam (Ceylon),” in the thirteenth year, 
Simha, ba. di. 9, Wednesday, corresponding to 24th July II 74. 
Some stones are missing. Seems to record the sale of four women 
as ctevaradtyar to the temple of Tiruvalarigadudaiya-Nflyanar for 
700 kfisu. 

771 . 81 e/1913.-- (Tamil.) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A damaged record in Prajapati, Seems 
to record the fees on looms, etc., fixed by an agent of Vlra-Nara- 
4 ingaraya-Ayyan. 

772 . 82 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same gbpura left of 
entrance. A record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II), the date of which is 
lost. Begins with the introduction kadal-sulndal etc. Refers to a 
certain Ka^uvaggmjaiyan Araiyan Afkonda-Nayakan who was 
perhaps the donor. 
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Tirukkand'tsvaram ( Tirukkond'tchchuram ). 

This is one of the Saivite centres of the South-Kavgri region, 
where Kamadhenu worshipped Siva. Hence the name Pa&upatls- 
vara. It has been sung by Appar. 

773 . 80 <7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the local Pa&upatldvara temple. 
Dated in S. 1439 ^A.D. 1517), I&vara, in the reign of Krishna dGva 
Raya. Records gift of taxes bestowed from Vejavadai (Bezwada) 
in favour of the Tirukkondl&vara temple on the king’s return from 
the victorious tour in the east. The inscription refers to the capture 
of the fortress of Udayagiri and of Tirumalai Rahuttaraya (its 
governor ?), the subjugation of Vinukonda, Nagarjunakonda, 
KondavTdu, Konidapalli, Rajamahendrapura, etc. 

Tirukkollambudur. 

This place is famous in Saivite tradition as the scene where 
Gnanasambanda saved himself and his following^ from the freshes 
of the KavSri. It is the theme of the padika Qarr’LL-QLDSia^mtQsT&r 
. . . 

774 . I of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the BilvarapyG&vara temple. A record in the fourth 
year of the ChOla king ParakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin KonGrimGnkondan (i.e., Kulottuhga IIP. Records the gift of 
the village of Kuldttunga- 4 ola-KalattQr to a private individual. 

775 . 2 of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirtieth year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanavlradeva (Kulottuhga III), “who took Madura, Ceylon, KaruvQr 
and the crowned head of the Paridya.’’ Records gift of land for 
two lamps. 

Tirumdlam . 

The place is one of great social interest as the Brahmans of the 
Prathama 4 akha sect generally known as midday Pariahs owe their 
existence to a religious sacrifice here. See Tanj. Gasr., Vol. I, pp. 
237-8, for details. 

776 . 93 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Maga}e 4 vara temple. A damaged record in the 
forty-second year of the Choi a king RajakSsarivarman alias 
Chakravartin SrT-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?). Registers an order of 
the king from his throne Vanadhirajan in the hall RajGndrachOlan 
of his palace at Mudigorjda-Cholapuram. Mentions the temple of 
Ambar-Tirumagajam-Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakoijdar valanadu. 

777 . 94 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Cho}a king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Srt-KdlOttunga-ChojadCva (I?). 

167 
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Records gift of the village PuravuvarivilSgam which was a 
dtvadana of the temple to a certain Tiruchchirrambala-Nandarajan 
of MattQr at the request of NuJambarS jan. 

778 . 95 of 1910.— -(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chflla king 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of the village of Vadaq- 
cjflr (?), a devadana of the temple to a certain Udayamartaqdan 
of Ambar, at the request of the same chief. 

779 . 96 <j/I 9I0.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakflsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladevu (l). Records gift 
of the village of Eyinikudi, also a devadana of the temple, to a certain 
!§6rka!an Velan TiruvSykkulamudaiyan at the request of the same 
chief, as previous Kaniyakis had neglected it so as not to yield 
even the Antardya-kdsit. “The tenants could neither dear their 
old arrears nor grow fresh crops on them without breaks.” 

780 . 97 e/ 1910. “(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record In the sixteenth year of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (11x8—35). 
Records gift of land. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p- 243, where Mr. R. 
Sewell discusses the date (Ani, Tritlya, Monday, TiruvOna) and 
shows that the thirteenth year of the king should have been intend- 
ed and that the date then corresponded to Monday, 25th June 
1 131. “ The date proves that the reign could not have begun before 
June 16th, A.D. 1I18.” 

781 . 98 0/1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine, A record in the twenty-seventh year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kfinerinmaikondan. Refers to the 
revenue survey of the sixteenth year of 6' u iigan <//nvW Az- Ku lot t u n g a - 
ChOjadOva (I, 1070 — Hl8), and records a gift of land in £>emban- 
gudi, a village of Ambarntuiu. 

782 . 99 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. Records that this prak&ra (tiru- 
irtaligai) was built by Vikrama-Chola (1118—35). 

783 . 100 of i9lo.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1x18—35). Mentions 
that in the fifteenth year of Rajendra-ChO} uleva (II, i.e., Kulottuoga 
I), the Goddess Uma-Parame£vari was set up, that a grant of land 
was made for its maintenance and, as it was neglected, it was 
renewed in the tenth year of Vikrama ChOla by the assembly of 
Madhurantaka-chaturvedimahgalam. In continuation of this in- 
scription is another, dated in the fifteenth year of a king whose 
name is doubtful. It records a gift of land to the shrine of the 
same Goddess by the residents of Ambar-nagara. 
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7 84 . IOI0/191O. — (Tamil.) At the end of the same record. 
A record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajgndra-Chola- 
dSva. Records gift of land to the same shrine. 

785 . 102 of 1910. — (Tamil^ At the end of the same record. 
A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Kulotturiga-Chola- 
dgva (i.e., KulOttunga II, 1123 — 46, according to the Government 
Epigraphist). Records gift of land for offerings to the images of 
Ajkopda-Nayakar and the goddess, both of which were presented 
to the temple at Tirumagalam by the ancestors of Amudan 
Tirachchirrambalamudaiyan alias Udayamarttanda-MQvgnda- 
vgjan, a native of SiruvglQr in (PanaiyQr-nadu which was a 
subdivision of Kshatriya&ikhamani-valanadu. 

786 . 103 0/T9 10. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of money 
for a lamp by Vlra-Vichchadara-Pallavaraiyan, a native of 
AnniyQr in Kurukkai-nadu, a subdivision of Virudarajabhayam- 
kara-valanadu. 

787 . IO40/19IO. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Records 
gift of land to the shrine of the goddess by certain residents of 
SiruvglQr in PanaiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of Kulottuhga-Chola- 
vajanadu. 

788 . 105 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakiira. A fragmentary record in the forty-fourth year of the 
ChO(a king Kulottunga-Chojadgva (I ?). Provides for a lamp. 

789 . 106 0/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. An incomplete record in the forty-third year (of ?). Re- 
cords gift of money for a lamp by a native of Kundavai-chaturvgdi- 
mangalam in MulaiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of Geyamanikka- 
valanatiu. 

790 . 1070/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fiftieth year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Srf-Kulotturiga-Choladgva. Seems to record a 
gift of land for offerings, to the temple of Ambar-Tirumagalam 
Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of BhQpalakulavalli-vala- 
nadu, by certain residents of SiruvglQr. 

791 . 108 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Cho|a king Parakesarivarman alias Chakra- 
vartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of paddy for 
offerings to the image of Atkonda-Nayakar, 

792 . 109 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 

prakara. A record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman . . . Kulottunga-Choladeva (II). Records 
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gift of land for a lamp by Dgvargandan alias Rajaraja PanaiyOr- 
natfu MQvSndavelan, a native of ^iruvSlQr, and others. See Bp. 
Ind., Vol. XI, p. 244, where Mr. Sewell calculates the date (Saturday, 
Pushya, second solar day in Dhanus) to be November 27th, A.D. 
H 43 - 

793 . no of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin. Records gift of money for two lamps. 

794 . ill 0/1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerimSnkopdan. 
Records that certain lands close to the temple of Mudupagavar 
which were being enjoyed by a private individual, Rajaraja Palla- 
varayan, by mistake, was given back to the temple. [These lands 
were claimed by the trustees of the temple to be the free-holding 
of the God from early times. The case was placed before 
Ve£alipparaiyar for inquiry. Pallavaraiyan stated that he had 
purchased the lands as Rajarajapperuvilai in presence of Vanadhi- 
raja, Nulambadhiraja, Kachchiyaraya and Pajandlvaraya - when 
these had assembed in the Kuldttuhgasolantiruvdsal in his palace 
at PerumbarrapuliyQr and produced documents to prove it. The 
trus'tees, on the other, hand, produced evidences to show that the 
temple had purchased these lands in the fourth year of Rajaraja 
and was in possession till the thirteenth year of the king. Ve&alip- 
parayar and the councillors decided in favour of the trustees.] 

795 . 112 0/ 1910. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-CholadSva (KulOttunga III, 
Il86 — I2i6), “who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Registers the release of the land 
referred to in the above epigraph. Mentions the fourth year of 
Rajarajadeva. [Mr. Krishna Sastri points out that as the chiefs 
mentioned in the inscription were contemporaries of Kulottunga I, 
Rajaraja should be Rajaraja I.] 

796 . 113 0/1910. — (Tamil.) On a slab lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Records gift of gold for fifty lamps, to the 
temple of Mahakalattu-Mahadgva at Ambar, by a native of 
Ananga-Vallavappadi. 

797 . 114 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A record in the fourth year of the ChOla king Raja- 
kssarivarman. Records gift of a necklace of pearls and a crown 
set with gems to the temple of Mahakalattu-MahadSva by Kari- 
puliyan alias Sojamarayan of PaluvQr in Kunra-kOjram, on the 
evasion of his celebrating the God’s abhisheka. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the real meaning of the inscription is 
that -the temple which was known to the Devdram hymners was 
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“ patronised for the first time by an officer of the Chola king.” 
See No. 800 below.] 

798 . 1150/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the third stone in the same 
place. A record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Parake- 
sarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by TJdayamar- 
tandan, son of Mannamudan, who was a native of SiruvelQr in 
PanaiyQr-valanadu. 

799 . 1160/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the fourth stone in the same 
place. A mutilated record in the eighth year of the Chola king 
ParakOsarivarman. Records gift of land to the temple of Tiru- 
magajattu Mahadeva at Ambar in Ambar-nadu by a certain 
Varjarayan Arangan Madcvan. 

800 . 117 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A mutilated 
record in the second year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman, 

“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Mentions Kari Puliyan alias 
^Olamarayan of PaluvQr in Kunra-kOrram and the servants of the 
temple of Ambar-SrI-Mahakalam. [As this Kari figures in an 
inscription of a RajakOsarivarman, it is plain that the ParakOsari- 
varman of this inscription was the successor of RajakOsarivarman. 
They might be Parantaka II and his predecessor.]

801 . 635 0/ 1902.— (Tamil.) On a pillar of the mantapa in 
front of the Santanayaki shrine in the MihirarupO^vara temple. A 
record in the ninth year of the ChO]a king ParakOsarivarman. 
Records gift of land for two lamps. 

802 . 636 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman. 
Records gift of land. 

803 . 637 0/1902.— (Tamil.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A damaged record of the Chola .king Parakesari- 
varman, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land. 

804 . 638 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On a third pillar of the same 
manfapa. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp by a merchant. 

805 . 639 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa 
»n front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Parjdya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulaiekharadfiva (I? 1268 — 1308). Recbrds gift 
of land. 

806 . 6400/1902.— (Tamil.) On the inner gOpura of the same 
temple, left of entrance. A record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 6rI-ValIabhadeva.

One of the South-Kavfiri centres of Saivitism, it has been sung 
by Gftanasambanda. 

On the north wall of the 
central shrine in the Amalakeivara temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Cho(a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Records gift of land. 

807 -B. 521 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to record a gift of 
land. 

807 -C. 522 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the ChOja 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -D. 523 of 1904.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the n&th year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. The god is called the lord of Tirunellikka in Arvalak- 
kflrram, a subdivision of Raj 5 ndra-§oJa-valanadu. Mutilated. 

807 - 3 . 524 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the north and east walls of 
the same shrine. A damaged and mutilated record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva, the date of which is 
lost. 

807 -F. 5250/ 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record 
in the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlrarajendradeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

807 -G. 5260/1904. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record in the thirty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -H. 527 of 1904— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record in the fourth year of the Choja king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for lamps. 

TiruppSmburam. 

This place which is one of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism 
is the theme. of a padika by Tirugiianasambanda- 

808 , 85 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the central 
, shrine in the Seshapurl£vara temple. An incomplete and damag- 
ed record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take 
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Madurai (i.e., Madura), I Jam (Ceylon), KaruvUr and the crowned 
head of the Paijdya.” Refers to an exchange of land. 

809 . 8 6 of I9II. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the ChOja king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-ChojadCva (III, 1186 — 1216), “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai (t.e., Madura), I jam (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the 
Pajjdya.” Records that a Vellalan of the village sold himself and 
his two daughters as slaves to the temple of Tiruppamburam- 
Udaiyar, for a sum of 100 ktisus," as the time was very bad, as 
paddy was s<^d at three adlis per k&iu,” and his children in conse- 
quence were dying of starvation. The inscription clearly shows 
that there must have been a famine of a serious character. 

810 . 87 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Kajaraja- 
dfiva, Records gift of fourteen cows to the temple, by a certain 
Varaqavadlkmamudaiyan alias KoSalarayar of Manakkudi.

A record in the 
fifteenth year of the ChOja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
ChOladCva (unidentified). Records sale of land to the temple. 

812 . 89 0/X911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I,? 1251—64). Records gift of 
land. 

813.90 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarfljadeva. Records gift of land by a certain 
Faluvctfaraiyar of Vanavappadi, for garlands and sacred bath, to 
the temple of Tiruppamburam-Udaiyar (at Tiruppamburatn) in 
Uyyakkoijtlar-vajanadu. Refers also to the shrine of the goddess 
Mamalaiyattiyar built in the same temple by a native of Pcrujar. 

814 . 91 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Chojadcva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), IJam (Ceylon), KaruvOr and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land to the shrine 
of ftajaraja-VinSyaka-PilUiiyar set up on the bank of the river 
Ari&iiaru, by a certain Mlnavan MGvendavejar. Pamburam alias 
KulOttunga&Olachaturvedimangalam is stated to have been situated 
in Pambura-nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. 

815 . 92 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
TribhuvanavIradCva (KulOttunga III), “ who being pleased to take 
Madurai Madura), liam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
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head of the Papdya was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors. Records sale of land to the temple for the 
worship of Periyadevar and Nachehiydr, set up therein by a 
dancing girl. 

816 . 930/1911.-— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyacleva (not identified). Records sale 
of houses and lands belonging to a registered tenant who ran away 
without paying the taxes, by the friends who stood surety for him, 
to the temple. The inscription is of interest in thedight it throws 
on one aspect of the village fisc. 

817 . 94 c/1911.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana chakra vartin 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottuhga III), “ who having taken (Madura), 
ilam (Ceylon), Karuvflr and the crowned head of the Pflnclya, was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and victors." Refers 
to the images set up by the dancing girl mentioned in No. 815 and 
registers certain privileges granted to her by the temple priests, 

818 . 95 c/1911,— (Tamil.) On the same base. Records that 
this stone temple Puga[abharanan was built by Palarflyayar of 
Korramangalam. [Was this Palarivaya the brother of Sekkiiar, 
the author of the Periyapurfina ?] 

819 . 96 c/1911.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-first year of the Cho[a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavira-ChOladSva (1x78 — 12 X 6 ), “ who having taken 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ijam (Ceylon), Karuvhr and the crowned 
head of the Paijdya, was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors.” Records gift of land free of certain taxes to 
the same temple at the request of a certain Arumoli-Brahma-’ 
marayan.

Registers in 
the thirty-first year the settlement of dues until that year, on cer- 
tain lands situated at Pamburam alias KulOtturiga-ChOla-chatur- 
vSdimarigalam. 

On the maijtapa in front of the 
same shrine. Records in S. 1644, and Kali. 4824, Sobhakrit, that 
Manukkopanditarayyan agent toSubedar ( Supayaddr ) RagOpaijijh- 
tarayyan, built the vasanta-mantapa. [The Epigraphist points 
out that this officer should have been an officer of the Taniore 
king Serfoji ( 1 1711— 29).] 

822 . 99 of 1911. (Tamil.) On the base of the central shrine, 
A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for the upkeep 
of a mantapa built by a certain DamOdaran alias §0[iyadaraiya- 
ve[an in the second prakara of the temple. 
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Tiruvilintilaldi, 

The temple is a strong §aivite centre as it owes its name to the 
alleged offer of an eye by Vishnu in place of flower in the course 
of his worship of Siva, and as it is connected with the exploits of 
GnSnasambanda and Appar in the seventh century. 

823 . 382 of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the north wall of 
the central shrine in the ViJ.inathasvamin temple. A damaged 
record in the sixth year. Seems to record a gift of land for festi- 
vities in connexion with the two temples of Tivi).imilalai-Udaiyar 
and the goddess Pidariyar. The latter of these was perhaps built 
in this year. 

824 . 383 of 1908.— (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 

A damaged record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king 
KajakSsarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I ?), 
Mentions TiruvIIimilalai which was a brahmadeya in Vennadu, a 
subdivision of Ulaguyyakkonda^ola-valanadu. The donor, was 
perhaps a native of Annavayil in SserrOr-kOrram, a district of 
Kulottun ga£ola-valana du. 

825 . 3840/1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
Built in at the beginning. Records in the thirty-sixth year (of an 
unknown king) gift of tiles covered with gold to the temple of 
TiruvIJimilalai-udaiya-Mahadeva. One of the donors was Vijaya- 
rajfindradevar-Anukkiyar Pallavan Pattalinangai. 

826 . 385 of 1908. — (Tamil-) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118— ~ 35 )- Seems to 
record a gift of land for a lamp, by purchase. 

§ 27 . 386 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Choi a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III). Records gift of a lamp-stand and a 
lamp. See Bp. Inc!., Vol. XI, p. 125, where Prof essor Jacobi pomts 
out that the details of the date (Makara, Pttrva I 4 > Thursday, Punar- 
vasu) show that 16th January 1185 is intended, but that Thursday 
is mistake for Wednesday.]

Refers to the 
gathering of the assembly of Tiruvljirniialai to discuss the business 
of the village (grdma-hSrya).

It is not known which of the Sundara Pflitdyas is meant.

Records gift ol land for a garden by a 
merchant of KaveripOmpattaijam in Kajadhirlja-vajanatju. (The 


* Hi* Tamil poet SeaimutteppnUwv belonged to thin place. 
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inscriptions show that this sea-port was still extant in the end of 
the fifteenth century. Perhaps it was at this time that Pattinattu 
Pillai, the celebrated Tamil saint and psalmist, lived.] 

838 . 397 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On one of the pillars in the jame 
manfapa. Records the name of Ukkal-kljan Edirili&ojan alias 
Pallavarajan. Two other pillars bear the same name. 

On one of the door 
posts in the same manfapa, Records gift of a lamp. 

840 . 399 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva in his twenty-fourth 
year (in words the date is giyen as twenty-first). Records sale of 
land by a native of TiruvelundQr-nadu in Jayangonda-ioJa-valanadu 
to a native of Nerkuppai in TanjavQr-kQrram, a subdivision of 
Pandyakula&ani-valanadu.

Seems to record a gift of land 
for the benefit of the mafhas and minor shrines in the temple at 
Tiruvllimilalai. Mentions a certain Narpatteppayira Pi||ai, among 
the §aiva devotees. See Ibid., p. 134, where it is shown that the 
details suit neither of the kings of this name who came to the 
throne in 1251 and 1276. Can it be the king who came to the 
throne in A.D. 1270? 

858 . 412 of i908.—(TamiI.) On the west wall of the first 
prakara of the Vilinathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
eighteenth year (Kumbha, PQrva 5th, Wednesday, Uttarashaglha) 
of. the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Chojadeva 
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(III). Appears to record a gift of land by purchase. See Ep. 
Ind.y Vol. XI, p. 132, where Kumbha is pointed out as an error for 
Tula and tithi 5 for tit hi 6, and the date is then equated to Wednes- 
day, 10th October, A.D. 1263. 

A damaged 
record in the eighteenth year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin-Rsjendra-Choladeva (III ?).

Records gift of land, by purchase for the recital of 
the Tirumurai hymns in the Tirukkaikkotti which was constructed 
for that purpose in the temple during the time of king Nara&ihga- 
deva.

14th, Monday, 
Punarvusu) of the Choia king Kulottunga-Cho]adeva (III), “ who took

ehehuvargam Udaiyar at TiruvTlimilalai. See Ep- 2nd., Vol. XI, p. 
126. The date is irregular. 

A record in the 
second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
dCva (III ?). Records gift of land to the shrine of Tiruvggambam 
Udaiyar in the first prakaru of the temple. Mentions AnapSyan 
SCvQr in PanaiyQrnadu, a subdivision of Kulottunga&Olavala- 
nStlu- 

859 . 418 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year (Kumbha, PQrva 5, Revati, Friday) of 
the Chdla king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-Ch 5 lad 5 va 
(III), “ who was pleased to take Madura and the crowned head of 
the Papaya.”

Records gift of jewels to the temple of Mahadeva at Tiruppalait- 
turai. (The place figures in Appar’s psalms.] 

1068 . 434 of 1912. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-third year of the Chola king 
RajakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga- 
CholadOva (I). Registers that the devadana village Tiruchchirram- 
balanallQr of the temple of MahadSva at Tiruppalaitturai inNallur- 
nadu, a subdivision of NittavinOda-valanadu, -was granted, on 
account of the low finances of the temple, the remission of the 
atitardyapdttam and other taxes, at the request of Madhurantakap- 
paravainattu-MQvSndavSlan. [The epigraph is interesting for the 
fact that it mentions the introductions of VlrarajOndra I and 
KulOttunga I thereby showing that AdhirajSndra (who was the 
brother-in-law of the Chalukya Vikramaditya VI and the rival of 
KulOttunga I) was ignored.

A record in 
the fourth year of the ChOja king Tribhuvanaehakravartin 
Kulottunga-Chojadeva (III). Records gift of gold for jewels to 
the shrines of Periyadevar and Nachehiyar, concentrated in the 
temple by PeriyadOvanambi of Pcnnflgadam who held proprietary 
right in the devadftna villages of Tiruchchirjramhaia-nailQr and 
RajagambhTranallCr. 

1074 . 440 of 1912. — (Tamil.) On the cast wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged and unfinished record of 
the Choja king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanaehakravartin 
Rajarajadfiva (II) in his twelfth year and 264th day. Begins with 
the introduction-/nyrt«Mo« nd maruviya , etc. Seems to record the 
gift of land (kdval kftdit) in the grove called Kuftjiran alias Bhuva- 
namulududaiyal, under the new name RajagambhlranallQr for 
worship, etc., in the temple and for maintaining a flower garden.

States that 
this is only a copy of a stone inscription. 

1078 . 490/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (II) in his fifth year. Mentions 
Moykucli in EmapperQrnadu, a subdivision of Rajaraja-vajanadu 
and the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiyar in Innambar-nadu, a sub- 
division of Vadagarai-Vikrama-Sola-vaJanadu. [Mr. Krishna 
Sastri notes that, while in other epigraphs the king receives the 
title of RajakCsarivarman, he receives in this the title of Parakesari- 
varman.] 

A record m 
the eleventh year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanaehakravartin Rajarajadeva (II). Records gift of thirty 
kdsus for a lamp by a dancing girl devaradiy&l of the temple of 
Tiruvaigavudaiyar in AijdattukQrram, a subdivision of Vikrama- 
&6]ia-va|anadu. 

1080 . 51 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanaehakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III?). States that 
PQndi-udaiyan SQriyan Pavalakkunranar alias Vannadudaiyar of 
ParavaiehehurrupQndi in Rajaraja-valanadu petitioned to the king 
in his thirty-second year and built of stone the central shrine and 
the maijtapa of the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva in 
AijdattukQrram, a subdivision of TJlaguyyavanda&ola-valanadu, 
after removing the old brick structure which was dilapidated. He 
also increased the temple devadilna by supplementing it with gift 
of lands in the village of Kajappakudi, in ViraikQrram to meet 
the additional requirements of the temple. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the king was, in spite of the title Para- 
kesarivarman, KulOttunga (I).] 

1081 . 52 of 1914.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanaehakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of gold for three lamps to the shrine 
of Tinitn&tfgaippillaiyar, by a native of Pajavalakkudi in Vilainadu 
which was a subdivision of Jayahgopda&la-vaJanadu. 

1082 . 53 of 1914.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (II) in his seventeenth year. Records 
gift of money for offerings to the image of Nittavinodakalyana- 
Sundaradeva set up in the temple of TiruvaigavQr. 
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1083 . 54 0/ 1914.— (Tamil.) On the south ami west walls of the 
same mantapa. A record in the twentieth year of the Chft\a king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-ChflladOva ( 111 ), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the crowned head of the 
Papdya.” Records gift of paddy by the temple servants to the 
sacred monastery (tirukkugtti) of Tirumudiyfllnadandan which was 
presided over by Nanandar-Udaiyflr Pugajivendar. [PugaJivCndar 
cannot be the poet Pugalendi who was the contemporary of 
Ottakkootta and Kulattunga (II).) 


1084 . 55 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mapfapa. An unfinished record of the ChOja king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva in his seventh year. Mentions Tiliai- 
nSyakan Kapnvadi Nambi alias Madhuri nt aka Vannflduduiyan of 
Paravaichchurru-pQndi in Rajaraja-valanadu. 


1085 . 56 of 1914, -“(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin KajOndra 
Cho{adOva (III) in his fifth year, Mcsha, sit. di. 4th, Monday, 
Rohipi, Records sale of laud. Mentions Vamusivumudaliyfir of 
the lineage of the Mudaliyars of Selvn-Tituv.lrOr and the image 
of Villavanapperumal in this temple. The date, points out 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, corresponded to Monday, 27th March 
A.D. 1251. He further “ shows that the reign began between 
28th March and 20th April 1246, which reduces Kielhorn’s limits 
by eight days.” See Bp. hul„ Vol. IX, p. 222. 


1086 . 57 of 1914,— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chftja king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradcva (1178—1216), “who having been pleased to 
take Madurai (Madura), flam (Ceylon), Knruvftr and the erowned 
head of the Papdya was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes 
and the anointment of vietdrs in his thirty-third year, Mithunn, 
ba, di, 9, Monday, Revati, corresponding to June 6 , A.D, 12IX. 
Records sale of land and two houses for arrears of revenue due on 
a dimdana land. The arrears were found out by Pi)lai-Muna»ya- 
daraiyar who was in charge of the temple lands, by auditing the 
accounts from the twenty-fourth to the thirty-third year.

1429). Registers an agreement entered into by the assembly of 
Parantaka-nadu, a subdivision of Innambar-nadu and the Valahgai 
98 and the Idangai 98 sects regarding the payment of dues to the 
king ( rdj&garam). [This epigraph is one of the most valuable 
documents for the construction of the financial history of the 
period. It is analysed in detail in Mad. Ep. Rep., 1915, pp. 
106 — 8, paragragh 44, and it is too long to be quoted here.]

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IteattApamudaiya-NAynnAr at U&lttAnam alms Keralukula&ani- 
chuturvedimAngalam, a brahmadfya in IHir.ingarambat-nAiJu, a 
subdivision of Raj0ndru&O)o-vu}anAdu. 

1094 . 184 0/ 190H. -(Tamil.) On ttu* south wall of the same 
maptapa. A record in the twenty-fourth year of the king 
Records gift of money for a lamp, by a native of PuduppuU.uum. 

1095 . 185 a/ 1908, - (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Cho}a king Trihhuvanachakravarlin RajOn- 
dra-ChOiadfiva (III). Seems to record a gift of paddy to a temple 
servant by the tenants of the temple lands. (The king had the title 
of Manukuia medutta Perumfl}.)

A record in 
the fourth year of the ChOja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rftjon- 
dra-€h 5 ladeva.

1099 . 1890/1938. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year and the king’s name is lost. Records gift of money 
(3,000 kasus) and paddy for offerings to the shrine of BhuvanAdhi. 
pati Nachchiyar built by PonnambalakQttan alias Irumu$i 46 |a 
Pallavariyan. 

1100 . 190 0/1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall, (lives a list 
of divaddna lands belonging to the temple and their boundaries. 

1101 . icg of 1908,— (Tamil.) On the same wall, (lives a list 
of the rent-free lands (dPvaddna) possessed by the temple, up to the 
thirty-eighth year and refers to the fiftieth year of Kulmturiga. 
ChoJadSva (I) “who was pleased to abolish tolls" ami to the 
eighteenth year of RAjarAjadeva. The revenue survey of the 
thirty-eighth year is also referred to. bee 1098 above. 
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1102 . 192 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On 'the north wall of the same 
maijtapa. Records in the twenty-first year (of ?) gift of land for 
offerings by order of a certain Kalirigaraya. Mentions Kalyana- 
puraiigonda&olapuram, among the boundaries. [Kalyanapuran- 
gopdadola was R&jadhiraja (I), iot8-- 1052.] 

1103 . 193 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the manfapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Mantrapurl&vara temple. A 
record in the thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva (III?).

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell says that there are cppper plate 
grants in the hands of the residents or temples of Klrnangflr, 
MaruvattQr, TiruvSlangSd and Vaidyeivarankovil, but no details 
of these are available. I have given below such of them as are 
definite and dated. 

Erukkur*

It is now a hamlet of fishermen and a place of pilgrimage. For its 
ancient trade, its splendour, its wealth under KarikalchOla, its 
people, etc., as given in Tamil Literature, see Tamils 1800 years 
ago. To the literary men the place is of interest as the birth- 
place of Pattinattuppillai and to the sociologist as the birth-place of 
the NauukkOttai Chctfi community. 

On a slab excavated and now 
preserved in the Taluk office at Shiyali. A mutilated record. In 
modern characters.
